CHAPTER I. 


THE CONQUEST OF SIND. 

1 ! the circlering of the Mu* id man annic* from Bagdad To 
Kind, in the dine of ifte Khaliph, the son of A bdoni Malik, and I lie 
dircunutancea of the wars of the Musulnittnn with the Kalirn; uho ihe 
limes of the governors hip of the agents of flu nee Oomniyuh and Bunt e 
Alihn^t Khali phs* 

ft is proper to give the greatest praise to ihe glory of the Mater, that 
He hns made a difference in the attribute* and natures of men \ and ihe 
intention* of the heart He lias made different in the hearts of Lings : 
from some of these king’s injury comes upon I he in selves* and others send 
their good deeds in advance! 

Men of understanding will know, that all historian* ore agreed that 
Bind wtis conquered in the Kindtphat of lie mn of A Moo I Mullk< by 
the exertion* of Hnjjrtj the sou of Yousouf Sukafec, ns Alt the sou of 
flamed, the son of A boo Bnkpr Koafee, wrote in the Chnk frame, 
which is a history of Sind. The writer of this book has omitted in 
include that which was useless in that work; he takes out only thtil 
which is useful and necessary.

I t U the custom of good* clever men* first of all to gain intelligence of 
the circumstances of their enemies and their condition* Previous to 
ircciring a reply to bis petition, Htijjaj warned Iwo clever men to go si^ 
^pies, to ascertain the circumstances of Sind t and the strength of 
armies. He gave them n Firman, ns if from the kbaliph T and disabled 
them. At that time, Timber, the >uu of rhnk, was the King of Sind : 
they gave the Firman to him* lie receiving it with ranch honour; he 
read* and understood il? contents. He denied tlmt hi# men had done 
ns alleged, saying that he was clear of the matter. His tongue was full 
of enmity* but with it he spoke in terras of friendship before these 
persons: asking his attendants about the occurrence, he said be would 
wnd people to find oat who had behaved in this way towards the 
Khaliph'* servants* deck ring, that if caught, he would punish tlrern ; ihai 
\m ■ would recover the slot an property from them, and send it to the 
Khaliph. He sent lib people to impure into it, tietaming the two men 
for some time by cunning artifices* He wrote a reply to the Khaliph* ful l 
of excuses, saving that ni the Dniwul Bunder bauds of (hieve# always 
remained ; that these were the people at whose hands his (the Khaliph'*) 
servanis had been malircaicd, and that ho had not sufficient strength to 
catch these nicn. The two spies discovered the condition of the country, 
and troops, and, morning to ITujJaj, told him all they knew. 

In the mean time Htijjaj had received from the Khaliph a reply to his 
petition, la this it was ordered as follows: ^That he should send his 
cousin Mahomed the sen of Kasim m occupy Sind ; that Hujjaj should 
draw upon the royal treasury at Bagdad for she expenses of the army/* 
Irs the space of one month Hujjaj had got ready a force uf 1 . 7 , 00(1 men : 
of these 6,000 were horse; 0,000 were on camels, and 3,000 were 
footmen. These he sent towards Sind, and with them 30,000 Dirham# 
for expenses, that, when necessary, it should be expended. Thia took 
place in Hijree fi'2 (*. d. 710).

Many historian# write that Aloje wu-S a very large city on the bank of 
she Mihratt (the Indus) ; that there ^rn many very fine buildings in it \ 
that outside and around iho town there were £|prderts full of trees, 
having good fruit, and that everything was to be found there that the 
inhabitants and traveller# might desire. The name of the ruler of that 
riiy and the surrounding country wa* Rais Suheeris* the son of Sahsec* 
He was a good* just king, By h is kindness^ mil the men of cunecqueaev 






w ,,rr obedient to hint, the noble* and plebeian* wen under Ilia control. 
The boundary of bin country extended ban Easterly direction to Kush- 
mere and Kunoge, to the Went to Matron and ilia sea side (Daiwul, 
now called tlie Tatto and Lnhatec Bunder) ; to the South to Stunt and 
Din Hander; to the North to Kandahar, Sejistan (Seh wist an), the Sooti- 
itiTLii Mountain*, Kir mania, and Kecknnan. He divided this country 
into four divisions: in each division tic placed a friend tut governor, and 
lie fixed upon Alorc as his own place of residence. For a long lime he 
reigned over this country in such n manner, that no one was rebellious ; 
nil obeyed his orders. 

Suddenly a large Persian force from the King Neentroz cnnic to Krndi 
and Alukran, by the way of Kannania. After looting those countries, 
and taking many prisoners, they returned. When Subcode heard of 
this, he prepared a large army, and went to Kuch and Miikran, sending 
word to King Necmmi, who, also getting ready, went to fight lura In 
a few days they met, and fought from the morning till midday. At the 
end. Necmroz was the ronqtteMI. lie defeated the Sind army. As 
these were retreating, a Xawuk (a sort of arrow) struck Snhcensm die 
neck and he died. The army of Necmroz looted the enemy till mid- 
nighi, when they proceeded to return. The Sled army, which was 
dispersed that night, collected and went to Alore. When ey g‘> 
there, they all agreed to place Rat* Sahsae (the son ofSuheem) on the 
throne. He gave great festivals, distributing in charity much gold and 
pearls. He made no alteration in the mode of ruling the country : ho 
governed with justice. Ho had a good disposition, treating all with 
kindness; full of mildness and humility, as lie sat m judgment lw 
displayed these qualities. All hb subjects were very happy under his 
rule. * After he bad reigned one year, he took his army forcxnreire, and 
went to ace the districts of hi* country. Wherever he found any dis¬ 
obedient, he took them out by the roots. 

When he had saddled himself with regard to the state of bis country, 
he came to Alore, and he ond all his people lived very happily. 

He made four laws, relating to the country, and to property:— 
mjtrsl Law, on tt* Ar» ijf.—“T o whom pay is due, he receives it at 
once; there must be no delay, ’ 

The kcond Law, on the The proper rent which is fised b 

to he brought by the Rynt i^three instalments, without his being 
wnt fur. The sign of his £reat-justice is this, that the Ryuts are 
ordered to be excused paying duty on grain, and money, on condi¬ 
tion that they build six forts-A lore, SehwLsiau, Ooch, Mattehforh, 
Mode, Snvraee." These were built of mud, and some of them ore 
Btunding at the present 
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■ TV (hit'd hmr, an thf Mtrrhciwtt ,—■* Whatever tax ha* been filed on 
these, they iir*t to pay it to the collector iff luxe's without hi* asking 
for it.” 

Thf ftmrlh Lair, on thr Trade *.—“ Whatever duly for the Kirkar is 
imposed upon each of lliesc, they have done it.” 

Rut!' Saiisec hud a Wuzcer, by name Rais Ram, to whom he gave 
the rdut, placing everything, Inrge and Mnnll, in his hands, In nil !ii« 
arrange in mtt* be displayed such tact, that die most ml nine thing did not 
escape hint. On this nretmnt, Jlnis Bnb?ee was m his case, spending 
his days and night? in thr bedchamber of happiness, and passing hi* life 
ihcrfi. If at anytime there were mailer* of oonsequunee, or if any 
li-tlrrs came from the rulers of the boundaries, ihcn Rai» Ram, going to 
the door of the Unrein, represented it. 

One day Rais Ram had an assembly, at which many J1rations and 
nu-ji (if genius were collected. In the mean time tt very ^handsome, 
dear-spoken, eloquent young man came in. Those who composed th-' 
assembly were astonished at the eloquence of hi* longue. Asking him 
from whence he came, and what his name war-, he said liis name was 
rhnk, that hi> fathcrV name was gmdaj (3eclaj wife a Bhunin of note 
in that rity). Rui* Ram approved of his conversation, taking him into 
rompaniutiship, giving him great present*; and he took him to assist him 
in the affairs of the State. He wo* well versed in accounts clever in 
speaking and writing the H-indec language. Day by day be attained 
great knowledge in the bud ness of the country, and property, and his 
arrangements in these were very good. His good fortune was so great, 
that he conducted all the duties of the Wmcer; the nanioof Rai* Ram 
alone remained. Suddenly, Rais Ram was prostrated with sickness. At 
that time Rai* Safaece gave a festival in hi* Harem t he was silting 
there very happy. In the mean linn? many letters cam# from Daiwnl, 
which, being very important, the Chobdam went and :it (Hire gave them 
to lire king. 11c was unwilling to rise, so he gave orders for a curtain 
to he placed Ik- fore the throne, and to summon Chak. The tjtieen then 
remarked that lie (Chuk) was a Dram in—why have a curtain with him; 
it 7s better to have him as it i». t'huk approached the king's throne, 
offering benedictions, and seatteriag praises, lie then read the tenters 
which had come, und making known their contents, the king gave his 
p, jit it-.. He (Chitk) then wrote »acli u letter, that <>a ItenV&g it (he king 
presrnii d him with a vulnsMe Klulftt^jing directit)ns. lit it when any 
lujfijtie-- of importance occurred, hs should bring^it inio the Harem, 
Rut from seeing him the queen had become distracted. Wishing fo 
have a meeting with hint, she sent a procures* to Chuk. acquainting 
him with her heart’* desire. He stood on the ground of denial, saying 
lie was a Braitiin, and could not commit such (erftdy, particularly iu

the king's house, from which there was fear for his life, and the destine» 
turn of liis family- But the god of love was strong in the breast of the 
queen. Oil this account happiness left her heart, and fruit! unhappiness 
tihe rolled about like a half-killed bird. In a short time this matter was 
known to every one. Some tale-bearers mentioned it to Rais Bah see: 
he replied dint Clink wtis a faithful Bramln, and would not commit 
snch an act. In short, matters remained in this way some lime. Hals 
Snbsee then became sick: many doctors did all in their power, but 
without effect. The queen then saw* that the king would die, so she 
sent to call Chink. When he came, she told him of the condition or 
Rais Sahsce, and to get him (Chuk) named as vicegerent, formed this 
stratagem t calling all the Chobdars, she told them that it wrus Rais 
Sahsec's order that they should make it known to all, that there would 
be a grand Durbar the following day, when nil, great and small, must 
be present. On the morning of the nest day, the quern gave orders that 
Rais Saliicc’s throne should be placed in the Dali of Audience, and it 
was done as she directed. The Chobdars, being instructed by her, then 
wen! and told the people that the king said, that in consequence of 
weakness he was unable to come forth; for this reason he had pot Chnk 
in, hi* place, having given to him the royal seal. Helpless, nil the people 
obeyed this order, and a few days afterwards Rais Sahsee died. Then 
the Ranee, calling Chnk, said : “The lime has now come when wc can 
he one; we roust arrange to get rid of those who may not approve of this. ’ 
Clink replied that he was willing to do as she wished. The queen 
said: « Rais Sahsee has no son, but there are many of his relations who 
will lay claim to the heritage of hi* country and property: it is belter 
to make arrangements before they do so." She then instantly collected 
fifty chains, w hich she had placed in one of the rooms of the Harem. 
She then sent word separately to each of the relations of consequence, 
that Rais dahsee was ceiling them to bequeath his country. Such of 
these n* eiune, and went inside, were seized, and made secure with the 
chains. Having done this, she gained confidence, and calling the more 
hamide relations, she said U> them: “Those who were perverse towards 
u-n I have in confinement; such of you as destroy any of them ahull 
i,er, ™e the masters nf their property. 1 ’ They each killed such as had been 
unfriendly towards them : the whole were destroyed. After this, the 
following day the queen had the coffin of Buis Snhsee taken out, and, 
according to custom, burnt his remains; and Chuk succeeded him as 
king. a

When Chuk, with the concurrence of the Ameers, sat on the throne 
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of ihe kingdom, he opened the doors of the treasury, announcing to oil 
E tirti large** would be given. He made ihe nobility and the mobility 
rich, so these became hi.*!, obliged by favours; he increased the pay of ihe 
army, and he lowered the rents of tile Ryu Is—on ihb account cultivation 
increased. He married the queen according to the forma. When the 
news of this went abroad rh rough the country, the relations of S ah sec 
about Jodhpoor nod Jetpoor prepared to attack the country* to obtain 
iheir heritage. They ‘collected a large force, and made arrangements for 
fighting. The chief Sirdar of this army was Ran a Mn burnt. \\ lien this 
force got near Jnisulmere, he (Rana Mu burnt) wrote ri letter to C link* 
saying: + s You arc a Bra min, and not calculated tube a king ; you will 
not be able to fight: for yon it is more fit that yon go and sit in a 
corner, and do not bring yourself into a field of battle. Chirk, diking 
this letter to the queen, explained its contents to her, living—■“ A very 
strong enemy has come ; what is your ad vice 1 T ' The que-n ssid Men 
arc best acquainted with the councils of war : if you arc afraid, give 
me your clothes, and you shall take mine ; then 1 will go to light the 
cncmyJ* Chttk T becoming oshameci+ bent his head downwards. Ai 
i ha I time the queen said : ik Great wealth and mneh hidden treasure 
came to you ; it i* proper iliai you now give it to I he people* tliat they 
may be your well* wishers, and ail shall come beneath your crown. 
Chuk, upon this, again opened the treasury, giving much money to the 
troops, preparing them for war. He-oJso put in proper order a field of 
battle. By this time Rann Muhurut approached A lore, Chuk. hear¬ 
ing of this, took his army to the field of battle. The two armies fronted 
each other. Then Rana Mata unit, raising bis voice, es churned : " O 
Chuk! why do you bring this force to be destroyed t 1 he dispute is 
between you and me; it is better that we both come into the plain and 
fight with each other : if you kill me, you will obtain your desire all 
who are with me shall become yours ; if I am victorious, the country and 
property shall be mine * Chuk agreed to thh—tin foot of Ma bravery 
was in from.. Runa Muhurnt, advancing in from of his army, dis. 
mounted from his horse* Chuk likewise got down from hi* ^oik, 
giving orders la his stirrup-holder to bring Ids hotse gently after hiin. 
When the two drew near each other, and were thinking of drawing ttieir 
swords, at that moment the slirrtip-boider brought up tlie horee, Lind 
Chuk, quickly mounting, drew ill £ iWord, and slew Rami Muhurut— 
with one talow his d eath vafne, The anjJ^of Rana J ln hurnl s $ec 1 j ig 1 1 i is, 
the thoughts of flight entered their Ibreasts, and tbev^ lb n- C huk pur¬ 
sued ihem* killing great numbers ; those who escaped might bo counted. 
Chnk, reluming that day, halted on the fi^ld of battle. The day 
• following, Ihe people of the city tl reused up the town, and Chuk came 
into Alore with great state* From that time he became the sole ruler of 
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she kingdom,, ami properly. That same year, taking lit* army for cx«j> 
eise, he visited the limits of his country. Kerin!: that all was '•♦ tiled, he 
became free from apprehension, and, coming to More, in- remained tin;re. 
Clink had two sons by tin: queen—one united Duller, the other J hi her 
Seya. He had also n daughter by her. Some years after this, Chuk 
folded tip the carpet of his life, and his eldest son succeeded him.

When bv universal russent Duller sal oil the legitimate throne nf his 
father, he followed the path of justice. By giving much mum y t*> lb* 
troops, and by pro tec ling the Ryuls, he pleased them. All the |ieople 
uf the country bowed tlu-ir heads on hearing ^Borders : they girded the 
waist-beIt of obedience around tin ir Joins. When he had bruit tin ihc 
throne one year. Halter went to the east country. On the eastern boun¬ 
dary ho placed a man in whom he had confidence, and setting hid mind 
at ease, he went to Jripoor. From thence he went U) the West, where 
he did that which lie hud to do, and then he came to Brum inn bad, 
stopping there some days, and leaving his younger brother, Holier 
Keyn, the son of Chuk, as Sis governor. lie remained -ix mouths on 
iis boundary, making friendship with the Governor of Karrmuua. He 
then relumed towards More. When he drew near Alore, the great and 
small of the city came in front to meet him, and to offer their congratu¬ 
lations to him, on his return, They made their obeisances, and he 
distributed large** amongst them. The Brain ins and u.-irologers were 
present, and discovering this fortunate hour for the king to enter (he city, 
made it known to him, saying— 1 We have seen your fortune, and that 
of your brother, as also that of yuitr sister 1 now, in the fniure fortune 
of you and your brother there is no bad presage, but in I hut of your 
fiisier Race Ranee, it appears that she will be the wife of I be man who 
will be lire king of this country, and this throne, and sire (Baee Ranee) 
will not go out of this city,” Rais Dahcr, on hearing this, became 
much oppressed. Tn the end, he entered the city. For many successive 
days he held Durbar*, and putting in order tire affairs in the neighbour¬ 
hood of the throne, he became at leisure ; but when lire thorn of the 
ii 3 iiobjects' word pricked his heart, he was unhappy. He again called 
the astrologers, asking them tire stum ion* of tire good and bud '♦furs, 
anil the fortunes of his sister and brother. The astrologers showed him 
their exact slate by explanation*^ ^Rais Da her, all his father * ininislcrs, 
and bis men‘ of note, came before the astrologers, luring before them 
tire carpet of inquiry, saving: «It is a very difficult matter tn part 
with country and government t to my understanding it would seem 
that I *hontd lake my sister in marriage—thus my government will re- * 
main in my hinds, and no dissensions will arise in tire country " 
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I Hi mediately on hearing this 1 , his relatives turned away their liead*, 
vehemently exclaiming, amt uulUng oW,saying—* 1 Never go near to such 
a desire, 1bt by such means a *|>ot will come upon oar family; tin: whole 
world will .curse and reproach n»; they will turn us not of our religion, 
and from under our lawn : besides, from lltia there will be such diseen- 
siorts in the whole country, that they will never In* alloyi'd.” Hwis 
Knher did not approve «f what they said. A few days after this, Rais 
Duller, summoning hi? nob!. ?, got them to be of Ids opinion, and then 
they agreed to give his sister to him ill marriage. After this, on a 
certain night, Rais Duller collected the Brumins secretly in retirement, 
uml, according to the custom, he tied with a knut tlm comer of his sheet 
to the corner of that or Ids sister; they then both walked in acirolc raud 
fm*. and, ascending, fllI on the thrum?. Rni* Duller then drawing hi> 
tnvord, he saw both their face* on the blade. He then gave away touch 
guld and pearls. They remained there the whole night, but there 
was no consummation of the marriage. A\ lien the day broke. Basw 
J tuner was taken to her house. W hen his brothrr Dahcr fteyn,. at 
Braminabad, heard of what had taken place, he wrote a letter to him, 
full uf cursing und reproaches, say in g : “I have heard that you have 
cimimiTted this bad no* ; you have given the name of our family to 
the winds.’’ Rais Dakar wrote to him thus in reply: “ To avoid lie* 
predictions, this has been done by mo ; if il had not been for these, l 
would never have agreed to such a had nol." Duller Seyn wrote 
il not her letter, saying—" Leave this business alone.” Rais Dnhrr said 
in reply—*‘It is impossible to turn our dcsiiny by deliberation.’ After 
this, the custom of writing letters was left alone, and the fire of enmity 
tw"ii n bunting between them. Dnher Sevo placed the thoughts of fight¬ 
ing with his brother he fa re Ids mind- He prepared n large tinny, and 
went with it towards A lure. When this news reached Ruis Baber, the 
«went of his anger broke nut on Ids body : he caUaCted a large force, 
prepared a battle-field, and looked for his coming. After wailing for 
same days, lie went to the jungle to hunt. Some days after this Duller 
Styn approached Alorc. He wns anxious to get into the tort at once ; 
Ira! the people of the city shut the gales, taking Ureif fighting weapon* 
in iheir hands. Some men then wcnl between, and induced Dahcr Svy n 
to desist, showing him a place for his camp to the eastward of the town. 
They also sent a man to Rais JAihrr, to give him the new* of the 
arrival ..f Duller Scyn ; on bearing ^hiijb, Rais Duller left his hauling, 
and quickly returning, reached the furl. The n>^\i morning, be hud 
prepared all tile requisites fur a feast and for a dwelling, 'ending them 
to bis brother by his men of con sequence. Daher Seyn rejected these, 
and sunt them back, turning h*s hc»d from the agreement to accept 
them. In the aflefiujon, his nioibcr, and the nobles of the city, weut 
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to visit Duller Seyn, comforting him by counsel, saying; " Sensual 
pleasures were not the intention of Rais Daher, but that he had adopted 
this stratagem to escape from ihe imagination of misfortune, which the 
ortrolagers" had foretold in the fortune of Race Ranee, All approved 
of this excuse ; do you also agree to it, leaving the jungle of your 
brothers enmity, and turning your heart to obey ins orders,as formerly. 
DaherSeyn agreed to what his mother and relations said, and on the 
following day, mounted on an elephant, he went underneath the fort 
and standing opposite the palace of Rais Daher, made hid Salaam, and 
showed his respect for him. Rais Daher called him iimde, Dnher Seyn 
replied, that he had sworn nn oath never to enter hid house, nor to sit 
down with hint, adding—“ if you will come to me, and do me the 
honour to «t by me, it will be kindness." Rais Dnher was anxious to go 
at once to meet him. but the time was unseasonable, so he determined 
on the following dav for the meeting. In the morning Rain Daher went 
out with many people to meet his brother. When Daher Seyn heard of 
his approach* he went forth to meet him in front, and when he was 
dose to him, he dismounted from his horse, and kissed his (Rare 
Da tier’s) foot. Rais Dither also did such acta of kindness as are usual 
between brothers; getting oIf his horse, taking him in his embrace, 
kissing him on the face and head, and inking his hand, want inside the 
tcnL They sat talking together for some time, laying open particular 
subjects. In the afternoon Rais Daher returned to his house, and after 
he had left, signs of fever were felt on the body of Daher Seyn. Those 
increased every minute to such an extent, that blisters came over hta 
whole body. On the fourth day he quitted the house of sickness, going 
to that other country where sickness never con.es. When the news of 
his brothers death reached Rais Daher, he became very sorrowful j 
and quickly getting up, hasted to the place where he was, sending 
messengers on in from, to find out the true news, and come and tcU 
him When ihese arrived at the tents of Daher Seyn, they saw the 
princess with her head uncovered. The attendant* took the messengers 
inside the curtain, and lifting the covering from off the face, displayed 
the corpse. Upon this, seeing he was dead, they cried out louifTy, 
running to meet Rais Daher. Rais Daher, uncovering his head and feet, 
entered the lent of his brother, and, lifting «p M* body. touk it to I(he place 
set apart for the purpose of burning their dead, and there burned it. He 
performed all the necessary mournings, and after these, he went to the 
place of residence of Daher Seyn, at Brntmnabad. Taking away with 
him all his (Daher Seyn’*) servants, and leaving those of Ins own in 
whom he had confidence, he returned, and came back to Alore. 

Per many years he held the reins of government in Jit* hand*, with 

absolute power.

1 1 was also their intention to take Sind* On this account, they were 
always inquiring about the people of that country j and those pt'ople 
who had formerly come from Bagdad to buy slaves, and other tiling, 
and who had escaped, as I have previously mentioned, these were with 
them; they wore their guides. In short, in the year Hijn-e l J'2 {a. n. 
710), Mahomed the sou of Kasim (the cousin of Yoosoof,and the son- 
in-law of Hujjiiij) left Bagdad with a very tine army, to take revenge «n 
&iud. He came to Karmania, where he hailed a >hort lime, to prepare 
the arms, set ihe army in order, and gel ready the implement* foropening 
fort*. Hr ihen came to Kuoh and Mnkran. From thence he intended 
to take Sind. "When the new* of ihe approach of the Mahomed an 
force reached Rais Daher, he proposed to go to the borders of Mukron 
to fight the in. His nobles said : “This is an Arab force; ihey have 
come on account of the enemies of their religion : it is right tube patient- 
If they make eicurston* here and there, and in this way leave our 
country, it will be good ; if not, we musl deliberate, and it will be neces¬ 
sary to give them much money from the treasury, to save our country 
from their mischief” Rais Dnher approved of this advice, deferring his 
inarch until they (the enemy) came to Tieerunkot,* where they set a 
light to the war, surrounding the fort, and after ranch fighting they were 
victorious, slaying many Kafirs. The remains of the sword lied, turning 
llreir heads to More. The Mahomednn armies, with victory, turned 
the bridle of their intentions to take Tatta. In a short time they sub¬ 
jected Tatta, and Inking out the Mnsulmnn prisoners, sent them to 
Hijnz {Arabia). From thence, proposing to go to the royal resident* of 
Alure (parol Mtxilk Afore), they came to Sehwistau, where there was ^o 
much fighting that it is nol possible to describe it* In abort, the Kufirs 
were the victors in two battles; bn* in the third fight the Wind of victory 
struck the tassel* of the Mahumcdan* flfcgv, and the Kafiw, being over¬ 
come, lied. Mahomed Kasim, after taking the fort t?f Schwisiao, mndo

The men of Ch! tilth, Hearing the newt! of the forces of l .-4am, brought 
great and fitting presents for, and met Mnhomed K^sim ; and baviDg 
agreed to obey his orders, and to pay tribute* they were veil their leave, 
and went away. Thin is the reawn why the theofegianauf Mavtiism 
called the country on that side of the river, which was in (he hands of the 
Chinuhs, ^ Quriiree 11 (the lurid which p&ya oQe-leptli as yearly tribute). 

A Dkscriftioji of when Mahomed Tuts How ov Kasim was iti the. 

Province of Skiiwi&tax. 

The men of CbtnnH sent a man an a spy to the army of Mahomed 
Karim. He arrived at the force at the time of Lite sniiimons to prayer. 
He was m>i icing the condition of the troops. At llmt time the congre¬ 
gation was drawn up in lines for prayers^ and Mahomed Kasim was 
condueijng the do lies of chief priest] ffa& imitators were all following 
the rnmion* nfthc chief priest* The spy, seeing this occurrence, returned, 
and, explaining to the men of C'lrinfib, *atd —**By the oalh of God l i 
lmvr@een those people m united, that to whatever business they turn their 
head?* they will assuredly accomplish ltd* He also told them the ejr- 
cnmstancc of the imitation of ihe priest by the people at prayers. On 
hearing this, the Chi nub people had a wish to go to them ; so they cnm* t 
and pnbmilted to the orders of Tsiamism* Of the people of Sind, the 
first to become Masq]mans were the Chintihs, It is said t that when 
the Chin oh people came to submit to Mahomed the son of Kasim, 
they brought trays fill! of victuals as a banquet for Mahomed fvusim. 
He said : ^These people provided for” (Murzong), On litis account 
the Chian hs are called MufEoog. 

When Mahomed Ka*im had accomplished the conquest of die 
province of Sehwistaa, smxto pen pic said that he should now* up to Bm- 
rnimabad (now this is called Bra min, or BuhEia-ka-ThtXjl^ and that after 
merernning that fort he should proceed to A lore. Mahomed KTTsim 
said that it was better first 10 go to take A lore, and, after overthrowing 
Rais Dnimr, then 4 o proceed to take other countries. All approved of 
this, and they crossed the river opposite to Tillable?, and marched to¬ 
ward* A lore. 

When Rais Daher heard of ibis,"he made preparations to march forth. 
Then the astrologers and magician* collecting, went to him, and 
explained. u that from ihe appearance of ibe star*, it appears your destiny 
k very weak, and the strength of the Torino* of Islam y in the ascend¬ 
ant. At ibis time it is not proper for yon to go forth.” Then Rain 
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Babur, preparing many troops sent them in from of the forces of Islam 
They baited on the bank of the Kuchhurcc Kulnb (lake). The following 
day Mahomed Kasim, ni Riifynn, gave orders to AbdooJa the *on of 
Ali Sugfee to go to fight the Kafirs Ahdoola* agreeably to orders 
went against the Kafir*. The two arnik* met on the banks of Knch- 
hutec, and the fire of batik commenced burning between them, in 
short, I here was much fighting* nfrer which the Kafirs ran away. Of them 
many men died in the waters of deafb, 

*Sorue hl« Brians say, that the reason why the Kafir* fled from the 
battle is this that in the middle of the tight the commander of their 
army lost tits presence of mind—the rains of his will le ft bis Bands. In 
smdi a state., his hor*n threw him on the ground* and ran amongst the 
troops. The men of the army, fleeing the horse without his rider, 
thought [hat he had been killed. On this account* leaving the fight, 
they turned tfieir heads in the direction of the jungle ofilighr* In short, 
Abdocda returued to Mahomed Kasim with victory. After this 
Mahomed Kasim, leaving that place by mxceesaive marches without 
baiting fRillu Fnsul), drew near A lore. Rais Balter retired into the 
fort with fear* Mohomud the son of Kibim did what wafl neces¬ 
sary for the investment of the fort. He brought into play [he bat¬ 
tering rams and he threw fire in the maimer the Mosnlinun* 

hud wen It in done in Turkey and Pcilli. On both sides there vtm 
constant fighting, so much bo, that in Sen days there were seven batiks* 
In all these battle^ the breeze of victory struck the flags of Islam, and 
the Kafirs, discomfited, mn away. On Thursday, the I Oils flay ofRnmzais 
in the year liijrfce 93 (a. d. 711}, Rais DnheFj having prepared all his 
elephantflr and all his forces, went forth la battle against the iVfnho- 
medans It is said that 10*000 men in armour were with him, nni 
:j0,00fl footmen : these were in front, Rnb Daher sal in n litter with a 
canopy on on elephant* wearing uit hi* head a crown* covered with gold. 
He placed his troops on his right and left hand* and the foot of hi* 
cou rag e advanced into the plain. la his litter there were two female 
slaves of great beauty with hem: one of these handed him cups of wine, 
tlie^ither helped him with Ban. 

The buttle raged from the morning till the evening: then the Hard¬ 
mans fixing their feet firm cm the ground* and drawing their blood - 
drinking sword* from the scabbard of revenge* slew many Kafirs, 

Mahomed Ka^iim with his ferocious spirit, taking m body of men, 
weal Eigfiinst the troops in front of'rifl- elephants, driving them away. 
At that time, n few Moaulman* in the rear threw rocket* in thodirccliou 
of the Utters on ihe elephants. When the fire began to Ignite the litters 
the elephants, breaking their ranks fled toward* the writer. When 
they got near it, there was mud, in which Erik Bahcr + s elephant >iit 
3 
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(lawn. At this time, the Miismlnwttis were shooting arrow*, anil of til eat* 
oats arrow struck Rate Daher in the throat. The bird of his life, being 
freed from the cage of liis body, Hew away. This look plane at that 
lime when the sun had set. When Rais Duller was dead, those Bnunias 
who were in the litters on the elephants behind him look him out of Ins 
seat, and hid him in the mud,and then they fled towards the city. Bat 
ihc Mnstilnmns luui so securely guarded the approaches to il, that, if a 
bird had wished to go there, it could not have done so. Thus these 
Bmmins were endeavouring to pass, when by chance they fell into the 
hands of Ktvis who secured them. Rais intended to kill them, bul they 
begged for quarter, giving intelligence of the dentil of Rais Dalicr ; so 
he gave them quarter. 

At that time, some people of the force brought the two slaves who 
were in the Ihler with Rais Daher to Mahomed Kasim. On seeing 
them, it came into his mind that Rais Duller Imd escaped. With this 
idea, he slave order* to have it proclaimed to the troops, that u Rais Dalicr 
the accursed lind got away, and that it was not known that he was dead : 
therefore that by no means they (the troops) should occupy themselves 
in plundering, lest he comes and takes us by surprise.” At the time 
of hearing; this proclamation, Km* look the Brum'tns to Mahomed 
Kasim. When ho beard their news, he said—" Hod is great! ' r (Allah- 
ho-Ah bar.) On the troops hearing this, the exclamations of those who 
fight against the infidels reached the heavens. Mahomed Kasim, 
taking a few brave men, went with the Bmnrinn to near the water, lie 
ordered the body to be taken out, and when il was taken out, be had the 
bend cm olT, and placed il on the point of n spear. He Erst showed it 
to the slave*, who, recognising it, said it was the head of Rajs Duller. 
Mahomed Kasim gave orders to his forces to slop all around Urn furl, 
and it being the night of Friday, the men of the army kept awake, 
spending il in prayer, and calling upon God. 

When it was morning, Mahomed Kasim sent the head of Rais D alter, 
with the two slave girls, in front of the gate of the fort, the people of 
which, seeing d, denied it. When the new* reached the ears of Rais 
Duher's wife Ladhec, she instantly run to the gate, and asked the slaves 
concerning Rui* Do her. These, weeping, pointed out his head, on 
seeing which she threw herself off from the gateway. There was iheii 
great lamentation through the fori, and the Kafirs, being helpless, opened 
the gfttet. ^ 

On that day; which was Fri Jay, the 11th of Ramzan, the Mahomednn 
army entered this fort ; and Mahomed Ka-im took possession of the 
treasure, and all the hidden wealth ; ihe army and servants giving them 
in chat^t: lo Kaifr. 

In the court-yard of a temple iho Mnsnlmana made a pulpit, a 
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sermon was read, and linen prayers. In nhe beginning of Shuwal* 
Mahomed Kasim nook an inventory (written) of the trcaanm, and pro¬ 
perty of nil sorts* nl?o of the prisoners, and sent the whole in charge 
i>f Kajp, with 200 horsemen, by the way of Koch and Mukrufu h> Darul 
Islam (Bagdad), Jicijja], lies ring of this* was exceedingly happy, and 
lie sent everything on to the Khaliph in Syria, When Kaia reached the 
Khaliph* and gave him ihe news about Rais Dalu?r, and alt cuneerm 
the fights and victories* separately, he became very happy* and presented 
him with a samptnotiB KhilnT, and a valuable present fur Mahomed 
Kasim; and he wrote him a Firman, paying ^ “ It is not proper for lbe 
armies of Islam to be content with the conquest of Sind, alone ; they 
muyl now proceed to the coup tries to ihe east. It is necessary f>r you 
10 take possession of all the territory held by Rui* Daber hen sir 1 ’ 

Firman reached Mahomed Kasim, he marched to Brand rntbath and, 
conquering ii T he settled the taxes of the people of Sind. 

The Bramins lie placed, as before, in charge of the revenue*, and 
appointed them to listen to suits of law. 

The Sumuiah people, who rorided&boni Loharcc* collected,and nmr 
lo Mahomed Karim, with drum* beating, and blowing horns !(■■ 
inquiring who tfsese wcre T \vm told by the Bmrain* that they wet-* a 
tribe of the country, and that it was ciiatutmry with ihem, cm approach- 
ing the ruler, to go in this way- Mahomed Kasim, fixing a settlement 
for them, gave them their leave. 

Then the Lubaices, the Sabinbs* the Chuddars, the Maohcea, die 
L lal ns, t he Ghurac has, a) *o e ame bare-hemIc d mid h:\ic -footed, t ]:i ru i tgh 
the introduction of A bee, the mm of Abdour Riynian t Snlilceiee, to 
Mahomed Kasim, for safety- He gave them protection, issuing order .

Milan!mail went from this to the residence of the Khali ph, or when my 
should come from thence to Alette, the 3* should show lheist the road/* 

In the beginning of the year Ilijrcc 131 (t. d. 712), the sun* of Raif< 
Dahcr collected some men in the fort of Bekunder (this was n strong 
fort), and from this they looted the villages of Sind. When this news 
reached Mahomed Karim, he went then!, surrounding the fort 
After some time* there wo* great distress from a seanciiy of proviso ns; 
ilicrc was nothing lo be got to eat but flesh alone* Maltdmvd Karim 
then wnt a good man to the sons of Rjiis Duller* telling him t< f uy 
that if they wished for his friendship, he would give it to them* I hey 
sent back for answer that they were retain ibid Rais T):iher was si ill 
alive* and that they expected he would shortly come with an Army from 
llindoofllnu to lake hi a revenge, When Mahomed Kusiifi heard itiss r 
he ordered the wife of Rais Dalffcr to be brought irotu Alore to her son,i, 
when tills absurd idea would leave them- She was brought, and sent 
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in from of, and close to the gate* The garrison gel on the waits; when 
ihc wife of Rais Dnher told them all ihe circumstances of the fight, and 
of the death of Rais Daher, also of that of the Sirdars, separately. She 
then wept. The people, saying she spoke false, commenced throwing 
atones and mud at her, declaring she wa* in league with the enemy, 
and not ’worthy of credit. She was then taken away. 

in a short space, by the battering rams and other implements for 
breaking down walls, this fort was completed. Mahomed Karim 
destroyed numbers of the Kafirs; some few of them came under the mice 
of Islamism, Much money and other tilings fell into the bands of the 
Mahomednus. There was in the fori a large temple, which they 
destroyed: from it thev obtained great riches, which Mahomed Kasim 
put on one side for the Khaliph, and one^fifth of all (he prize he took 
and spent in building Musjids; then he returned to More. 

In the beginning of the 3rd month of the year Hijne 9-1 (a. d. 712), lie 
made Ahtmf, the son of Kais Ussudec, Governor of A lore, and, leaving 
him there, he himself tamed his face to lake Mnoltan ; the leading nu n 
0 f w j,idi, bearing of his approach, went lo the front to meni him; 
and getting an interview, he executed a treaty with, and arranged what 
articles of produce and merchandize should be paid by them yearly 
in the Slate.

When Mahomed Kasim marched from Mooltan to go to Dclhalpoor, 

50,000 men, hor*c and foot, were under his standard. To w hatever 
country he went, he fixed a force there. In this manner he carried the 
nmrie* of Mam a* f« as Kanogc. The Rajas and Hakeems in all that 
space came under the orders of Islam, agreeing to pay yearly tribute m 
mom v anti produce, and to convey U to Dan.1 Islam. Mahomed Karim, 
having unictcd his mindly placing men of confidence and troops,in 
u r ,|.T C(? g of importance, turned homewards. At that tunc a letter 
canu written agreeably to the order of the Khaliph Wulleed, to this

nrisoncr? it* charge of Mahomed the son of AU Tollman. Homdanec, with 
Ledce servants, to Darnl KlmUpl^t. The Khaliph called these two 
sister* to the Harem otic night, and ga« them m ehargeof the eunuchs, 
that they might pay them attention. They were to produce them when 
,h-Y had recovered from the toils of travel. Two months af.erwnrds, 
the'y were produced before the KHafiph, and an interpreter an ended

At that time Mahomed Kasim was at Oodcypoor. When the 
Chobdur brought this letter {Firman)!, Mahomed Kn.-im. on reading it, 
to obey the orders it contained, said to the Chobdnr:—“ That which you 
have been directed to do, do it. He wrapped Mahomed Karim in a 
raw hide, and departed. Three days afterwards the bird of Ids life left 
hi* body, flying to heaven. The Chubdar, seeing this, pul the body into 
a box, taking it to Daml KhaHphat. He arrived there on rv Dmbar day, 
and took the box to the Khalipb, who,seeing it, inquired if be were alive 
or dead. The Cliobdar replied, that he hod wrapped him in a raw skin, 
but three days afterwards he died. The Khuliph then directed the box 
to be taken into the Harem, and that it should be opened in bis presence. 
The Khalipb went to the Harem, and calling the daughters of Eais 
Paher, said, come and see liow penetrating my Older# are; come and 
cor Mahomed Kasim. They both went forward, and, looking at, 
recognised him. Offering great praises to the Khalipb, they said 
** Kings of great justice should not do great things in a hurry: they should, 
not use that which is told them by their enemies.” The Khalijth asked 
what was the meaning of this. They replied >-« We raised this suspi¬ 
cion against Mahomed Kasim In enmity to him, because our falher 
with killed at his hands: country and wealth have departed from our 
father's house, and w« have come as prisoners to the land of travellers, 
The king, in bis anger, did not weigh our words, be did not distinguish 
between our truth and our falsehood, and issued such an order. The 
truth is, this man was to us as a father or a brother; his perfidious hand 
never touched the skirts of our purify ' it was in^onr Heart to revenge 
oar father; on this account wc raised this suspicion upon him. Our 
wishes have been fulfilled, but in the house of judgment of the king 
there is great sorrow.” * 

When the Kahliph heard this, for one hour his head was in the pocket 
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of repentance | then the fire of anger became alight in his breast. He 
gave orders—ibo two girls were tied to the iniln of two horses* and after 
having been dragged round the city, they were thrown into the Dij lali 
(the Tigris), 

Mu homed Kasim was buried at Damascus. It is snkl t that two 
years after the death of Mahomed Kasim, the people of ail the 
countries he had conquered refused to obey orders ; only those from 
Daibntpoor lo the salt sea remained under the hands of the agents of the 
Ehaliph, 

fn the year Hij rcc9G (a* n. 71 l) T hhnliph Wu lined went lothe country 
of heaven* and his successor, Suoliman the sop of Wulleed, sal on the 
throne of the Khali [dial. lie sent Ahmir the son uf A Wool a sis the Go¬

After the dentil of Soolinmn, Murwan the son of Mi idiom cd, whose 
title was Khdlr Bill ah (the Slnmg by the power of God), succeeded 
to rhe Khaliphat. Hu sen! Ahdoul Khiillnb lo take tile government uf 
Sind. 

in the year Hijree 133 (a, d. 750) Abdoola the eon of Mahomed, lie’ 
son of AIK theson of AbdnoJn, the son of Abbas (common !y coiled Sifah) t 
having taken the Khali|ihat from the Khnliph of the Bnuee Oomuiyulip 
became the hist Kindipfi of the Bnnce Abbnsce. He senl a force from 
D.iml Khaliphat to Sind T which drove the agents uf the Bunee Oomaiyuli 
out from that country* 

Four years after this Jim fur Mtmsoor Abb:isce sent an army to 
Hindoostan \ and in the year Ilijret? 17U (a- o + 7H6) the Khalipli Ramon 
Hiostud, the son of Muhdce, scut A bool Abbas to govern Sind, who 

stayed there a lung time.

Ahmed, l he son of I shay g the son of Mooytcdir RilLah. 

In the middle of the month of Ramzan, in ilic year Flijrce 410 (a. d* 
1010J, Sfitilhin Mahomed Gazcc left Id* seat of government. Ghnxafc 
lo take Hindoo*tan. On reaching Moo 11 an, he took It, also Ooch, 
dismissing the ngcni of Kadir RilkiL. He appointed the Wnxecr, 
Abdoor Etizny, to take a force in conquer Stud* In the year I lijrer 117 
(a. p. 1096}, Urn (the Wuzeer) had arranged everything at Rtikkur, nod 
departed for Sehwistan and Tail*, from whence he sent away many 
Arab.** Those who had families, and those of Learning, he placed m the 
law office*, and having done this, he settled I heir rates of pay* 

When, in the year 42*2 (a* b, 1030}, Soudan Mahomed Gizec died, 
his son Swlmn Mu snood, brought tip in the way* of God, sat on the 
throne of Ghnziice* Ho took into his hands all the hereditary 
possession* of his father, n* well as IJindooMan and Sind* The people 
conveyed to V *hiiztice the yearly tribute of produce and property, which 
had been laid upon them, a* by custom. When, in lire year 433 f.t. n, 
1041)* lie left this transitory world, and tinned his face m the world of 
lifer his son, Sooltan Moodocd, adorned lire lb rone of the kingdom, by 
fitting upon it. Fie took into Im hand* ail the hereditary possessions. 
In the year 441 (a* o, turning his face to the world of futurity, 

Sboltan JV \ Lij l!ikhJ succeeded high who held all the hereditary lands. 
When the angel of death syugbl Jo^tnko Ms life, then at Lahore, the 
apparatus of bis being was taken to heaven. 

After him, the turn of Mvtmvgniy came lo Khoo&mwi Moofk (he was 
of the family of the Kings of Ghnince)^ The cup of prosperity remained 
with him fora long time; till Ike year Ilijrcc 5*ui (a. d. 11V7,) when 
Booltan Ghuyas-ood-dccn Ghorcc came to Lahore wilk conquest, and, 
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taking prisoner Khnosimvi iHoolk, sent hi in to be confined nt Ghazni. 
Afierthiss, if any of the family of the King? of Ghuznec came into the 
hands of Ghorec, he gave them to drink the sherbet of death.

After Sewimn Ghoyas^d-deen had turned his face from IlimLoostan, 
and reached Khoni^un in the year Hijree 590 (a. \k 12Q3.) he died at 
E feral. He was buried in the tomb which had been made fur him in 
the Joomu Musjid of that city.

Slinhab-ood-deen was at that iirne 
marching gently front MooEfnit to Hmdoostan* Ho look all ihe forts and 
cities os far as Delhi (the scat of the government of HindooitanJ, which 
he conquered, ami from that date Delhi became the royal residence* 

S hu habK>od-deeu t appointing Kootnb-ood-deen as his successor, went 
to Khurasan. In the mean time, the nows of the death of his brother 
Sooltjin Mnz-ood-deen reached him. At hearing this he was very 
Borry t and m once pushed on. After reaching Ghuzm>e t he issued 
orders to all his troops to prepare everything requisite for three years, To 
go to Toorkistan, lie then heard that a body of men of ihe Khokitr tribe 
was on the road of violence near Lahore. Thinking it best lo root these 
out, he marched in that direction, and after killing numbers nf them, as 
he was on his f> turn, he fell n martyr lo the knife of one of the Kliaknr 
robber?, at Dooinyuk encampment. 

Sbnhab-ood-dccn^ the king of earth ami water—from ihe beginning no 
one had been like him!—he fell a martyr op the 3rd of Shu ban'1)02 
(a. ft. 1205)> It occurred at Camp Doomywk, op the Gtmzncc toad. 

FT is reign to ihe time of his death was thirty-two years and some 
months. He only left one daughters his heiress, ft is said ifml he 
had collected vast treasures of gold, silver, and precious stones* Of this 
there were five hundred maun*ds ol diamond?, the most valuable of all 
slopes—from this may be inferred the quantity of oTfmr treasure* He 
came to Hindoos rap nine times t he was beaten twice, the other times 
he was Victorians. He wa> a just king, fearing God. kind to the people* 
giving honour to the learned and good* and foil of charity.

Pa3tan ^htihab-mHl-deett, leaving Kootb-ood-dcen A beck in hir* 
place at Delhi, marched towards Khurasan. On the news of hi? death 
reaching Kootb-tiod-decn, he raised the royal standard, and rend his 
own name in ihe sermon (Khootbali), From Oral dale he was styled 
Suit an Ibsoils-npd-ilren. The whole country of Hlfidoortan and Sind 
cume into his hands, and thus they remained until the year Hijree b(J7 
(*•*■ 1210), lit which year, oi Lahore, he wa? engaged in gainer on 
horseback in the plain? when, being thrown from his hor*e t flic ready 
money of Ins life was won by death. Fur four yenxa his name was rend 
in the sermon. 

Am Account nr Aa.vtt Sham, tub Son or Kootb-ood-oees Aunea. 

After the death ofliis father, at the suggestion of ihe Ameers, A ram 
Shuli ascended the throne of Delhi; but on account of his want of ability, 
he did not Ibid ease (Amin) on the throne of royalty. The Ameers 
weeing that he was not fit to govern Ihe kingdom, sent a man to Sultan 
Shitins-ood-deeu Fit hem is to summon him, and having culled him to 
Delhi, they gave the kingdom to hint. At that lime all the countries « 
n f Hindoosta n be en me d i vldtrd i n to four sh are* :— 

Wuhan Slitmi*-ood-deen Elthemi* took the seat of government, Delhi, 

Ooch, Mooli un* and Sind came into ihe hands of Nasir-oud-cleep 
Kebaduth. 

Kmknuotec* went under the rule of the King? afKbuhige. 

The agenls of TSj-ood*deca Yulzor look po^cssioa of Lahore and its 

districts, 

Malik Nasir-nod*dcen Kebaclmh was front among ihe purchased 
slaves of Sri linn 6hnhab^od*dccii; hut hb wisdom and knowledge 
were great. He wa* well acquainted with ihv duties of kings, and 
versed in the matters of the country : on tin“s account, after the death of « 
Shnbnb-oud-decn, being fixed firmly in Ooch and Moolftm, he took 
jKits^Mon oT Sind. 

In the year 621 (a. n. 1224), a Sirdar brought a force from (bin gc cz 
orJinghez Khan to fight against Xasif-ood-decn* who, not having strength 
to meet this force, on this account he sat down In the fort of MociLtan , 
which ihe enemy surrounded. Thus mailers. renmtUoil for forty day n, 
Mulifc Xasirood-decn having open wt d hj- doors of hTs # tnen*nry« gave 
money to all; &nd T with them* showing opposition t*j Ihe enemy, they 
re treated without gaining a victory. 

When Nusir-ood-decn took {possession of Sind, ninny Sirdars of 

* Tbc teat of gorcninjfnl in BcligaL—T/rti^ef, 
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Khurasan, G hare, and Ghuznee. on account of the oppression of Guugeez 
Khan, came to him, to all of whom lie gave great honour, and money. 

In the year G33 (a. s. 122(1), Malik Khan Kiilcliec and hie brethren 
canto against Sobwistan. Mulik Nasir-ood-deen Kebaohuh marching 
against those, there was a great battle between them, in which Malik 
Khan was slain. 

As the lime drew near for the termination of the Sultan of Mulik 
Nnsifc-oad-deen Ktsbachuh, in the year 621 (a. d. 1226), Snllan Shums- 
ood-deen Elite mis himself marched an army against Ooch, bat Nssit- 
eod-deen ran uwav, and got into the fort of Bukkur. Gn hearing of 
this, Sultan Shanis-ood-dcen ordered his Wuzcer Nizam-ool-Mnolk 
Mahomed, the eon of Usu-tid, to besiege Ooch, and he himself went 
to Delhi- 

On Tuesday the 28th day of Jamadee-ool-A wul, in the year Hijrec 625 
(a. ». 1227), N’iznm-ool-MooIk entered Ooch without opposition- lie 
then went towards Bukkur, hearing of which, Mulik Nnsir-ood*dren 
Kebacbult. getting on board a boat, fled. When he readied the ocean, 
the boat of his life fell into the whir pools of death. 

As Ac cor st of Sultan Snrsis-OOD*»EPS Elthkmt*. 

When, in the year 624 {a. d. 1226), Wuzeer Nizam-ool*Moolk came 
to Sind by order of Sultan Shums-ood-deen, he made such arrange* 
mentii for the country as were necessary. He took great pains to 
people cities, and to do good to the Kyats. In the year 630 (a. n, 1232), 
having placed Noor-ood-decn Mahomed ia the government of the 
country, he returned to Delhi* On Monday the 26th of Shnbaii, ia the 
year 633 (a. o. 1235), Sultan Shams-ood-deen, at Delhi, turned his lace 
to the conn try of life. 

As Account of Silt an Ml'Sood Susie. 

When Sultan Musood, the son of Bookn-ood*de«o Pheroz Sltah, I he 
n.a of Sultan Shtim?*ood-deen Elthemis, in the year 639 (a. ». 1241), 
Mt upon the throne of Delhi, he took possession of all hereditary 
countries. One day, in the month of Safer 643 (a. d. 1245), ihe T news 

of tin: Mogul armies having crossed the river of Sind, and surrounded 
Ooch, reached Delhi. Miisood Shah went forth against hi* enemies. 
The Mogals, hearing of this, broke rtp from Ooch, and taking the way 
of Bukkur, retreated to Khomsan. Sultan Musood Shah came to 
Bokkur, and removing NoorAiod.deeit Mahomed from the government 
of Sind, gave it to Julal-ood-deeu Husnu, and from thence he mure he I 
toward* Delhi. When he arrived at Moulton, some young mcOt 
addicted to drinking wine, found ihe.r w ay into his assemblies. These 
talked of the pleasures of drinking ; and he, who was always in dm 
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habit of indulging, from what thene said drank more. On (his account, 
dissensions arose in Jus country. Then the Ameers, seeing this, sent a 
Kosid secretly lo his uncle, Sultan Nssir-ood-dcen Mahomed, who 
was at Buhrniyueh, inviting liiin to come, Hainan Nasir-rod-deen, 
wllli nil speed, proceeded to Delhi, and having ascended the throne on 
Sunday the 93rd day of Mohmrum, in the year Hijree fi-14 (a. d. 12-il<), 
he seized and confined Musood Shah, whose remaining days of life 
were spenl in prison. 

As AccnrsT or Stri'iTA* XAfltR-oo»*OEnrf Mahowep, the Soj* or 
Silt a s Siilms-qoij-bes?s Elthmik. 

On Tuesday the 20th of Mohurram, 644 (a. d. 12-16), Nrisir-ood-deen 

ascended the throne of the kingdom of Delhi, in the Kusre Pberozuh. 

For many years he mlotl with great power. On Monday the 22nd 
Shu wed, 049 (a. d. 1251), her marched with the intention of going 
towards Lahore, Moohan, Ooch, and Bukkur. When lie left Ooch, 
and entered Sind, he appointed Knlngh Khan to the district of Sehwistan, 
and Mulik Bnnjur In Ooch and Mooltan; he himself returned to Delhi. 
He then proposed going to the country of Lnknuolee; but the Ameers 
were averse lo his proceeding in that direction : therefore a force under 
Mulik JnlaDood-decn was sent there, to punish Hie breakers of the law. 
In the latter months of 056 (a. d. 1258), n Mogul force came towards 
Ooch and Mooltan. The king, hearing of this, marched from Delhi to 
expel them, hut the Mogul army went away without lighting. The 
Sultan then returned back again. It is said that Sultan Naat-ood- 
deea wrote with his own hand two Komns every year. The money 
realized by their sale he expended on his food. Besides this, he did not 
spend any other money on his fund. At one time, this incident occur- 
red : the king, having written a Koran, an Ameer on this account gave 
more money "for it than the usual price. The king was displeased on 
hearing of this, and he gave orders to his servants, that from that time, 
the Komns which were written by him should be sold wit Ison t making 
this known, and that nothing above the usual price should be taken for 
the A. It is also itaid, that in the royal palace there were no female 
slaves, or anv female domestic# for bis wife, who always tooktS die 
king's bread with her own hands. One day she said to the king, that 
there would ho nothing wrong if one female slave was brought in conk 
Ihc food. JIc replied that the public revenue wns the right of God’s 
poor and humble, that it would no*be becoming inhimfio expend any 
of it in buying female slaves, and that if she (the queen) wduld have 
patience, the Almighty would reward her after death. 

« The world is a dream in friwtf of open eyes ; with such a dream 
the hearts of the good will not mingle t” 
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In die yea.? 663 (a. p. 1264), Sultan Nasir*ootl-i1ecn became sick, and 
on the llih Jumadee-Pol-Awol, 8B4 (a. d. 1265), from thb world he 
wept to the other world* He; had no offspring* He reigned nineteen 
years, three month?* and some days. 

As AccOOST OP S.LLTAH G HOTJ*S*0tJD-DEK Jf BaLR! X. 

This king was from among the bought Cliilrnlgnnec slaves of Snkan 
Shums-oodKken Bllhemis. After llic death of Sultan NaHir-ooibdei^i, 
in the vear 6d-l (a- p, I'2fiu) T lie uscendeJ the throne of DclifL He 
conducted the affairs of likitc in a way similar Jo foreign kings* He 
brotfght into his hands all the country that Sultan Hhoms-ood-deeii had 
held; he spread the carpet of justice, giving justice according to 
Mahomed an law. He fixed the orders of government so securely, 
ihiit no one could move them. In a short time all his counlry beeume 
llotirislung; on the highways there was do fear; the sepoys and Ejnts 
lived happily. He was a very good king. With gTeiil honour, ho was 
strong in experiences and he did every thing well. 

How good a thing is wisdom! Oh God! do not deprive this world o fit- 

At the commencement of his reign, he gave Lahore, Moo I tan, and 
Siiult in charge of hu son. Sultan Mahomed, whose heart was much 
given to mix with religious men. On this account he always veiled 
Shaikh Cnha-ood-drea Zukrceya, and Shaikh Purecd-ood-dceil Unuj 
-Shuknr, He wa* a most valiant man; his disposition w ns bountiful; he 
was the friend of the wise, such m Ameer Khusrow, and Ameer Httstm, 
inhabitants of Delhi. These t wo men were always present in hie wmce.. 
They received pay and present a in the rank of courtiers. The Sultan 
greatly approved of their poetry and prose. Sul Ian Muhnmed was so 
well bred, that if he sat the entire day and night in the assembly, lie 
would not raise one leg above the other; Hi* oath wa? f “ By find T 
(llnkka!) His heart wad always upon the priest* and men of learning* 
It is sadd that Shaikh Oosman Mnrwundce wo* among the priests of 
Sind, He went to Mooli an* when the Sullen showed him great 
respect, making him an offering* He asked him to settle in Moolt&n : to 
Ihi* the priest would not agree* 

It"is related that one night Shaikh Oosmafl* and Shaikh Bndr-ood- 
deon the *oit of Shaikh Bnha-ood-deers Zukrccya were in an assembly r 
where, by the extary occasioned by. hearing the *ong of poetry, they 
become transported, and all commenced capering. The Sultan, 
arising, put hi£ hand to his breast, and cried* They say that a daughter 
of Stilton Shum?-ood-dce.n was hi* wife at dial time, and in i.Id* 
condition he (t he Sultan) three times declared her divorced. After 
di vorce*, marriage with her eodd not again be performed with ihc Sultan, 
until .«he bad been married to some one elm? (UntaJoh.) On this account

she was married iu shaikh SudiHiod^cefl, After she had gone to lm 
bouse* the king's attendant? told him ta declare ihe divorce. The Indy 
then said to him: u l Have left the lionise of that bad man, and come near 
you t it will not In- proper before God for yon lo plate im- in his hands 
again.” Sudr-ood-deeo replied : li I will not he inferior to a woman”; 
mid lie did not declare the divorce. The Sultan, being angry, deter¬ 
mined lo be revenged upon him, 

Sultan Mahomed twicer sent men in Shaikh Sundee BHinisee* 
saving-1 hat in MocdffiJi lie would make him a place of residence ■ that 
he would buy m village for Him, which ho might dedicate to pious uses i 
bit! Shaikh Slimier, on account of his old age, would not come ; and 
each time He sent bln reply in ver»i?* written by bin own hand ; suit) he 
recommended Ameer Khusrow to him. In his lime* many good, el ever 
men nit ended the royal assemblies. 

The Snllan went every three years to his father at Delhi* mid after 
remaining there one year he ret timed* 

In I lie year Hijrec fl>?3 (a. d* 13S4)» Gnngcea Khnnsrm Knllngh Khun 
anil Tnimoor, with n large force, towards Hindoos tan* which. Having 
crossed rho river Ncclab* entered the boundary of Lahore. Sultan 
Mahomed^ with 30,000 Horsemen* went toward* Lahore. A Hattie 
was fought by the two armies, By the degire of God. in that battle 
Sultan Mahomed drank the sherbet of death, ntsd he went lo the 
Garden of Paradise. Notwithstanding this, defeat came to Tnimoor 
and Kutliigb Khan, and they lied. 

Sultan Bn I him then appointed Kaikhnsmw* the son of Sultan 
Mahomed. to Mooltcin and Sind. The Sultan- always remained in sorrow 
for his mti ; so much so, ihnt in the year Hijrae 68 > (a. d. 13M) He 
departed lo the world above.

He was the mn of Phcroz Kulnj* and in the sendee of Sultan Ghnya<- 
ond-dccn. The tribe of Kitluj came from the race of Khalij Khan* and 
he wa* the son-in-law of G tinge ez Khan. 

JL]al-cvod*deco was buperior to all in bravery and generosity; in 
wisdom and ddi he ration there was no one equal lo Him. By d^fcea 
he ascended and *at npon ihc king'* throne. In the year 6Sfi (a. d. 
1389), in Delhi* His name was read in the sermon : and by their own 
free will, or by force, be got the Ameers under him. In 693 (a. n. 1293), 
Jn]al*ood*dcen Having gone to Lahore *he gave Moohttll and Ooch to 
TJrkuke Khun* his centra son* He appointed Xusrot Khaft lo Sind* 
setiling the revenues of ibat country npon Urktike Khan. Urkuke 
Khan wa* of happy temper* dbd a brave man. During his stay at 
Mooltnn, he twice visited Sind, where He punished with his own hand® 
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all robbers and disturbers of the peace* The whole of Sind remained 
under him- In the year 695 (a. d. 1-95). he drank the sherbet of 
martyrdom at die bands of Sultan Ula-ood-decn, his nephew and son-

Ait Account of Silt ay Ula-ood-beek* 

In the latter days of die year 695 (a. d- 1995), he sat on the throne of 
the Sultan of Delhi, reading his name in die sermon. He distributed 
jewels, horses, and elephants, to so many, that the people, struck with 
hi* generosity, became submissive to him ; but hr having slain his 
uncle and father-in-law, they looked upon him with disgust. In the 
beginning of the year 696 (a. n. 1296), putting everything else on one 
sid>, he turned his mind to Mooltan, because Urkulee Khan was there. 
He sent his brother Ulug Khan, with 40,000 horse, there by forced 
marches. On Ills arrival, lie surrounded the city. After three months, 
the people of the town became much alarmed from distress, trod one 
ni"ht the Mooltnnees, leaving Urkulee Khan, went outside the city, 
and had a meeting with Ulug Khan, Urkulee Khan, driven by 
compulsion, asked for quarters through a priest, Shaikh Kookn-ood-deen, 
and he left Mooltan. Sultan Ula-ood-deen retained Nuarat Khan in 
charge of Mooltan. Ooch, Biikkur, Sehwistan, and Tmta, with 10.000 
horsemen, giving orders that he should go throngii the whole country 
under his charge, and root out all disturbers of the peace, and thus give 
confidence to the people. He was also ordered to leave a man of trust 
in every city, and to make Mooltan his own head quarters. In the 
commencement of G97 {a. d. 1*297), news come that the Moguls from 
Siiestan had arrived at Schwisian, looting all property, and surrounding 
the city ■ the men in Schwistan were unable to fight, and placed their 
faces in the direction of flight. The Mogul force, having taken the 
place, strengthened it. Nusrnt Khan, hearing this news, immediately 
shipped til boats a large force, with war apparatus, and arrived with 
iheU at Sehwistan. The Mogul force, coming forth from the fort, set a 
lieht to the fire of battle. In short, they fled, and then the royal army 
returned, arriving at Bnkkur. At that time an order came rom Sultan 
Ula-ood-deen, to say that Ulug Khan being nominated to take Guttcral, 
he was to march with half the Sind army to that c ountry, by the way of 
J ivisuite -re. When Ulug reached that city with his force he conquered 
it, slaving many Kafirs* Leaving 209 men in the fort of Jaisulmertr, 
with fte rest of his force he joined the Giinrat force. In the year 
Uijrec 700 {a. d. 1200), Sultan Ula-ood-deen drew_ the sword of 
sovereignty, cutting down all the evil-minded of bm 
borders of t he territories under hi* government la the east, west, and 
south, extended to. the ocean, via. ‘Bengal, Deccan Gaze rat, and 
Sind, in a northerly direction to the waters of Neclab. In eacti 
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province be settled a Hakeem, a Dewan, Ameen.and a Kaxre. He mad.* 
each arrangements, that fresh news mine every week from nil the 
provinces to the king- When all the affairs of the State had reached 
gttch a degree of perfection, then, in like manner as when things have 
reached the height of perfection, it may be expected that they will 
decline, so, on the Gtb of Shawai 710 {a, o. 1310), he tied up hit 
requisites foi the jonrory.

Towards the end of Ids reign, Sultan Ula-ood-deen placed Gliaww 
Mnlik, with 10,000 horse, in D&ibulpoor, to cspel the Moguls of 
Gunge ex Khan. He had given to him iGbazee Mnlik) in Jngcer, 
Mooltfin, Ooch, nod Sind t when ihe Sstllnti died he wm there. 

After the death of Sudan Ula-ood-deen, his sons, by their excessive 
neglect, indolence, and debauchery, did not turn their henna to mol ter* of 
elale. On this account, dfotnibauces found their way throughout the king¬ 
dom, At the time when neglect lias become great, their wealth becomes 
small, So the wealth of the family nf UL& fell Kootb-ood-deen (the 
son of TJIn-ood-dcen) was of wieak intellect. By some of Ids attendant*, 
his head was cut off, at the instigation of Khnsrow Klmn, anti he *nt in 
his place on the throne. Khasrow Khan gave great honours to the Kafirs, 
and debauched men. He gnvo amongst these the treasuries of Sultan 
Uin-ood-deen and Kootb-ood-dcen : on this account the Kafirs in Delhi 
became very strong, oppresriog the M mail ma ns. I lien Fikccr Mnlik, 
see re I ly leaving Delhi, turned hss face towards Mooli an. In a few days 
he got over the road, and finding his father, opened nil the condition of 
Delhi to him. Gliazee Mulik and Fakeer Mtdiit were both brave men, 
To give assistance to Islam, and to Inke revenge on ih« Kafirs, they 
( j reW rhe swonl of battle from the scabbard, and hound the girdle of 
W1 w round the loins of their lives They asked God for victory, and 
collecting the troops in Martian nod Sind, they marched on Delhi. 
They arrived near it with 3,000 horse, all of whom had seen much service. 
When Ehusrow Khun heard that they hod come so near, collecting a 
laity} force, he sent It forth. The two bodies cam* in front of eat It 
other. The secrets of God nre revealed !—that is to say, God gifre (he 
victory to Gtinxce Mnlik. The force of the Kafir* was beaten, and fled: 
many were killed ; t» few* with^great difficulty reached the fort. I'hc 
fallowing day Khusrow Kltan, with a large force, ’went oat, and drew 
«p his men in battle army. Tfo-’foTn? of OhM Khln, to fight with 
their enemies, drew the sword of retaliation from the scabbard, and 
foaght. In about one honr the army of the Kafirs was made grass by 
the sword of revenge ; so much so. that the dead were inht-np*. Kbits- 
row Khan, with broken heart, turned bis face in the direction of flight. 
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Gh&xee Mulik and Faketr \| ulik f from the field of bailie, wu at near ihe 
city. At midnight* the governor uf The towa, ihe nobles, and the Kutwofi 
came and delivered the keys of the fori to Ghnzcc Malik, The next 
morning he T whh a largo attendance, entered ibe city. In the Be wan 
lluzoor Sitooa he spread out the bedding of lamentation, in sorrow For 
Ula-ood-deen and Kootb-ood-deen. For three days lie did this, 
agreeably to custom. He had ii proclaimed in The town, that if any of 
the family of Ula-ood-deen or of kooib-ood*dcen were lefl T and would 
come to hstn, he would place him on the throne; adding that he himself 
would bind the girdle of service round the loins of bis life* and do 
service. After much inquiry, none Lining found, then the Ameers, the 
army, the Syuds T the men of letters, the priest, and nil the people, 
agreed that Gtmzec Mulik was worthy of thr kingdom, because he had 
erased so many letters of dissension and trouble from tlio pages of the 
country* and ho bad given strength to Islam, In the year 720 (a. p. 
1320), the title of Sultan GhiiYas-ood*dccn Tughlng Sbuh was confer¬ 
red on Glia zee Mulik. All the Ameers agreed to obey him. They 
placed him on the throne of the Snltaxml of Delhi, nrnl his name was 
read in the sermon. The title of Stilton Mahomed Shah was given 
to hia &Qn Fatter Mulik. When Sultan Ghityawod-deua left Moo I inn 
in go to Delhi, the Soomrah tribe came and took Tafia, Sdiau Ghtijas- 
ood-deen sent Mulik Taj-ood-deen to Mooltan, Khwaja Khutecr to 
Bukktir, and Mulik All Star to Sohwi?tnu s 

In the year 723 (a, p. 1323), Stiltaa Gbuyaa-ood-deen appointed^his 
mn Saltan Mahomed Shah ns his heir, resigning the throne to him. 
He obtained from die Ameer* a written deed, by which they agreed to 
be obedient to Sooltan Mahomed Simh, In the year 725 {a. e. 1321)* 
the lump of life of Ghuyas-uod-deeu wp blown our by the cold wind of 
death.

When Snlhrn Mahomed Shall sat upon hi* hereditary throne. he 
spread justice throughout the country. On this account, hi» goodies* 
wits spoken of in nil the huul< In id? (a* ft, ldlti) he appointed 
KTi mraw Khun to Sind- Aflcr that lie went to Dowlutnbud, making hi* 
throne there. Ilo remained there twp year?, during which period 
Khusrow Khan came to Moot tan from Bukktir, and, assembling the 
Moolianese and Bclooeliee*, intended to bo rebellions. When StiJtan 
Mahomed Shah heard of this in *he year 72* fa. n. 1327), he quickly 
arrived at Mooltau. Then Ehnsrotr Khan, who was thus full of 
ingratitude, went to fight with its patron. When the forces met, that 
portion of the royal army which was in advance attacked and defeated 






KhuHTow Khun, and t uning off his head, brought it to the Stilinn. 
From fear of the Sultan, all Klmsmw Khan's troop* dispersed. The 
Sultan gave orders to make a river of the blood of the Mooltancae* 
The fool soldier* drew their sword* in slay them ; when the priest of 
Irdrun+ Shaikh Rookawi-dt^o, to intercede for ihoiTi f went io the 
Sultan"# Durbar, and uncovering Ids head, he stood there. In about 
one hour the Sultan acceded to the jiricM’s wishes, excusing the blood 
of the Moo It an cap, ns n punishment. The Sultan, placing mi?n in 
whom he had confidence, in Mrioltmn, Bukkttr* and Sebwijrtu, returned 
in the latter day* of that year, In the year 744 (%< n. 1343) it entered 
the understanding of the Sudan, that it wflji not hi for him to reign as 
the King of Delhi, without ihe orders of ihc Abbasce KhnJiph, Hr 
therefore secretly made homage to him. Be exaggerated this subject 
greatly, directing the Mu nut mans not to say the special prayers for 
Friday on thm day, until lie-had sent Mnlik Rufeen to the khmUph 
in Egypt, When the Khaliph seni him a standard and a Khilat, the 
Sultan was very hnppy at this, giving the people who mmc much 
honour, and great presents ; he had the Khaliph^ naitte read in the 
sermon* and ho directed that his own should follow this. 

In the yenr 751 {a . o. F1A0), Sultan Mahomed Shah left Ihdhi t and 
turning the reins of hi* intention towards G use rat, he quickly came to 
GumnL* There a royal slave, named To in, who was In n^llifln, ran 
away, and went to Cambay. When the Sultan, following hint, reached 
that p|ace t he fled \o the people of Jhareja. The Stilt a n f Intending to 
pursue him, went towards Tatta. He halted at Hukrce, on the sen J-ide, 
to collect his troops. He was then taken with fever, and all the 
difficulties of the road came before his mind. Leaving Hiikreo* he 
reached Ifoondul, and Hopping ihe« # the disease left Mm. At Koon- 
dul some of hi* household joined him, by way of the river. The Sultan 
was very much pleased a I their arrival, giving quantities of mmfty things 
to his nrmjj and, accompanied by many people, ha marched towards 
Tatia. Tuin, who had fled to, and remained at Tatta, hearing of this, 
became confused, arid at a loss what to do. When the Sultan got 
14 kos from Tiitia f by chance the Mohuirtira eommeaecd. The Sal run 
halted and fasted. The following day the fever again attacked him; 
the doctors gave remedies, but they availed not T no much no that on 
the 2lst of Mohurrum, 752 (*, *. 13ol) T Sultan Mahomed Shah left 
lhi. 1 ? trail*’ i b>ry world, to go to that r^it^rr which remain^ for ever.

A\ hen Sultan Mahomed Shah the signs of death approaching,

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he nnnied Pheroz Shah, the &on of Ids uncle,—he who boro this marks of 
nubiitiy on his forehead ,-—as Ids heir, giving him his lasl wishes respect¬ 
ing his country and his army. After this, taking the apparatus of this 
passing world, he went to that world which is everlasting. 

All the courtiers and nobles paid their homage to Pheroz Shah at that 
place. On the 24th of Mohummi» 7-12 (a. d. 1351), he, ascending the 
throne* summoned all to bis presence, making thorn: all happy by bin 
justice and liberality. 


Tina, hearing of the death of Sultan Mahomed Shall, collected the 
men of Soomrah, Jharcjn, and Summnh, and got, to the rear of the army, 
Sultan Pheroz Shah, hearing of this, named 2*000 men, and these 
going nil night, crossed the river, and met Twin, and thu^e who were 
with him. There was a great fight, when Tuin turned his face towards 
flight. The following day the Soomrmh men again fought, but they 
met with defeat, many of them being slain. After this, from near Talta, 4 | 
the Sultan turned his head, add marched towards Delhi., ordering that 
the troops should not inarch more than 5 kus a day. lie built a fort 
af Lange mb Lake, leaving Nusseer there, with 1,000 horse. He 
appointed MnIlk Behram a* the Foujdar of lhat country* On reaching 
Sehwi&tan* he made rulers there, Mulik All Shen and Muiik Tuf 
Kafoorre. The Sultan made a pilgrimage to the sacred threshold of Shah 
Baz Kultiddnr, and to another holy place. On the attendants at these 
he settled daily salaries. From this he came to Bukkur, where he 
remained twenty days. He appointed Malik Rookn-ood-deru his 
deputy there; making Mulik Abdool Uzccz Bnreed the Dcwan, and 
naming eighty unmarried men to take care of the fort. To Mulik Kook n- 
ood-decn be gave the title of Ikhlas Khan, and leaving all the arrange¬ 
ments of Sind in his huads, he departed. At every large place he came 
to he behaved liberal I y to the people, and made them happy. In this 
manner he arrived al Delhi in the month of Rujufr+ 752 (a. n. 1351). 
When he sat with great power on the throne of the Sultanut* he gave 
on imperial assembly* when he made oJl happy, by giving them present, 
nnd to the great and small he afforded justice. On the 5th of Snfur, 

753 (a. p. 1352), he went to visit his country. All the great Zemindars 
of the districts which he went to* came and promised to be obedient. 

In the year 754 (a. n. 1353}* he went to hunt at Kulnnoor, in thecoiiatry 
near the hills. On returning, he boil* a handsome palace on the banks 
of the waters of the 8ium*wutee„ He here gave the title of Shnikoal 
trainee to Shaikh Sudr-ood-drm r the son of Shaikh Buha^ood-deen 
Zukrceyu* giving him leave to depart to his country. After this the Sultan 
took Bengid into his hands, fn Ihe year 772 (a* n, 1370) he went to 
Nuggurkot. When he reached the country about the bills, the people 
brought him ice, which had been made in paps; on sec Lag which the 
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Bultun said— 8 '■ When Sultan Mahomed Shalt formerly came here* ihe 
people brought ice to him t that he might make sherU't; hut if 1 had not 
been with Mm, be would not have drank this nb» raying that he 
would only drink it with Plicroz Shah. Thus, n* be wu* kind lu me 
in tbo&u day** ) will not drink the sherbet now until 1 have dbiributt-d* 
in his tnitoe, one hundred cumi-1-Loads of sugar in sherbet 11 ; and lie 
did so. Having conquered Xuggurkob he proceeded towards Tattu, 
on reaching which, Jam Khuir-ood-decn, who was the chief, retired to 
the fort which stands In the wnlur, from which be stopped the royal 
army for sonic time. The Sulmn, on account of the scarcity of grain 
and forage, the floods of water, and the number of mQpqnitoe^ left this 
as it wus, and went to Glizcral, remaining there during the ruins. 
Removing Nixain-ool-Moolk* he made Znfur Khan the governor of this 
country. He afterwards went in the d tree) ion of Tati a. Arriving there, 
Jam Khuir*ood*dcen asked for pinion, and came inlo the service of the 
Sultan, who Wkcd upon him with the eye of li'm dncss T direct big that 
he and the other Zemindars of that country should be token to .Delhi. 
When Jum Kliair-ood-decn reached Schwistan, he planned In hin heart 
10 obtain hi* liberty in this manner—that when on the line of march, us 
they went along near the bank of the river, he would get into a boat, 
and so escape. The men who were in charge of him, finding out this, 
conveyed it to the Sultan, who gave orders to put irons on the Jain's 
legs, and so to lake him to Delhi* where the Sultan wept with his army 
Mine lime afterwards, lie gave a Khilat to Jam ChooDah, the sou of 
Jam Klmir-ood-devn, placed biro over Tnlla, and gave him leave to go 
there. This Saltan, for thirty-eight years and some months, ruled the 
kingdom w p ith great powder, On the 18th of Rurozan, 790 (a, », 1388)* 
he received death, 

Aw Accot nt of StrtTAS OfirvAs-ooD-nEKN TucnLcre SuAtif tiie Sos 
of Fltted Khatt, the Bos or PitEftox Shah. 

On the 18th day of Ruxnzan, in the year 790 (a, d. 1388), according 
to the will of Sultan Fhcroz Shah, and by the aid of the Ameers he 
abraded the throne of the Sul taunt, in the palace of Pheroxnbnd, when 
the people gave him the title of Sultan (fhuyu=t-ood-ileen Tughlcg 
Shah. 

Ala homed Shah, the son of Sul tan Phcrox Shah, having dbplciucd 
his father, had been sent to take charge of a distant country, On seeing 
G buy ad-nod-deen placed on the throng, he became at enfTuity with him 
lipd the Ameer?, and* with the iniemioit of Inking tfife country* he went 
toward? Delhi, The chief nobles, with Ttigh lug Shah, marched forth 
to arrest hb progress, in the month. of Zilhtij, They rame to Si minor, 
in the bilb. Them were with Tughlug Shah one lakh of horsemen. 



Those went in pursuit of Sultan Mu homed Slmh, and without doing 
anything ihev returned, and when the Sul’an got back to Del lit, he still 
committed errors, from his youth- The country became without 
arrangement, dissensions began to arise, and from want of ability he 
imprisoned his brethren- 

Aboo Bukur, the son of Zufur Khan, his nephew, from fear concealed 
himself, and secretly went away- Mulik Rookn-oad-dcen, the \V nicer, 
and other Ameers, being bis friends, went off with him. They hilled 
Mulik Mobaruk Kubcer at Pherozabad, Delhi, near the gateway of the 
king's palace. Sultan tlbuyas-Dod-deen, seeing the strength of these 
rebellious people, went with Khan Johan outside the gale, winch was 
over the waters of the Jumna, Mulik Rookn-ood-dcen, being there, set 
upon and seized him, and Khan Julian killed them both, and placed tlscir 
heads over that gateway. 

This look place on the 21 st of Sufur, in the year 791 (a. e. 1UMI) 
Sultan Ghuyas-ood-dccm reigned for five months and three days. 


As Account or the Reics or Amo Bintva Shaii Choree. 

After these occurrences, the Ameers, being without wisdom, gave the 
title of Sultan Aboo Bukur Shah to Aboo Qatar, the non of Zufar 
Khan, the son of Sultan Fheroz Shah. The dignity of Wuzeer was 
conferred on Mulik Rookrt-ood-deen, Shortly after, it became known to 
4boo Bukur Shah, that Mulik Rookn-nod-d ceil bad plotted with the 
nobles of Sultan Phcrnz Shah to upset him, and «t os the throne 
himself He f Aboo) anticipated him. and, with the concurrence of Ihe 
nobles, killed Mulik Rookn-ood-deen. After this he gained strength. U 
was then heard that the tribe of Mcer Sudhaof Samanah had killed 
iheir Hakeem, looting hi* family, and sending his head to Mahomed 
Shah at Nuggurliut- Then Mahomed Shah, leaving that place, went to 
Santanah, and in the month of Ruhee-oul-Awul he styled himsetf 
kin- there. The men of Mecr Sadb, and the Zemindars of the country 
near the hills, did ho mage to him. Some of the Ameers and chief men 
of Delhi, leaving Aboo Bukur Shah, came to him, so much so, that tie 
h id collected 20,1)00 horsemen, with footmen out of number, when 
he left Sanmnah to go to Delhi. As be approached that city, hi* 
horsemen had increased to *10,000. On the 25th of Rubee-oo-Awa, 
7911 a a 13*91, he reached Jchan Xqptna. On the 2nd of Jnniadce-eo - 
Vwul in the streets of Pherozabad, the troops of Aboo Bukur mH and 
fought with those of Mahomed Shah. On that day Bataadoor Khan, 
MeUto*, with many men, entering the city, ga ve great strength to Aboo 
Bukur, who the next day. having prepared everything for battle, fmtgM 
with, and defeated Mahomed Shah, w.to, crossing the Jumna with 
«,e Dt Red to the Doab. Again, in Shabaa of Ihe same year, he miseu 
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his standard, proposing to go to Delhi; lie came and fought with A boo 
Bukur, Inil bi'iug ilcfciiad, he again rail away. 

u Until the fit time for doing anything comes, the tt.'*i»Lanee of frit-mis 
is of no avail!” 

Aboo Bukur pursued Mahomed Shah for 3 kos, and then returned 
to Delhi. Mahomed Shah went then to Chill pur, and getting together 
many men, in the month Rttntimn of that dime Year, lie wrote Firmans, 
which hu sent to Lahore, M notion, and other large towns, directing the 
people to slay all who belonged to Flieroz Shah. Wherever these 
orders were received, many people were hilled, much property was 
looted, and the world became wonderfully divided. In short, by 
seduction, he induced the Ameers to become enemies to Aboo Bukur, and 
they secret I v corresponded with Mahomed Shall. Aboo Bukur, becom¬ 
ing as one without hands or feet, (led to Mcwat, lie reigned for one 
year untl a half. 

An Account or Sultan Mahomed Sitati, tiik son of Sultan 
P enioz Su ah. 

On the inth of Eumzan, 792 (a. n. 1339}, lie became Sultan, The 
first tltinc he did was to turn out of the oily all the attendants and 
slaves of Pheroz Shah, who had been Ids enemies. He killed many, 
proclaiming, that if any of them remained in the city, his blood would 
be upon his own neck. He entered the city with great state, taking 
much cans of the country and property. When lie had attained great 
power, it came across him that it was not fit lo tic gleet Aboo Bukur, 
therefore he sent Ids youngest sou, Hoomayoon Khan, with many Ameers, 
and a large force against him. When these got near KoitlhUl, where 
Aboo Bukur Shah remained, Bahudoor Khan Nubui, who was bora in 
the house of Plteroz Shah (by whose assistance Aboo Bukur had eol- 
leclcd many men), fell upon the troops of Hoomnyoon by night, but Aboo 
Bukur, being defeated, retreated to the fort nf Ratal ah. When Sultan 
Mahomed Shall heard of this, he went there by forced marches, and 
surrounded the fort. Then Aboo Bukur Shall, being helpless asked 
for pardon. Sultan Mahomed confined him in the fori of Mcwal, where 
he died. Sultan Mahomed went to Delhi, then to Gum-rat; from thence 
to Bengal, where he stayed a long time, pmushing the evil doers and 
disturbers of the peace. He remained at Mubotnednbad, a fort built in 
bis time. After a time he fell sick, when Bahadoor Khan Nahar looted 
some village* near Delhi, The Suita®.Rearing of this, though unwell, 
marched tow ards Mewat, When he drew near KotuVih, Bdrodoor Khan 
came forth lo meet him. He was defeated, and look refuge in Kotnlah, 
bm not having strength, he fled. The Sultan then returned to Mnho- 
tncdabftd, to sec «>tuc works which he had in hand. His sickness 
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increased, and on the I7th or Rubce-aol-Awnl, 79G {a. n. 1393), he 
wenl to heaven. He reigned sis years and seven months. 

Ax Acscoukt of Sultas Ula-ood-oeeb Sirendoe Shah. 

This was the centre son of Sultan Mahomed ; his title was 
Ilootnayoon. When Sultan Mahomed Shah died, he mourned three 
day* for him. On the Iflth of Rubce-ool-Awui, in that year, with ihe 
con pent of the nobles and men of weight, he sat on the throne. He 
confirmed in their situations and salaries alt who had been in otlice 
under Mahomed Shah. By chance, on the 5th of Jumadce-ool-Awut, he 
was taken ill and died, 

k In this world, if there is a king's throne, what is it, oh my friend, 
For no one is able to cat of his food, except his own portion !" 

As Account of Suj.tan N asib-ook-ukhv Mahomed Shah. 

This wu the youngest son of Sultan Mahomed Shah. W hen Sul¬ 
tan ria-ood-decn died, some of the nobles went away towards their 
Jageers, without asking permission to leave. When Khan Jehan, the 
chief minister of ihe late Sultan Mahomed Shah, heard of this, by 
argument he brought them back to the city. On the 20ll. of Jumadee-ool- 
Awul, 79G (a. d. 1393), by the exerlions of the Ameers and influential 
men, Sultan Nasir-ood*deen ascended the throne, in the palace of 
Hoomayoon, He received the title of Sultan Nmir-ood-decn Mahomed 
Shah. He confirmed in their situations and salaries the chief minisler, 
the nobles, and officials, the same as they had enjoyed under his father. 
He gave the Lille of Moogurub Khan to Moogurub Mulik, naming him 
as his heir. To Khan Jc-lian he gave the title of SuLlnnnl Cshrof, giving 
into his keeping the country from Kanoge to Be bar, and lie dismissed 
him. attended by a large force. The government of ali that country he 
left to him. Khan Jehan became very powerful there, getting all the 
Zemindars under his authority, and rebuilding forts which had been 
destroyed; and the Kings of Bengal, and other neighbouring chiefs, 
presented gifts and rarities to Mahomed Shah, as they bad formerly 
been in the habit of giving to Plieroz Shah. * 

In that year the Sultan gave orders to Sarong Khan to take Ilaibul- 
poor, Mooftan, and Sind. At that lime Shakha Kbokur was creat¬ 
ine disturbances at and about Lahore; upon hearing of which Sarutig 
Khan went in that direction. As ITe drew near, Shakha Khokur 
went forth will* mnnv men. and at 12 koss from Lahore the two forces 
mnand fought. By the kindness of God, the wind of victory struck 
the standard* of Saning Khan. Shakha Khokur, being defeated, tied 
to the bilk of Jumoo, On the day-following, Sarung Khan took 
possession of the fort of Lahore, and all it contained. He gave the 
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till* 1 of Add Khan 1u hi^ brother Mulik Khiindoo, and leaving film 
there, be himself inarched upon Dnihulpour* 

After this, in Shftban of the snine year, 79G (a. f>. 1393), Sul Ban 
Mahomed Shah* leaving Moqgnrub Kfa&n, with men of trcutf, and a 
large force, al Delhi, went in the direction of Gwalior, on approaching 
which, Mil ilk L'la-ood-deen Dharwal, Moobamk Khan the non of Mulik 
KajoOj and Mulon the brut her of Samng Khan, were projecting some 
treachery* Suadut Khan, hearing of this, he listed and hung Mulik 
Tin ood-deen and Muotatruk Khan. Mnloo, being seized with fear 
on hearing of this, went to the Sultan, but seeing that he was angry, 
by soft artifice lie withdrew, and leaving the army, returned to Delhi* 
where be made many enemies to lh« king. The SuLtatt and Saadut 
Khun came and surrounded the city, when there wtw daily fighting for 
three month?* The agent? of Moogumb Khan then by deceit induced 
the Sultan to leave Suadnt Khan, and to enter the city. When 
Snadnt Khan saw that his plans were decoyed, and that It would bo 
difficult For him alone to take the place, the more ?o a? it was the rainy 
season, be broke up from thence, and went to Piierozahad. On arriving 
there, with the concur re nee of good men, in Rubce-ool-Awnl, 797 
(a. ik 1394), he brought Nusml Shah* the son of Pheroz Khan, the son 
of Sudan Pherez Shah, from Mewak and put him on the throne at 
Phemzabad, with the title of Nasir-ood-deen Niwniit Sbuh. 

The royal Ameers were annoyed a( seeing Nusrat Shah w quickly 
placed on the throne: oa this account they attacked Siiadut Khan 
when be was unprepared* He, being unable to fight* made his escapo, 
seeking refuge with Moogurub Khan, who seized and killed him. 
After this, the Ameers, with Nasmt Shall, viz. Mahomed Zufar Khan, 
Shnbnb-ood-deen Fuzl-ool-kb Beekhee, and ihe slaves of Pheroz Shah, 
being without remedy, paid fresh homage to him, and took much 
country. 

Sultan Nn*ir*npd-deea Mahomed Shall was very much distressed at 
the perfidy of the Ameers and the army—he did not know what lo do. 
There was constant fighting between the troops of the I wo parlies. In 
the year 798 (a p P 1395), enmity arose between Sarang Khan, who^was 
over Dai bul poor and Mooltab, and Khtaur Khan, the Hakeem of 
Mooli an, when the adherents of Muhk Bh it lee* joining gave strength 
to Sprung Khan* and he took Mo»ltan- In Rumznn 799 (a. n, 13 l J6), he 
went to Delhi with a large force. Jly; Jtoblesp collecting their forces, 
marched forth to drive him back. In shorty in the TQpnth of Mohurrum 
800 |a. J&* 1397), the two forces met, and Sornng Khan, being defeated, 
retreated to Mooltan, Oft account of the enmity of the two princes, the 
country had become divided * and without arrangement at that time. In 
the month Rubec*oobAwul 800 {*. n- 1397}, Meerza Peer Mahomed, 
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tho grandson of Ameer Taimoor Saheb Kiran, crossing the waters of (he 
Punjab, surrounded the fori of One1i. Mulik AN* the Hakeem there 
on the port of Sarang Khan, held hi;* posi, fighting for one month, when 
yarmig Khan *cnl 4*000 horsemen in the rescue, with Malik Tuj-ood* 
deen + On hearing of this, the Moerza, leaving Dock, marched to meet 
him. The Mulik was defeated, when Aleerza al once advanced 
upon, and surrounded Moollan. Seining Khan fought him daily for 
sis months, after which he asked for quarters, and surrendered. Hav¬ 
ing conquered Mooli an, Meerza Peer Mahomed remained some time in 
that country. 

When, in Shuwal SflO (a* d, 1291). the royal Ameers heard of the 
doings anti of the strength of the Meerza, they assembled at the tomb 
of Shaikh Kootb-ood-deen Ruktirjor Kakce, and entering into a compart 
amongst themselves they became superior ia strength to their king* 
being united amongst themselves. The people of Sind censed attending 
to the orders of the Kings of Delhi, when Sahcb- Kiran, following his 
grandson Meerza Peer Mahomed, arrived at Moot tan inSnfnr SOI (a. n. 
13DS), when he administered justice to all who had been confined by 
Peer Mahomed. After this, the Hakeems of Bind did not obey the 
orders of the Kings of Delhi—every one made himself strong on his 
own account, ia the manner l now relate. 

An Accost or the Hs.lfs of the Men of Soomkaii aisp Scmmar. 

1 have previously wrilten that Bui tan Mahomed G haxee came from 
the seat of the Soltaunt Gfauznee, and throwing foe noose of subjection 
over the battlements of the fort of MooUan, he captured it. After this 
he sent his agcnis to Sind, who occupied that reentry. After the death 
of Sultan Mahomed, the Sultanut descended to his offspring. 

When the turn of government came to Ubdoor Kushced, the Non of 
Bui tan Maliomcd,-—who, spreading the carpet of plea sure, his heart 
wii!* occupied in festivals! and Things »i.i f delight, - be did not inm his 
mind to the matters of the state* On thin account the people at many 
of the distant borders began to disobey orders, they took their heads 
from out of the ring of 'submission : in short, at that time men of Sonmrah 
collected in great numbers near Thu me, and placed Boom rah the pop 
of Chnndnr an the throne of the Baltaxtrtt of Sind. (The tribe of Boom- 
mb had its name from this SoomraV) He for a long time was the 
Sirdar of his tribe. He cleared n^ay from foe borders of his country 
all the thorns and refuse, the breeders of disseiirion, and I he disobedient. 
Zemindar Sad lived in that country, ia much power, Soornmls laid the 
foundation of ti connexion with him, and married his daughter. He 
had a *on born to him called Bhoongnr, who sat on the throne of the 
hereditary Sultanui, on the death of Soomrah. During bis time lie 
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extended his rule. At the latter end of hi# age he was taken ill, and he 
gmvo liis life Id the angel of death. 

I li< son Doda, succeeding him, look the duties of king. For some 
years, with great power ho managed the conn try, extend lag hi* power to 
Nusurpodr. He died in the prime of life, leaving a young son called 
Singling and a daughter named Thiuec, This Tbutce for some time 
conducted ihts duties of the government, having the Ryuts under her 
command. When SMugiiar grew up, he ascended the throne. He tnocle 
good arrangements for the country and properly; to each ftirn as were 
powerful and disobedient he gave punishment. Throwing the bridle of 
the horse of his intentions lowards Kiilcfu he took Nanik iSai Jrom that 
country* Some years after, he travelled fro ns this world to the nLlier, 
leaving do children, ltts wife Humooti lived ul T and i>*ucd her 
orders from* the fort of Dnhkah. She *cni her brothers in govern at 
Timor and Thurce. A Exhort time after this *™e of the brethren 
of Bodn, who had concealed themselves, came forth, and took 
out by the roots these brothers of Hnmoon* One of these, n LEtied 
Peethoo (a descendant of Doda), was joined hy runny men. Snefi 
iu* get up claims to the throne he destroyed, Ascending it hi id? el f P he 
reigned as long eih he livcd T add after hb death Khaira ruled the 
country, doing so in a very proper manner j all Ids acts were approved of. 
Some years from this, the sun of his life went lo the sunset of death. 
With the concurrence of the Ameers, Khufeef succeeded him, and nit 
on the throne of the kingdom. Having made good arrangements for 
the country in his hands, he, with heart at ease, went and remained at 
Tatrn. During hi a government, the Ryuts, and all the other people of 
Sind were relieved from thieve#, and disturbers of the peace ; all were 
happy and contented. By chance, it one day came into his mind thru 
it was not proper for him to be always merely jdtiing on the throne; that 
it was better to spend some time in the Shikrsrgahp, the jungles, and 
plains, which had become green from rnin f and where the animat# were 
grazing happily. After this, having collected sunny men, he marched 
against the B clone he cs T the Sodaba, and the J bare pis. On reaching their 
bordt^s, Run mu I Sodub. Bam Rai Jharcja, and Mehroo Belooeh, 
being introduced by the Ameers, and other men of weight* came Ind 
made great offerings, Khufccf. presenting the in with handsome present* 
in return, made them very happy yhe then gave them ihcir dismissal 
He proposed returning to Taita the following morning, but at that 
lime a Belooeh came, complaining tSa? the thieve* of the tribe of 
ft lj mm oh had looted bis tribe, taking everything they possessed- On 
hearing this, Khufeef w as much astonished ; and at the instant, mounting, 
with those who were with him, We started, and quickly romc against 
this tribe. He took d! the property which had been fobbed from the 
6 




Bdowhecs, and those men who bad disobeyed order*, ami acted m 
lhifl manner, he punished with severity, His arrangements were ntieh 
in all the conn try under him, from Kuteh to Nusorpoor, that m the whole 
of that space none during Ids reign disobey<rt hi* order* ; if they did fo t 
he *avc them to the sword. When he found that there were none to gin 
trouble, he was at ease, and came to Tulin. In his time nil the people, 

the sepoy?, the Ameers, the Ryots, '«J * B lW- lir 1 

long while at Tatla, till, from this world, he journeyed lo the next 

^ After the death of Kbufcef, the people, the mm of weight under 
government, and those out of employ, freeing that it was proper, 
raised Doda, the son of Oomur, and the grandson of Pcalhoq, io the 
throne of the Snltanut, in his place. When nil the affairs of die state 
were firm in his hands, Singh nr, a Zemindar, came to pay lus yearly 
toei He became acquainted with Doda. This had lasted some tittte, 
when one day lie spoke of Kulcb id the following terms in his presence; 
Eaving that he had heard that the SuDUOfth tribe had determined to con* 
to Tatto to take it, and that he should be prepared for this. On hearing 
this, Doda, collecting forces out of number, marched to hutch, and ho 
severely twisted the care of those people. Then a man of the Summali 
tribe named Lafcfmh, came as ambassador, bringing 
hutch houses, making otferiiig of these, and asking pardon for their 
sins. Doda, with great kindness, gave him presents in money, n 
horse and a IChilal, allowing him then to depart. From thence, with 
heart at rest, he came to Thuiee, where he spent a long time. AM the 
people and By ate were so completely under hi* hands, that Without 
orders from him they did nothing. When at Thome, Rimmul Modah 
came, and making hU Salaam, urged as a petition, that m the tune 
of Khufeef, the Jut Bcloocbces paid tribute; but that now it scenic , 
that they through ignorance had taken their head* from out of the 
noose of submission. He added, that having heard of ihis, he made 
him (Doda) acquainted with it; and that it ficemed advisable that ft 
fori'C should be put under him, which he would lake against, and thus, 
making them pay up their arrears of tribute from the days of Khii.ecfto 
the "present time, lie would bring it to him. . 

The mason of his speaking in this way tis, that formerly a feud misled 
between him (Runmnl) ami the Jharejas, when a fight had taken place 
between the panics, in which great numbers of Runimd’s men had been 
tilled and wounded. So he'told oa above to DoJa : to enable hitn to 
have his revenge'll pon them. Doda, being of a good heart, gave him 
encouragement, keeping him near him; he also sent to call the tnen ol 
Jharrjft. When his messenger* got .here, and told what Runitt - _ 
said, they t ame before them with their swords suspended from ro(UU 
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their necks, making their f?EiUiam* and declaring thnt ihcy and all their 
families veercr the slaves of Dodn* and that, if he ordered them mil to be 
confined* they w ould not ask the reason why. *Thcn t taking present* for 
Podii* they came lo him in one week. Him messengers, who accompanied 
them! having received good treatment at their bands* spoke in their favour. 
Bod a paid to Rimmul : *■ Thrall men, having great confidence* have sent 
only two of their tribe* and these have come to mtike their Salaam i 
veil told mo another alory* w Boda for some time detained Bun mol, tin 
the plea of iia being the rainy season : but In Runmcd** hreiutl, that ilium 
priL-kc d him ; po one day, with great eariiestnera he insisted upon being 
allowed to depart, when Dodn gave him hi* leave, and he went lo bis 
tribe. On getting there* he became rebellious. Seeing this, Ram lUi 
Jharejn and Mehmn Bcrlo&eh, quickly going to Dodo* told him of ths* 
circumstance* It eame into Doda's mind, that probably these men 
were doing what Rim mill had done ; i here fore he determined in the first 
place to send two men lo Runmith who, ascertaining all the facts, might 
come and tell him. Be despatched two men, at the lime of whom 
arrival at the tribe* Rnnmul was absent, be having gone to the jungles 
to collect troops. His brethren did not pay the messengers nny attention, 
speaking improperly before them, Kumnul, hearing of the arrival of 
tliese, came and sat down with them in a friendly manner! but lie 
shortly fitter spoke in an unbecoming way ; when Docfifs men said 
ii wn * niiE right to talk in that way ; that lie had best cense collecting 
men, and go to Bods* when, if he had anything to complain of, ho might 
do so to hint: bur however ranch they advised, it bad no effect upon 
him, S Win's people, rising, left him, and returning, told all the 
circumstances lo Duda, l[e T hearing of this* collected many troops* 
and went against thin people, Runroul, having also got together a large 
force* came out into the plain. The two parlies met, and fought for *Lt 
hours, at which time the men of both sides stood resolute. Many had 
fallen in that time of either parly. Being exhausted* and night com¬ 
ing on* all the men sot down where they stood, upending the time in 
planning operations for the morrow^ In the morning, the two forces 
recommenced fighting, whin, by chance* an arrow struck Rmmtul in the 
throat, and his life went lo hell. Orest fear then took possesion oFltia 
troops because an army without a Sirdar is like a man without a head ; 
so they turned their faces in the reel ion oT flight, when Dud a s mefl, 
pursuing them* slew great numbers* and lulled extensively.. I 1 he* force 
being put to flight, Rai Sing and Jugmfd \mne as omh as sudors, bring¬ 
ing presents to Doda* and they obtained forgiveness of their faults. 
DckIli after this went lo Nngnrpoor, the Zemindars* chief men, and 
Razees of which place brought hiift presents, and Doda, accepting these, 
remained there tome lime, during which period Sahihuh the sou of 
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Riminul Sot]ah brought twu fine handsome Kntehee horse? an an offering, 
and paid his respects to him. He declared that his brethren hud induced 
Runraid to turn his hfnrt from, and become rebellious against him 
(Dodti); so much so, that these men were even now disobedient, antl 
that if a force went from the Sirknr, and punished them, they would 
not do so again, but would always bring presents. Dnda, upon this, 
left Nnstirpoor, and by forced marches came there ; but after doing st\ 
be discovered that the brethren of Run mil l and others would not agree 
to have Sahibuh as their Sirdar, so he understood that it was on this , | 
account that he had brought him there. Buda then summoned ail the 
tribe, telling them to agree to have $a lit bull ns their chief, with all their 
hearts. By this order they agreed to do ho, when Sahibuh presented 
Rs. '20,000 as a Nnzuruna, 

Bod a, inarching thence, came to Tatta. Remaining there, from 
thence he travelled to that oilier world. 

On the death of Doda, his son Oonmr, with the aid of the nobles, and 
oilier men of consequence, sat on the throne. 

When his father’s country eaine into his hands, he took to drinking 
wine, paying no attention to the country. On hearing this, the 
Suminaha, the Sodobs, the Juts, and BeloocheeB, left off obeying his 
orders, becoming rebellious. When Moolah Homed heard of this, lie 
told Oornnrof it, w ho, collecting a large force, went towards Kutch. On 
his approach, the Suitimab?, having collected many men, went out 
into the plain to meet him. There was lighting, in which the men of 
Summali were the strongest. Seeing this, and that his affairs would 
be mined, Moolah Homed called ihe Sirdars, to whom he gave presents, 
saving—*" Tatta is far distant; money is scarce : if you fight welL nod 
defeat the enemy, much property will come into our possession, which 
will be enough to enable us to return to Tatta.” Hearing this, the spirit* 
of the force were raised, and, making an attack on the enemy, they 
defeated them, when much plunder of every kind came into their 
hands. After this, the men of Snminah, bringing Raja Jugminatb 
Tod ah (who had quitted his brethren in anger, and had come to Kutch) , 
a * their mediator, came (o Oomur, making their Salaam, and bringing 
preCents, Oomur, returning from thence quickly, went against the 
Sodahs, Jdts, nnd Beloochees, nil of whom, fearing the consequences, 
made their Balaam. He then, wilb^confidence in his heart, went to 
Thurtsi where he died. 

At this tiimf his son Dodo w'bs small; therefore the men of conpeqnence 
pul ciitmnr, the son of Qninuris brother, in his place. Chumtr went 
out to make arrangements in his country. Having done this, and placed 
the troublesome on the edge of tbe g-frord, hi? heart being at rase, he 
satduwn, At that time Doda attained puberty, so Chumtr wished by 
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name stratagem to get him into hi** hands, and lo confine him ? but 
hearing of this* Dndu turned hi* face towards i ibuznm, uni] crossing 
the river, he came to n place, Bhuryachuh Nuree Sung, close under 
Fu Itch poor, where he *aw a man coming along with u bundle of stick* 
for Ifiiuku~snnkc£ on hi^ head. As ihi* irnuri drew near, all Ms entrails 
hi-camc yi Bible to Dodn. At this he was much asloimhcd, no, calling 
ilse man to him, he lifted the bundle of pipes off his head, when 
nothing of the kind wm to hr seen : so, being greatly amazed, he put 
the bundle on the nian^s head again, when ho beheld as before. He 
then knew that there must be some device in these sticks, and he pur¬ 
chased them, giving the HMD Rome money for them, Then, silting 
down at the river’s edge, he put the stiek* one by one into the wnier. 
All went down with the stream, hut one from amongst them went 
upwards against it % so, taking this ope, ho divided it at all the knots. 
He then put each knot into the water. All of these went down the 
stream, oscepi one, in which the device was, and thin one w r ent up 
ngtunst the current * so taking this one, he kept it, nnd went to 
tlhuznee. Al that limn the king of that place, Sultan Mondood Shah, 
was ill from severe sickness, which was without cure ; so, on bis arrival 
there, Bodagave out that he was a doctor. Historian* write that Sultan 
.Mondood sickness was caused in this manner. One day he 

went to rcc a Bhikargnh under some hills, when by chance an animal 
storied from before him. It was thru the custom, that whoever an 
normal started to front of, he alone pursued it, so, in accordance iff itb 
this custom, the Sultan rode aft nr this animal alone for u longdistance, 
hut he did not kill it. From this eiertbn, great thirst and hunger eame 
ojHm him; so, searching about, he found a stream of water near the fool 
of the hills, Having no cup or basin wills him, being helpless he put 
bis month into the water* and drank ; when, in doing so, he swallowed 
two small snakes, which went down into, and remained in his stomach. 
In two years these hud grown large, and began causing him much pain. 
All the doctors of the country had physicked him, but now* of them 
could make him well, ; 

p Ptie Sutton wn* approaching to death, when at that time Boda 
arrived, saving he was si Hakeem, and that be bad conic front SHd to 
cure the king with his physic, The royal physicians, hearing ihis t 
laughed, flaying - * k What ■wisdom lias this Sitidee. that he should say 
he was able to give medicine to the king-* 1 One of the attend ant s told 
the king of the arrival of this Bindee, *in^ how the royaldoctor*laughed 
ai him. The Saltan, hearing of Ibis, called and Tcreived him wilh 
distinclion, saying “he bad suffered from this sickness for a long lime; 
dial many Hakeems hud give# him medicine, but all without effect t 
now you have come, I am in hopes that 1 shall get well by your physic.” 






Thru Dodn, stripping the Sultan* he placed llml slick on his head* when 
he saw that two snofccw were in hb stomach, Then, removing the stick, 
ho told the Sultan that he understood! whnt was the matter with hirn T 
mid that It wii= ji very bad disense. He mIdl'd that if lie, the Sultan, 
would give him it written document, to the effect that if he died whilst 
under his cure no blame should mlfacli to him s that lie would give him 
medh ine. The Sultan nt once wrote each a document, and putting Ids 
seal to tU gave it to Duda. Then Doda did not give the Sultan 
anything to eat for two days. On the third day, tying up bis eyes, lie 
placed ihe slick on his head, and having got two small tine iron hooks* 
lie tied a silken lino to them, and wrapping them up in bread, he gave 
one to the Sultan, who, having swallowed it, he, Doda, saw a snake take 
it. When he saw that it was well in the mouth of one of the snakes, 
he pulled it up, and brought it out ; then again he did the same, and in 
like manner he took the other from out of the royal stomach. In about 
an hour the So linn fell much relieved, so, untying his eyes, Doda 
showed Inn ihe two snakes, when, being very happy, the Sultan said i 
** Ask from rne whatever you wish,” Thun l>oda m\d : ,s I am a chief, 
hut by his superior strength, Cisauur has taken my fathers country* and 
on ihis account I have come here ; if the king will give me n force, I will 
take my revenge on him* 1 * On hearing this, (lie Sultan gave orders to 
collect a force, atid when it was ready, he gave it to him. When this 
army approached Tultti. bdng unable to meet it T Clmnur sat down in 
the fort, which, being surrounded on all side* by the royal troop** they 
look into their hands the implements for breaking down furls, and 
fighting commenced* For twelve days they fought together in this 
manner, after which the wind of victory struck the standards of the 
royal troops* and Clmnur and many of his men were given to the sword. 
Those who escaped the sword mn away and dispersed* By taking this 
fort* much wealth and property fell into the hands of those people, 

When Dodit the son of Demur sat on the thrum* of lib father, this 
force returned lo Olluzne@+ Hi; reigned many yearn, Willi strength and 
wisdom. 

Afterwords, by this order, 41 Every life will drink the sherbet of death V* 
Doda drank the sherbet of mortality at the hands of the cup*hearer of 
death : he took the apparatus of his life to the living world, 

A ft e r him, one named L rrnh Me hi &at upon the throne of authority " 
but lie wan an oppressor* giving the people much trouble: so their 
heart? became ^epamted from* ffim, and they plotted id kill him. 
Previous t# this, some of the Sum mail tribe, having come to Stud from 
Kuteh* had remained there, becoming kindred with them. 

The influential men of Umdi Mali I rsceretly paid homage to, and 
brought iniu ihe city, ntic of this tribe, named Jam Ooutiur* who bore on 
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his fun-bead ihe signs of goodness. This happened in the morning, when 
a body of man* going into * Irmh MchP* house, killed him, a ml placed hla 
head over the gateway, wlnm nLI she people, paying homage to Jain 
Oonnur, placed him mi tlm tliMite of dm Alihan Lit. 

As Account or Jam Ooxnvr, tite Scot or fUntrMYtrn. 

When Jam Dontitir had becorni* king, wit Si the sanction of she men of 
power, many people Hocked to him. Mo at ihftE time,, with great num¬ 
bers, want to take SehwUtam getting nenr which, he prepared a plain fur 
a hilEkdirld. an which la fight with Malik Kiitim, I fur Hakeem there on 
the part of the Kingnf the Tuorks, Mulsk Eutim cam a out of his fort to 
thi* field of battle with a well appointed, large force. The fire of buttle 
commenced burning between the two armies, and this inoronting, Jam 
Oonnur wa* defeated, hut, by the assistance of his brethren, he again 
brought up many men, and recommenced lighting. Ai that lime Malik 
Kntnn galloping his horse, the nniinnl a a head came to the ground, and 
he, losing his seat, fell: Jam Oonfliif, with tiis sword, separated his 
lie ad from the body ; and ho (hen took the fort of Sebwistnn. At that 
time Malik Phcmz, and All fthah Toork, were the Hakeems at Fhikkur, 
on the part of die King of I ho Toorks, These, hearing of the above* 
wrote to Jam Oannuf, to tin: following effect :■— 11 This presumption is 
not becoming in you: now prepare your implement-* of war, to light 
with the troops of the king, and fix your font firmly on the field of 
valour Sf This language operated on Jam Onnour, who went away 
towards Thuree. At that time he was taken ill, and went to the country 
of fill drily* He reigned three years and six months, 

Some historians write as follows :— 

When Jam Oonnur. having conquered SchwLston, turned buck, he 
was drinking wine one nighty al a pleasant assembly, when news came 
that Rime rebellions men were coming against him. He gave order* 
to C-ahuh, the son of Tumathec, who was his Vufced, in go and repulse 
them* So taking a force, and going w ills speed, he came up on them; 
but in fighting* tinhtih* being in liquor, was Sakeit prisoner, and confined. 
Jam OoniU3r f amidst his pleasures, did not bear him in mind, on which 
account Gnhoh became his enemy, and by same device Si be rating 
himself from his enemies, he turned hi-* head from Jam Oonnur, and 
went to Hukkur, where lie had iyi interview with AIL Sboh 1 uork, who 
lived in the fort qf Mattson in old Bukkiur; and this All .Shah 

and Malik l^hcroi, collecting ninny men, came to Buhmmpoor, killing 
Jam Oonnur in that fart. Mulik Phcmar remaining there as'governor* 
All Shah returned to Bukkur. Three days after hi* return, aa roc of 
Jam Oonnur** men, by strut ngeifi t killed both Gahoh and Mulik l 1 harass. 
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A?s Account op Juosmi the Son of BaWvitvp. 

On the dunth of Jam Oonnur, the people of Summed giving the 
Jamer title to Jonimli, placed him un rise seat of their Sirdarce. He, 
intending to take she whole of Sind^cm his brethren and relative*, with 
great kindness appointing them over different places; then, crossing 
the river at Tuluhlce, began healing, looting, and destroying all the 
Rytlt^ towns, and villages, under Eukkur. The Hakeem of Eukkur 
tough i two or three times desperately with those people* but the Towles 
had not strength to meet the men of Sumrauli ■ so, being helpless, they 
left Eukkur and went to Goeb. When Jam Joonuh heard of their 
flight, he quickly went to Bukkur, and made his arrangements. In 
short, for many yenrs he reigned absolute, until Sultan Iki-ood-dccn, 
appointing his brother Ulug Khan to Moo hart, he sent Taj-ood-deen 
Kafooree, and Tatar Chan, to expel him. Before these hostile forces 
arrived, Jam Juomih had died of the qninsoy, having reigned thirteen 
years. 

When the Sidtait's tmops came to Eukkur, and had taken it, and also 
Sehwistuo, at that time the chief Sirdars placed Jam Tummdiee, the 
son of Jam Oonnur, on the throne. Then there was a battle between 
him and the troops of the Sultan, who, taking him prisoner, conveyed 
him and all his family to Delhi, where be remained in confinement. 
The tribe of Summah remained at Thuree; hut the nllieiab of Jam 
Qunnur, keeping the affairs of slate in their hands* exerted themselves 
in every mailer. Afip-r the death of Jam Turnnelice, his son Jam Klrnir- 
oad-deeii r who iti infancy went to Delhi, came to Sind, and, silting over 
the government, took possession of it. A short lime after this, when 
Sultan Mahomed Shah, by the way of Guzemi, came to Sind, he called 
Jam Khair-ood-deen lo come and make his Balaam ; but he did not 
obey, because lie had spent a long time confined in the slate prison at 
Delhi. Sultan Mahomed Shah died near Tatta* 

After his decease, by hi# will Sultan Pherox Shah sal on. llic kings 
throne, and wont lo Delhi, Jam Kkair-ood*deen following him n# far 
as Bind in Sehwistnn, from whence he turned back ; bui the fact tffhis 
having followed him remained in the heart of the Sul inn. After 
Sultan Pheraz Shall left Sind, Jam Khtrif-ood-deen spread the ear put 
of justice, and exerted himself to make the Uvula happy. 

Historians have mentioned a rare action of this magnificent Jam— 
dial one day, 'With his attencKLuv, he went for excrciHe lb the jungle. 
By chance, as he was going along, be saw in a hole the bones of men, 
bo, pulling the bridle, he slopped hif horse, and after looking for a 
minute ai lbe decayed hones, he turmftl hi# head round and said—“Do 
you know what these hones say lo me V* His attendants, bending down

tbeii Loads, remained silent, Then said the Jam: 11 These ary inspired 
people, and t bey want justice* 1 * The Jain then turned his attention to 
discovering the eircuinfdaneifa of those bones of the dead, and calling 
u very old man, id whose hands the land was, he asked him about 
them; whi n this old man told him that ►♦Sixty year* ago, a Knliki eiime 
here from Guzemi, when they were destroyed by u certain tribe, who 
look away i heir property, much of which in with them now” When 
I lie Jam beard this* be gave orders to rolled that property; when *iach 
aa was found being gathered together, be sent ti man of tenet with it to 
the niter of bu^mt, desiring that it might be restored to the heir* of 
those who bad been killed; and* in retaliation be destroyed those by 
whom they bad suffered. 

Several years after this* he left this transitory world* and wont io the 
world eternal* 

As Account or Jam JlAinrxiTni, the Sos or Jam Ivisaih-ood-deiis. 

After the death of Ms father, by the aid of the Ameers he sat upon 
the hereditary throne. 

When Sultan Fhcroz Shah, having settled Hindoostan and Gtazeral* 
came to take Sind, Jam Babuniyuh, preparing a field of battle, stood up 
to fight* Tile Sultan remained there three months but when the 
inundations, with bad wind*, and many mnsquitocs came* he inarched 
away, going to Pnitun in Gaze rat. 

After the mins, having collected many nien f be again relumed, and 
fought. In short* in that battle Jam Babnnijttb was taken prisoner, 
and all the people and country of Sind carat itiTO the hand* of Phnroz 
Shah. When the Sultan returned to Delhi, be took the Jain with him. 
who remained for a bng time in bis service, behaving very well; swing 
which, ibe Sultan extended la him big royal kindness* and giving him 
a royal crown, he placed Sind in his hands again, allowing him to 
depart; So ho came to Sind, over which ho reigned absolute. 

He reigned for fifteen years, when he travelled to ilie oilier world. 

His brother Jam Tcuxtacbcc, succeeding him, £&t on the king*s throne. 
He turned his attention to making arrangement* fur the country. Tie 
was the friend of leisure, spending his time in pleasure. He reigned 
thirteen year*, dying of the plague. 

After the death of Jam Ttirmrchee, Jam Snlah-Md-deen sat upon 
the throne of authority. His first nig to put to righjp lh« border, 
which had become out of order by the hands of bad men, who did not 
obey orders. For this purpose he look a force, and sharply polled the 
pars of those vicious people, Having given to all socli correction and 
admonition, he I timed his face towards Kntch. Upon arriving them* 
much fighting ensued between him and those people ; but in every 
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brtltk the breeze of victory struck the standards of the Jam, and after 
this he returned from thence, accompanied by victory and plunder He 
made the necessary arrangements for I lie Ryuts, and troope* He 
ruled for eleven years and Home months, when he departed from this 
perishable world for the world everlasting. 


As Account of J a:- r Nij?am^ood-dei:s- tiik hon of Jam Sll.uhood-pecs. 


On ascending the throne of the SnlTanut, after the decease of liis 
father, with the concurrence of the Ameers, ho released Mnlik Sek under, 
Kurim Buha-ood-deen, and Ameer, his uncles, who hud been placed in 
confinement for correction, sending them lo a distance; and then, 
leaving the affairs of state in the hands of the olficml?, he spent his lime 
in pleasure and gaiety. He never paid any attention to any business 
relating to the country i so much so, that his uncle#, having collected 
some men. came to the city, and began to plot his seizure and confine¬ 
ment, which the Jam hearing of, by the advice of some of has troops he 
left the city at midnight, and fled towards Guzerat. In the morning, 
when his flight became known to ihe uncles, they went in pursuit of 
him. The people, seeing this dissension, brought forth from his 
concealment Jam All Shcr P who, with the concurrence of all the nobles* 
aUaai) ati th,fr tTirt-mr- At thig lime Jam Xi^uTii*nod«dcen became 



uncles, oppressed with shame and lo-s, went to the jungles, and tat 
down there. 


Ah Account of Jam Ali Sana. 


When Jam Ali Sher T with the assist ante of (lie noblen, ascended 
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such arrange me nts as were necessary for the country of Bind. All the 
people were happy during his rule, and in sweet contentment passed 
their time. Some time afterwards, the Jam turned bis heart towards 
pleasure, being in the habit of going out to take exercise during the I 
raooadtglvi nights. Mulik Sekunder and Kujrun, the #ons of Tumachee, 
and Futteh Khan* the sots of Malik Sekundor, who was in the jungle, 
hearing of the Jam*# going about ki this way without apprehension, 
marching by night, and conccajin^ themselves by day, came to the city, 
where they induced some loJoTri them. One Friday night, the 13th of 
the month, hearing Thai the Jam had go tie with a few attendant# to take 
air on the river, according to his custom, at midnight, as lie was returning* 
some men with drawn swords were Vady* intending to kill hint. His 
followers did all in their power to dissuade these from iheir purpose ; 
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but they would not listen to them, and slew the Jam, Having done 
ihis, they ml once went to ihe palace, where there arose much noise, 
and alarm ; and oil becoming aroused and olerS, they were aware that 
affairs had parsed from their hands; so, being helpless. they beat their 
bead- before the orders of the opposite party. 

Jam All ^lier ruled Sind for seven years. After the martyrdom of 
Jam All Sher. the fraternity colled ting, placed Jam Karon on the throne 
of the Sirdnree. 

lie did not agree well with the Ameers, and the men of consequence 
of the ojiv. In the early days of his reign, lie planned to seize and kill 
some of these, and Confine others. At that time he gave ft large assembly, 
So which he invited alb when he caressed and spoke in a friendly way lo 
them. The dinner came, when they all eat together, after which the 
Jam withdrew ' when the slave* of lhaae nobles, having placed them- 
selves as instructed, met and cut him to pieces there, The originator 
of this, and of the death of Kanin, was Fnileh Khan, the son of 
Sektmdcr, who, with the voice of the army and the Kyut?, ascended 
the throne, 

Whilst lie was on the throne, be gave strength to the rules of justice, 
and to the aEfiiir* of the kingdom in general. He was very wakeful in 
ail matters of suite. 

At that time Meerza Peer Muhomed, the grand son of lliizmi Saheh 
Kira si Ameer Tai moor t.roorgan* came towards Maul tan, which lie took, 
mid Ooeh likewise. He remained there some lime, when, by reason of 
not finding forage, many of the horses of the sepoys died. Thus many 
men of the Meerz&'s army become dismounted. On hearing of this 
Sabeb Kiran sent 30,000 horses from the royal stable* to him. Mccrsn 
Peer Mahomed, becoming strong from this present, made a Chupptio 
upon the men of BhUtee and A bun, who were stubborn and disobedient, 
when he gave to the winds of death these and all their families. Send¬ 
ing a messenger to Bukktir, he summoned to his presence all the men 
of consequence, nil the eyes of that city. The agent of the King of 
Delhi, who was there, being unable to fight, tied by the way of 
Jaisdhncrc* 

An inhabitant of Bukkur, named tiyud AbdooJ Chnis, a man of devn* 
lion, integrity, and piety, having ode red up prayers in the nnrnn of the 
Sirdar of the Prophet* (Mahnmnd), and having' besought hU interred- 
si on, went to meet the Mcrrzn Peor^Mu homed. 

It it written that ntit night Hnsnil,* iGe Sirdar of jhc Prophets (the 
blessing of God no him !) came to the Jlrcrm in a dream, showing to him 
Syud Abdool Chois, saying: « This h my desrendam \ ojien the road 
to give him honour and revereand shorten the hand of oppression 
on him." The Meerzu awoke from hi* sleep* and was anxious to see 
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him whom he had seen in his dream. Eleven days afterwards, Synd 
A Wool Ohms arrived, when Meerza Peer Mahomed was sitting in hLs 
place of audience, with the Ameers around him on either side, when, 
his flight falling upon the Syttd, he recognised him. Sifting, he instantly 
earnc to the fronts and embraced him, placing him near himself with 
much honour and reverence. The Ameers then inquired of the Mcerxa 
the circumstance* of this Byud, when he explained to them what he 
had seen in the dream. On that day he gave the Syud a horse and a 
present a* an offering, granting him permission to return. The Mcerza 
settled upon Syud Abdool Gliats, the Purguna of AI ore. 

After the arrival of Snlitb Kimu Mernsa, Peer Mahomed turned his 
face to cap!arc Delhi. Many days passed by, and many kings of 
different castes sat on the throne of Delhi. At that time Moo I tan went 
Into the hands* of the Lungnhe, and the whole of the country of Sind 
wo-h in the frauds of the Kings of Sind, J am Fulteh Khan was celebrated 
for his valour ■ his courage was of great repute. He reigned for fifteen 
years and some months, when his days reached their latter end, and 
his life, leaving this perishable world, went to the world eternal. 

As Account of Jam Tcohlup Suva, the Son of ^usdo. 

When Jam Punch Khan placed his side on the bed of sickness, from 
the sensations which he felt he saw the face of death- Therefore, three 
day? before In* died, he seated his brother Tiighlug on the throne of the 
Sirdaree, placing in hi* hands the reigns of the government, and giving 
him the title of Jam Tagfrlug Shah. On ascending the throne of the 
Sul inn iil. Jam T ugh lug Shah sent his brothers to rule aver SehwiafalU 
and the fort of Bukkur. Ho himself spent much of his time in hunting 
and exercise. The Beloochecs near Bukkur beginning to cause 
disturbances, the Jnm p taking a large force with him, went there, and 
having given the Beiooehee Sirdar? severe punishment, ho turned back- 
He placed Thnnas in each Purguna, to prevent disturbances. I 1 he 
length of his reign was twenty-six years, when he died a natural death- 

Ait Account of Jam SEMtrttnUj the Son of Jam Trout. ug Soaf. 

When ho sat in the place of his father, he was n young man. The 
Hakeems of Seliwistao and Bukkur, becoming powerful in their res¬ 
pective districts, ceased placing th^ orders of government on their 
beads, and began to quarrel with each other. Jam Setunder, leaving 
Tatta, went towards BnkkulT He had got as far as Nuaurpoor, when 
one narfied MooSaruk, who in the time of Jam Tughlug was the com¬ 
mander of vLOOO men, started up T and arriving at Tatta, proclaimed 
himself Jam Moobomk, and sealed himself on the throne of the 
government Bui he had act the concurrence of the people of the ci ty ; 
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uii this account bin rule did not extendi beyond three days, inasmuch as 
the nobles of Tatto turned him out, and sent to call Jam Sekunder. 
When this news readied him, tic made peaceable arrangement* with 
those Hakeems, and returned to Tfttta. 

One year and n half after this, lie look the apparatus of his life from 
the ways of this jn-rishahle world, to the ample house of eternity. 

As Accorvr of Jam Ruvniies. 

On the 6th of Jijm:idcv-ool-Awiil, Hijrcc 83H (a. i>. 11-11J, Jam 
Rovdhun came forth. 

in the time of Jam Tughlug, he lived in Hutch, with the men .if 
which country he had become connected. 

lie placed near bis person many of those men, such as were 
penetrating, whose hearts he pleased without limit, constantly making 
them presents of horses and things of value. These men, perceiving on 
the forehead of bis acts the signs of rectitude, with nil sincerity placed 
ihemselves in hM buds. 

When the news of the decease of Jam Set under reached him, taking 
many men, he went to Taita, and collecting the men of that city, ho 
-mid: “ I have not come to take the coon try*, but I have come to save the 
property of the Mimlawn*. I do not consider myself fit to be king | 
he whom you consider fit for the situation, make him king, and 1 will 
be the fii>l of any to give him the hand of homage.” Amongst those 
men there was no one fit to be king, so all of ihem agreeing, placed 
Kim on the throne of the kingdom. In the course of one year anti a 
half, he pulled beneath his rule the whole of Sind, from the ocean to 
Kajur, Mu Ike, and Klioandee, the boundaries of Malta Lab, and Oobaw- 
rah. After reigning eight years, the wind (idea) of ruling over the 
Suita tin i entered the head of one of his least esteemed friends, Jam 
Sunjitr, and other slight acquaintance5 consenting, joined him. 

Jam Hoydhtin was drinking wine in private, when Jam Snnjnr, 
putting some poiwem in u bottle, gave it into the hands of one of his 
attendants, three days after drinking which Jam Rovdhun died. It is 
nta?written by some, that a roan, a Pakfff, one of judgment, who was 
considered in those times as n saint at Tatln, was in tlic habit of con¬ 
stantly coining m the Jain, who always treated him with great respect, 
seating him on his own sent; and whatever this Fakeer raid the Jam 
agreed to it. 

One dav, at on a*settlblv, the AVns^icS and nobles *»sfid to the Jinn— 
“Ask that Fakeer, to whom you give so moch hoSuur, what God is 
like, and wbsl is his description.” When the Jam heard this, he placed 
it in his heart. Four days afterwards, when ibis Durwish etttnc to the 
assembly, the Jam did not pay him the usual attention. The J 1 akoer 
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understood that there vtL» something in lliis. The Jam then asked him; 
“What is God like, add what description does He bear? 1 ' The Fakeer 
replied t “The description of God is this, that three days hence He 
will destroy you by means of a horse 16 kos from this, and lie will 
place Jam Sonjor on your seal.’’ The third day after this, the Jam 
went lo hunt, not hearing in mind what the Fakeer had said. By 
chance lie galloped ids horse, when he fell, and his foot remaining 
in the stirrup, at the distance of 16 kos from Tatta his life was given 
to God- 


Ait Account of Jam Sl'^juh, 

Jam Smijur was a handsome young man. Many people went mad 
from seeing Ids face, who did his service without receiving any yearly 
salary. Historians also write, that previous to ascending the throne, Jam 
Sutijiir was on friendly terms with n Fakeer of deep counsel. One 
nhjhl Jam Snnjnr went to him, and after the meeting lie said : “ It is 
mv wish to teign over Tatta, if only for eight days.' This l’ukeer 
replied—“ loti will be king for eight years,” When Rnydhnn 
journeyed to that oilier world, the nobles assembled, placing Jam 
Sunjcir on the throne, placing in his hands the.,reins of the afTniis of 
state. He, bavin" been thus seated on the throne, through tin- prayers 
of the Fakeer, all the Hakeems on tile borders obeyed Ids orders without 
fighting vfith him. 

During bis reS^ci over Sind, such habits and mi stems were introduced 
as had never before been known in that country* The sepoys and 
Ryuis in hie lime lived in great happiness, spending their time con* 
fortably. Jam Sun jut was much at Ladled to men of piety, and 
learning, and to all Fakeer*. On Friday he distributed much in charity 
to Faheera and the poor. He gave certain salaries to those having just 
claims. 

Historians have written, that before the reign of Jam Sunjur* the 
Hakeems gave very little lo the men holding office under government. 
When Sunjnr obtained the sovereignly, there was a Kazee at Hukkuri 
named Kazee Mrniroof, who had been made Kazoo in the time Oi the 
former Hakeem, and he rceeived but little pay. On account of the smail- 
ntfsof his pay s he was in the habil of taking something from the people 
bv intimidation, This reached the *:urs of Jam Sonjnr, who guve 
orders for this Kazce lo be present. _ 

When be came, the Jam said 1 hear that you take something from 
those who quarrel with each other* The Kazee said; u Yes* f do ; and 
t also wiflli to take something from the witnesses, but these, having 
given ibeir evidence, gel away before I can ask them for anything-" 
Hearing this, the Jain laughed ; when the Kuzee said— fc ‘ I >U the whole 
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day in (he hall of justice ; I have passed mv life in ibis business, and 
niv children are hungry morning and evening” Hearing this, the Jam 
gave him a valuable present, and stilled his pay according la his 
expenses, giving orders throughout the kingdom, that the salaries of all 
the men in office wen.* to be increased, that they might pass their time 
free from anxiety and care. When hi* reign had lasted eight years, his 
life went from this house full of sorrow. 

As Accor ST op Jam Nizam-oop-iwes, who was <--humoslt cau.kp J am 
NikpaD, Tin: Sait or BaWOTYItie, 

On the 35th of Rubec-ool-Awn I, Sfi8 (a- u- l id I), after the death of 
Jnni Sunjur, he sat on the throne of the Suilantil. When he was Grin 
as king, he raised on high the standard of ins strong predominance. It 
is said that at the commencement of his nuiidmod he sought afier 
knowledge, spending much of his time in Hie college and cloister. 
His disposition was modest and happy ; he was celebrated for his good, 
affectionate temper ; he offered much prayer lo God, doing great 
abstinence. His excellences are beyond what little I ‘an write. At 
the commencement of the reign of Jam Nizam-ood-deon, he went with 
a large force to Bukkur, remaining (here one year, taking out by the 
roots those who thieved and disturbed the country. He placed in the 
fori of Bultbnr great stores of provision, and requisites of every kind, 
appointing over it the -on of one of his slaves. The people on the bonier 
were so well under hie authority, that travellers went along ll|f folds 
without apprehension. Having made all these arrangements in the 
space of one year, he returned to Talta with Ids heart ni caw (about 
a n. 1509)* For a period of forty-eight years he reigned at Tatta with 
absolute power; in his kingdom, the men of piety and learning, ami the 
Fulmer*, spent their time in great happiness, and the sepoy# and Ryut* 
were in comfortable circumstance*. 

Jam Ni/.nifi-iiod-docn and Sultan Iloosain Lnngah of Mooltnn were 
contemporary friends. Between them there were many roads of esteem 
and friendship ; they were always sending soint-ibing to each other. 

The Jam was in the habit of visiting the stable every week. He 
was in the habit of stroking the horses down the face with his hands, 
rayi n g—" Oh mv wealthy otic ! I do not warn to mount you, unless to go 
against Kafir-. because on ail ydes the rulers arc Musulinona : do you 
ask of God, that I may not go beyond the order of the laws of Mahomed, 
ami that no one may come against "ie' God forbid (Rat lhe blood of 
nnv Mitsui tii an should flow, so that I should have shame before God I 
During ibe time of bU rule, Mahomed an rules attained so much life, 
that my understanding does nW extend beyond them. The congrega¬ 
tion* of both great and small assembled in the Musjids; no one wo# 
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willing to say his prayers alone. If any one was not present with the 
congregation, lie repented, begging forgiveness for two or three days. 

In the latter days of the reign of Jam Nizam-ood*decn, the fortes of 
Slrah Beg Urglwon, coining from Kandahar, fell ttpon many villages of 
Cfmndpuhn nod Sideejnl.. The Jnrn sent a large force to expel ti, pae 
Mogul*, which arrived at Durnh-i-Knreeb, commonly kntnvo an Jooh.w 
Gerr, where a buttle was fought, in which tile brother of Shah Beg whs 
killed, and his forces being defeated, they turned the bridle of reireal 
towards Kandahar; and during the life of Jam Nixaru-ood-deen they 
did not cuine buck again. 

I lie Jyjn spent much time m discoursing tin knowledge* with tile 
Learned of those tfiucs. 

In hi* time Mmikna Jalal-ood-dccn Mahomed Dewaoee, proposin'- 
to come from Shiraz to Si nd, sent Meer Shums, and Meer Moo nee n° 
both his disciples, to Tatta, to ask I he Jam to give him a place to live 
in. The Jam fixed upon a very handsome residence for him, settling 
the requisites for his subsistence, sending by his two disciples much 
money for his road expenses. But before tlicrte came, MottJana had 
travelled to another world: Meer Shums and Meer Monncen, recollect* 
id£ the society of the Jam* returned buck to Tatta.

When Jam Pheroz, having ascended the throne, had attained 
manhood, he spread the carpet of pleasure, spending much of hia dine 
in the Harem, and when he came forihrhe associated with jesters and 
«j*c characters. On tlii* account, during his time, the people of the 
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Snmmali tribe, and the KIiumiIi Kha.il>. were in ihe habit of committing 
great oppression oil the citizens, and when Durya Kfom forbade ilia-, 
they licatcd him with scorn, so taking his leave, he went to his J a peer, 

Kuban. 

Al that lime, Moululm MokUdoatn Ahdool Azecx Abhnrce, n 
narrator of the traditional say ini's of Mahomed, with Mont arm 
A seer-cod-d ten, and Maul ana Mahomed, hi- two khi--. rack uf them 
being learned, epme to Kahan, where they remained some time, exerting 
themselves In benefit the people, and to spread knowledge. They came 
from Herat because Shah Ismael hod ascended the throne, ill iltt year 
91* (s. p. ISIS). 

Modlana Abdool Azecst was collecting knowledge of all the sea nces, 
and of things related. He had composed very good books on all kinds 
«if know ledge. Amongst them was a commentary on the Mi-hkut (a 
book of the traditional sayings of Mahomed), and he had written 
marginal notes to many difficult works. He went to the oilier world at 
Kahan.

Jatii 
Sdlah-ood-deCD showed this letter to the Suiian, who placed u large 
force under bis orders, giving him leave lo go to Tutta, when, marching 
by forced marches, he crossed the river at Tutta, and arrived the*' The 
men of Jam Piicroz, being nil abroad, took him out by atnMher rond, and 
Join Sulali-(iod*decn mutinied the throne in Tutta. He imprisoned nil 
the slaves of dam Pharos, making them shew his property. 

The mother of Jam Pheroz look him to Durya Khan, at Kahan, when 
the Jam, weeping, said he had discontinued his former evil habits. 
Thuya Khan, recollecting the former kindness of the Jam, collected a 
Luigi body or men, and when the troops of Dnkkor and fcVfiwi'iUm had 
united, they came under the standard of Jam Pbemm Many Btdoodiees. 
ami men of filler tribes also joined ' 1 1 m - 

Durya Khan then turned his face towards Jam Snlsh-ood-dcan, to 
expel him. Jam riulah-nod-deeiT propped scndic^ibe fighting elephants 
and troops with Hajee Wtueer, toWl* rcmained-intli* city, ami 
rent forth the Hajec. When the troops of the two r^ies met, the lire 
of buttle was set on light between them. Many men wr k d. .■it 
length the troops of Dory* Khun, being defeated, retreated, when, from 
the field of buttle, the Hnjee sent a letter to Jam Sulah-ood-decn. writing

follows: “ The breeze of victory has strtiek your banner ; make your 
mim! easy.” When Darya Khan retreated, tbo lime was not propitious 
fur slit: Jfajec !o follow him. 

By chance, dial h'osid, who bore this letter of the Ilujec, fell into the 
hnikte of some of Dniya Khan's men, who took him to iheir thief, who, 
quickly investigating the meaning, wrote another letter, as if from the 
liajee, to the following effect: “ Defeat has tome upon our army; the 
enemy are very strong : do you take your family, and depart from Taira. 
By no means make delay; our nest meeting will be at Clmchgan.” 
When this loiter arrived, it was the 9th day of Rumzan (fast), in the 
evening, and Jam Bnlali-ootBdeen, without even breaking his fust, crossed 
l he river In short, his condition was that of defeat. JIc reigned eight 
months. When Jam Subh-ood-deen was met by Hajee Wuieer, the 
latler reproached him, saying—“Why did yon runaway?" Then the 
Jam showed him his letter The Hajee said— 1 “This is ant my writing"; 
and they afterwards discovered that It was a trick of Bury a Khan's, so 
they became much dejected: but when a thing has passed from the 
hand, there is no use of rcpcnteuLe. 

Durya Khan pursued the Jam for many marches, and bringing Jam 
Pheiwr to Tatta on the day of the Bed Pi fur, they *aid prayers, " After 
this Jam Pheroz ruled for many years, until the year 030 ( A . D . IffQQV 
when Shah Beg llrghoon came to take Sind, the circumstance* of whose 
battles f will relate in their place.

CHAPTER Ill. 


AN ACCOUNT OF THE REIGN OF TIIE URG1IOONEEYUB8 ; 
OF THE TIMES OF THEIR GOVERNMENT; OF THEIR 
W ARS: ANJ> AN ABRIDGED HISTORY OP AMEER 
ZOONOON UROHOON. 


McerZoonoon was the son of Mecr Ilusnn Btisree. He w famed for 
his valour amongst his tribe. He was in the ranks of the servants of 
Mecrza A boo Suneed. During the time of battle, his gallantry was 
apparent to nil. On this account, the eyes of the Meerza were always 
on him, and he received sainany kinds of valuable presents from hi* 
master, that his fellows were filled with jealousy against him. In this 
manner, his rank rose above that of all his brethren. After the battle 
of Kura Hagli. he went to hie father at Herat, where he remained some 
lime in the'service of Sultan Yadgar Mecrze. From thence he went 
to Samarkand, where the light of the sun of the kindness of Sultan 
Ahmed Mceraa struck the side of Ids condition, and he stayed there 
two or three years. After this, on account of the wars between the 
Ameers of Turk bailee and those of Urghoonee, he returned to KWnsan, 
when he came under the eye or kindness of Sultan Hoosain Seen*, 
who placed him over the countries of Chore and Ihiwor. At this time 
lire Huzaiiih and Nukdureo tribes in those borders were very powerful. 
In the year {a. b. 1479), Ameer Zoonoon. taking a small force, 
went there, where for three or four years he was constantly fighting 
with those ix-oplr ; bat by the good fortune of the king, he was the 
conqueror in all there fights, and he brought that country 
authority. Tire men of Honntfa mid Nttkdime, feeing his valour, bent 
their heads beneath his orders, and they did not commit inch new agam 
Sultan IkWm Mecrza approved of hut arrangement* and placed all 
the affairs of Kandahar. Fuml, and Chore In his hands. By "»■* "J 1 ™ 
Ameer Zoonooti became very powerful, and he took under his aiit.ionly 
Shawl. Mu storing, and the countries adjacent to them.

When 
the news of this reached the ears of the king, he sent a royal Firman io 
cM Meer Zaattoun, who without delay arrived at the foot of the throne, 
placing there offerings of great value. He a lm gave lo the princes and 
mea of con^rqtienee about court, according to their degree,, various 
rarities. Therefore all the people loosened their tongues in praise of 
him, deeming him a wisher of happiness to the king. Vet. with all 
fillip the king had not confidence in him, Meer Zoriuaon was. a wise 
man f a «d* following the track of knowledge, lie determined in his own 
mind to effect his business through Ivuih im^uzO^umnn Mcvrza, whom 
Mcer Zoonoon was m the habit of veiling when he was alone, and lie 
daily presented him with something fresh ami new P One night* Meer 
Kaonoon said to him : « l perceive, from (he manner of the king, that 
he wifi not now allow me to depart; it is therefore better that I give my 
people their leave, that they may go home ” The Mcersta, hears tag this, 
gave him great praise. After Meet Zoonooti had rernitmed there a year 
or upwards, one night* at a private assembly, in the presence of the king, 
they were talking of various matters, when his royal highness himself 
^iitd: “What do you think of Meer Zoonoon being a well-wisher of 
happiness inwards me ?" Upon thin, the people at that party became 
thoughtful. Mecrza Bndeen*oosr-Zdman said : **Xo Ames’r agrees ?n 
! ake the government of Kandahar; and if any go there, in the space of 
two or three year> they die through some disease or some quarrel : it 
would be better to give Aleer Zoonoon his dinmi^sal, fur this would not 
be in vain, for two reasons-—for Metr Zoonoon, on going there, will he 
cither obedient or rebellious ; if he is rebellious it will not be fruitier 
for two reasons—for he will either die of the disease of that conn try, und, 
if he doe* not die, ho will not escape from our hands/* 

The king approved of this, saying: The bridle of the choice of thk 
matter is in your bonds/* Aieerxa B udecn-oox-Z uni nil took security 
from Meer Zoonoon. 

The king then gave Meer Zoonoon a handsome Khilat, a horse with 
saddle and bridle, and nil the requisites for a force, ?ttch &?i a Nugarab, 
and a standard, and he directed the officer* of slate to furnish him with 
a Firman, with the royal titles affixed. 

Meer Zoonoon gave a written engagement to the Meerzo, to (he 
effect that * when ihe kings Firepan arrives, l will attend without 
delay/* ^ * 

Meer Zoonoon, seeing the kindness of the Meerza, sent a man lu 
Kandahar to call his son Shah Beg, who, with Abdoor Rahman Orghooit* 
Zc *™>£ Tnrkbau, Jonfur Urghoofi, aifd Meer Fazil Kook iitd lash ? and 
+ i00 horn men, quickly came to Khurasan. By the arrival of Shah Beg 
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ctnd thesis otJiers, the king, the Memo, and alt the government officials, 
gained coiifidcnfe. 

On. account of Meer ZoonoonV going io Knptlahnr, Mcer Zoonoon 
remained a longtime with tlie king, when the princes* Ameers, and Wu* 
scecr, evening themselves in his favour, represented io hh highness that 
I he borders of Kandahar were much disturbed : flint if it was so ordered, 
Meer Zoodood would go there, ami put matters right. Thu king ordered 
ill at Zoom ton himself should go tu Kandahar. leaving his son and tiubhru 
there* On hearing this, Mcer Zoo noon, abandoning nil his property* 
horses* tents, &e. went quickly to Kandahar, hiking with him his son 
and nil his nobles. Two or three days after this cveoi T the king issued 
orders for Mcer Zoonoon to renuin until the first days of spring, and 
that be might then depart for Kandahar, Thu attendants went to his 
house, and seeing that only Ids property was there, they eame to his 
royal highness, telling him tb« Hreuinstance of his departure* Hearing 
this, the king said : pi Zoonoon having left in this imrnncr, I shall not sen 
him again/' The .princes and Mccrft said : 11 Why should he nut come * 
ail his horses cornels lent*. and property an 1 here/ 5 Hie royal highness 
rep bed : “/This is the stratagem of his cleverness : be has made game 
of me, and gone away/' And £0 it was. 

The king then wrote u kind Firman* which hr sept by a trusty attend¬ 
ant* named Sarban A li, who, going with great -peed, met Mtcr Zoo mam 
as he was march in gout of Fnmt T when he delivered the Firman to him. 
Jtfeer Znanoon, advancing to the front* took this with great humility, 
and reading its contents, he was much pleased. He apologised to 
Surban Ali, spying: ‘“I am two inarches from home, J will haven 
meeting with my children* rind* having filled my stomach with everything, 
l will then accompany you to the king/* When he got to Kandahar, 
he did Sarban Ati much honour, givin gbira large sums of money. 
One day he wan in a lent with his two sons Shah Beg and Mahomed 
Mokeem, aitfl hb brother M*ror Still an Ali, when be called Sarliau Ali 
After speaking on various subjects, UMoer Zoiin-fton saiti to him: P+ 1 
tbmkjhnt if 1 went to the btng p he would not allow me to return again : 
tell me the truth/ 5 Durban All, who bad eatperiem^ d it great deal 
of kindness at bia hands* replied as his heart desired, f lten Meet 
ZuotiDL>n fc presenting him with a handsome 1 K hi I at* a hor^n witla gold 
caparisons, arid much money p hi? gave him his leave. \\ Jhti Durban 
Alt reached the king, he told him idWthg e iron romances, gjving him the 
letter which he had brought from Meer Zoo noon s. I he king w$a 
distressed of this * bill it Is no use to be sorry for that which hu? left 
our hand a-

By reason uf the change of temper of the ting, Meerm Budcen-ooz- 
Znnian becoming displeased* and being hopeless from hi* brothers* 
lamed the bridle of hln iufenlton to go to G u rinse re and Kandahar* 
Before he arrived,, Mei-r Zoouoou, and hi* son Shah Beg, went in from 
to meet him, being most humble and submissive. They endeavoured 
to meet bis wishes ns much a* they could, -saying they were ready to 
do nil in their power for him. Then Mcerzn Budeen-ooz*Zniijrtri was 
married to the innocent daughter of Meet Zoouoon. On this account 
he was happy, passing bis time agreeably, and great friendship sprung 
up between him and Meet Zoonoon and his sons. At that lime Ameer 
Shaikh AH Tighaee p who was ihc private lulor of Mcerza Budecn-ooz- 
Ztimam fell under suspicion, and wan imprisoned. It was in this 
way:-—One day Meer Zoonoon went to make the circuit of a certain 
tomb at Dawor, when a slave, coining in front of him, as if wiEh a 
petition, struck 1dm with a knife. The attendants immediately cut him 
to pieces, as they knew that he had done this at the instigation of Shaikh 
Als B whom Meer Zoonoon and his sons intended to kill; but he fled to 
Meerza Budeen-ooz-Zuman s whose house was surrounded by the 
Urghoonceyalis, asking for him to be given np in them. The Meerza 
told them to depart, saying he would send him to them j but they would 
not agree to this. At length, having sworn great oaths that they would! 
not kill him, he delivered him up to them. 

Meet Zoonoon was again satisfied with Meerza Biidcen-ooz-Ziitnan, 
doing him service as before. Shaikh Ali Tig hate remained confined 
for ^ long time in the fort of Gurmserc: he was ihf-n liberated, and told 
io go where he ph ased, lie went to Sultrm Hoosain^ where he got 
service. In the days when Meerza Eudccn-uoz-Zumati wa_s at Bawur,

When the news of the martyrdom of his excellent son reached Moerzn 
Budcea-oox-Zumnn, he was much grieved, and, with the intention of 
avenging him, he gave orders to collect troops.

Wlicn the news reached the Sultan that Mceria Badecn-ooz-Znman, 
with Mecr Zoonoon, nncl many troops, which he Had collected, was 
coming to lake revenge for Mahomed Mamin on the field of battle, he 
unfurled the banner of his intention to march in the direction of 
Gnrmsero and Kandahar. Mocran Budccn-ooa-Znman and Zoonoan, 
hearing of the king's coming, issued orders to all the Kyat* ol I oral, 
Dawur, and Kandahar, to convey nil their grain and articles ol 
subsistence to the forts, and when much produce of those countries was 
"atticred together, they placed men of strength over it.

Snitnn lloosain Meerza was spending the early day* of spring in 
pleasure at Along Mnshceo, and bis troops had gone lo their homes, a 
few of the nobles of the army remaining near the king. Intelligence 
of this reached Bndcen-ooz-Zunian, and tih&h Beg the eoh of Mcer 
Zoohuoq, at Guritisere. These, perceiving that their time hud armed, 
determined to march quickly against the king with three or four 
thousand horse, so that the news of their movement should not reach 
him. With this intention, they mounted their horses, and without art 
hour’ll repose on the road, on tic fifth or sixth day they arrived near 
tin bz war ; when Fureedoon Iloosain Meerza, the son of Sultan Iloosuin 
MMrza, hearing of this, strengthened the fort, and sent successive 
runners to the king, conveying the news of thin, matter to him* On this 
teaching Alung Mmdieen, the nobles fell into the ocean of agitation, 
for the want of soldiers. The Sultan sent one of the men af consequence 
about him in Herat, with orders toatrtrtigihen the fort, and to tell Ameer 
Ali tiher to prepare everything there, and that when he should receive 
the royal Firman to that effect, he was to send him troops, f he king 
bad ditches dug to save his sepoys, and threw out advanced parties, 
the men of which brought word that the enemy was not ilatioaary, but 
that he was coming oti like wind and water. 

Without doubt, if Btideen-ociz-Ziimaa and Shah Beg bad fallen on 
the royal troop* that night, in the some manner in which they had 
hitherto advanced, they would have teki-n ih« bail of victory from Mora 
the kin?, and their affairs would have 1>cen according to ibeif desire* ; 
but from the strength of the fortune of Sultan Hoosaiu, they were not 
able to arrive, and they went U* sleep near EsFimujan. In the morning, 
when tiro royal forces began to appear like tiro stars, bode -, joining 
the king's camp, Budeen-oox-Ziintan and Shall Beg awoke, and, 
thinking as before, ihev advanced against the king’* armv. When the 
two forces came in sight of each Other, tbe’Nugamtro were beaten, and 
the clamour of the troops began to arise on both sides. Butleen-ooz- 
Znmaa and Shah Beg, with their men all in one body, came on, and 
set on light the fire of battle. Tfiey fought very well with the royal

On this 
account Biidcen-ooz-Zuinnn, not having effected his wishes against the 
ting’s troops, turned the bridle uf his horse in that direction, when, 
Zoomton going in front to meet him, gave thanks to God that he had 
arrived alive. To take revenge for lids calamity, he sent men to coiled 
the troops at Kandahar, Dawur, and Gore, la a short time, a large 
force of the Urghooa tribe of the Htuarnhs, the Tnkduroes, tho 
Kubchags, dec, had assembled under the shadow of the standards of 
Budc e n-ooz- Z u m a n and Zoonoon, and they were fully prepared for 
war. When this news reached the king, in the opinion that he would 
again twist the enrs of Biidoen-uoz-Z iiman, he left Alung Mu sheen, 
going towards Herat, At that time Shaikh Julnl-ood-dccn, Abon Saneed 
Foomnec, and Mon Inn a Mahomed Soorkh, came to the king from 
Uudcea-ooz- Zuman and Zoonoon, to make the strong roots of pence. 
The king was outwardly not willing to make peace, but inwardly he 
placed the happiness of his son before Ids mind. 

The explanation of this abstract is this :—One or two days prior to 
the former battle, this excellent king had sent Shaikh-ool-Islam, Sail- 
ood-deen, Ahmed Tuftazanee, Shaikh J uial-ood-deen, Aboo Sunecd 
Poorancc, and Syod Glinyas-ood-decn Mahomed Sndur, towards 
Gurmscrc, to give advice to Budeen-ooz-Zuinan, and to bring him from 
the jungle of enmity to the road of peace, When those three arrived 
near Furat, they hoard that Budeen-oott-Ztiman was coming quickly 
with a force against his father's head ; then Shaikh JuIaJ-ooddeen anil 
Syttd Ghuy os-ood-decn had an interview with Budeen-ooz-Ztunau and 
Moor Zoonoon, when Shaikh Julal-oyd-deen spoke on the subject of 
peace to the prince, who replied, that if the king in his kindness would 
give him snfticienl country* for the subsistence of himself and his 
followers, he would follow the road of obedience to his orders, and 
place tho saddle of submission upon his shoulders ; but that otherwise 
be would not do so. The Shoik)i and the Syud, receiving their dismissal, 
came m the king, telling him what his son had said. Again, after the

bcitlie, these two men, with Ameer Shaikh All Tighaee, went to 
Budcen-noz-Zuitirin* and having conferred with him on the mailer of 
piracy they returned to the king, representing to him that Mecrza 
BudeeD-oax*Znman. wished to hold, as formerly, the government of 
Sees Inn and Tumuchee, and that then he would not again be ai enmity. 
The king did not agree to this, and Leaving Ailing Miisheen, he marched 
towards Herat, After this, the people knew that the Sultan was going to 
fight again ml Buciecn^ooz-Zirman atul Zoonoon. At that limn Ameer All 
Slier came to the king from Herat* and a* he made his Salaam ho 
received honour from his highness, whom lie urged to be pleased with 
Budeen-ooz-Zuinan, speaking in favour of reconciliation; when the 
Firman was written, placing Seestan and Furnt in the hands of 
Endcen-mz-Zuman T and Shaikh All Tighnee took this Firman to him 
at Gore, when he proceeded from Gore to Seeatan. This occurred m the 
hitler days of Suftu DQ3 (a. d. 14U7).

hen Sultan Hnosaln Shall turned the bridle of his intention 
towards Astern had , Biideen-ooz-Zuinan came from Sees! an, and Meer 
Zoonoon from Dtiwur, to the Sailaf of Gore; and iniending to attack 
Khurasan, they collected the moti of Iluzamh, the NufcduTra, and the 
Ku be hags. After consultation, with an in numerable host, they marched 
against Hi'irtiL All the SuMan's nobles' cattle that they found in the 
grazing di&lricl they took, nnd pushed on towards Herat. This new?, 
preceding them, reached Herat, when Ameer Nizam-ood-decu. All Sher, 
and the other nobles in that renowned city, fell inio the ocean of anxiety: 
they strengthened the towers and parapets, nnd bringing the men of 
Bnloukat into the fort, appointed them to remain there. When Budeen- 
ooz-Ztiman came to the town of Adroceyah t Meer Zoo noon marched in 
advance. Some of the mep of BnlookaE had remained at Baghaf, who, 
seeing Meet Zoonixm with his large force, those who had the power* 
from con side radon, brought presents before him, saying they did not 
advise his advancing any farther, because Mahomed Mchjm om Mecrza 
had come from Chic link too, Mahomed Walee from Atmdghn*, Meerzm 
Ahdoola* the son-in-law of AIhTooI Bivyee Meena, Meer Baba AH, and 
the £on* of Khwuja Ufxul, with numerous and well appointed bodies of 
hor*e ; that they were assembled new Baghat, Looking for jus approach* 

I Tearing this, Meer Zocnoon retreated a Little, and wtpie word of the 
circumstance to Bndeen-ooz-Zuinaei, who come up ond joined him at 
Bakiuk, Balh of them were sitting in one rent when some from the 
advanced parties come in, saying that many men appeared coming 
from Bag hat Mecr Zoonoon, upon this, mounted with his Urghoon?, 
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and turned ilia fao* !o fight. The forces met near Along Musheetr, 
when the brave men of either side, drawing their swords, fell upon each 
other, fighting’ in such a manner that the dust from the field of the battle 
ascended to the heavens. At that time, the light of the predominance 
of the crescent of the victorious banner of Budec ihioz-Zi i ra :m Meerza 
fell upon the scene of action. The men of Herat, seeing this, their 
hands stopped from their work, their hearts left their places. Kirsi of 
all, Abdooln Mocrzsi and Ameer Baba Ali lied; after these Mahomed 
Mcosoom Meerza and Mahomed Walee. Bndccn-ooz-Znman did not 
approve of entering the city, and lamed his face in the direction of the 
royal army. Those who tied from the battle ran to the fort, the gates 
of which they shot, giving into (he hands of irtisty im-n the tower* and 
defences. Budecn-ooz*Ztttmin and Zoonoon, with victory, returned to, 
nnd encamped at, Atting Musheen. Some days after, they went to Pooli 
JVlalan. They did not wish to light against the eily of Herat; their 
desire was that the men of that place should give it up to them of their 
own accord. On this account. Ameer Ali Sher spoke with great 
kindness, and gave encouragement to the people of the town, ordering 
Ida troops not to fight. In this way forty days went, when new* arrived 
that the king had left Aslerabad, and that he wa* approaching. Upon 
this. Ameer Ali Bher sent many successive letters to ihc prince, forbid¬ 
ding his fighting against his fiilhcr, and re^nesdng him lo leave Pooli 
Malnn, and go tu some other place, so thnt he might not meet him, and 
that the fire of battle should no I be a^ain ignited. 

The prince, approving of this advice, marched front Pooli Mitlan to 
Pooli Satan - from thence he returned the bridle of Jib intention lo go to 
Ab Moorghan.

When Bud ce d-ooz-Zii man , leaving the vicinity of Herat, went to Ah 
Moorghan, many of the men of Badghccs and Chichuktoo went beneath 
the shadow of his standard, and Shah Bug, coming from Kandahar, 
joined him. In short, a very large force was collected. The prince 
sent some men to Pimndah Beg Bukshcc, the Governor of Mom, desiring 
him to evacuate the fort; but he would nut listen to this. So Shah Beg, 
taking the Tnkdnrees, and the Hujtarahs, marched against it, and with 
such arms os'they had, the'- went against this fort. Pimndah fought 
from morning till midday, when, his strength failing, Shah Beg took the 
fort of Mura, and making prisoner of the Bukshee, sent him tothe prince, 
wild, forgiving hi? fault, liberated him. At that lime the king arrived 
at Herat, when he heard the prince had a very large and duly prepared 




army, at which his highness was much agitated* because at that time, 
from the constant harassing work nl Astcrobfid, hi# men and horses 
had become linn and weakly, and wit hunt acme ri’*l thev eon Id nut 
fight against Budceu-poz-Zunian ami MctT Zoonuoii* The king asked 
counsel from Aluogtimb-iXiMlnzruiee Sultan (the minister with hi* 
lilies), and they determined to conciliate the prince. They seat 
MooJnna Fusceh-ood-deen Atdrrobadte to AbMoorghan, to arrange this 
matter. Montana Snitch, meeting Budecn-ooz-Zumnn and Zaonoon, 
eonuniiiiieEitcd to them what he had to say. inviting the prince toward# 
the kindness of his father 1 . The prince, looking ot the right* of hi# 
parent, agreed to make pence, and after many men hod come and gone 
between thcm t it was sell led to give tu Budeen-ooz-Zunmn the Suita nut 
of Balk hi and ila depeddenajea ; and that in that country the name of the 
prince should follow that of the king. The prince, afier this, left lo go to 
Bnlkh. On the road, Khwajm Slmhalj*ood*dccn Ahdooln Murworced 
overtaking him, delivered the Firman of the Suttanut of BaJkh to him. 
After hie arrival there, Rudeeu-ODZ-Ziiman bestowed great honour and 
distinction upoor Mecr Zuonoon and Shah Ecg, and then gave them 
leave lo depart for Kandahar. He gave Seestun to Ameer Sultan Ah, 
the brother of Meet Zuonoon. 

In short* Meer Zuonoon and Shall Beg, raiding the banner of govern* 
ment, arrived at Kandahar.

In the year 909 (a. d. 1502), Ilujun Boordee, and Ehoda Kotos 
Kotw&l of the fort of Lush, became rebellious to Mcer Sultan All 
['rghoon ; and wishing the happiness of the king, they sent a petition 
to hts highness, to the effect that if one of the princes- threw the pre¬ 
ponderance of his shadow' over that country, sis n in alter of course 
Scesian would be conquered wtlhout difficulty. The king then sent 
Ibn-i-HooHohi with 10,000 boisc, and hr arriving at, tooted the borders* 
raising the standard of his residence sit Gog. Whrn thia news reached 
Mcer ZboDCon, hi 4 , on hearing it, marched with his c^m Shah Ih-g 
against him, and he go! over the road very quickly* One morning* 
when Ibn-Mioflsain was asleep and his troops, here and there* Meer 
Zoonoondrew nenrOog. The Meerxa, hearing of this-, with 300 bor^emea 
who were ready, went to meet him. *MCfer Fazil Kookmltash, and his 
uncle Magi! Atktih, were the leaders of the advance of the Urghoous. 
They formed ihcir line in front of Iba-i-lfooHuit. The inen of both 
aide* quickly took in their ham*? their swords, bows and arrows, and 
spears* Tilings were in this state, when Meer Zoonocn, with many 
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men of Tarkhan und Urghoon, time up on one tide, and Shah Beg, 
with the \ ukknhs, Tukdurees, anrl Huznraha, on the other • ami 
m rear of theac Eagur Urglioan, and Beg AIL the son of Meer Sultan 
Ali Urghoon. These quickly came on the field of action ; th 11$ Ibn-i- 
Hftooain became surrounded. In this condition I he Mima fought for 
one boor, when, receiving a spear wound from Meer Fazil Kookooltasb, 
he turned the bridle of flight towards Hem I, and Meer Zootioun forbad 
pursuit ot him. After this victory, Meer Zoonoon went to Sees!an, and 
met his brother Meer Sultan Ali. In 1)09 (a. d. 1G0S) lie returned to 
Kmiduhur

In the year 907 (a, p. 1501}, Meerza L lug Beg, the son of Sultan 
Abtw Suneed Muerza, found the mercy of God in Jfubool. His son 
Mccrsta Abd-oo*Rti 2 ag became ruler there, and sat on the throne of his 
father; but on account of the youth of Hits prince, enmity arose amongst 
the Ameers, and Shere Rnzm Zukkuh took into hi* baud** all the atisiirs, 
large and small. At that time Ameer Ynosoob, and Mahomed Kasim 
Beg, Ameer Yoonoos All, and some other nobles, having left the city, 
were welching a favourable time. In short, on the day of tlm Eed-i’ 
Kourbau. in the morning, when Shere Ruzru was drinking conjee, these 
entered Krtbool with 3<Jt) armed men, and drawing their swords of 
enmity, they cut the roots of his life. 

On this account, much destruction came upon the men of KabooL 
Intelligence of this reached Mahomed Moketm, the younger son of Meer 
Zoonoun. at Gnrmsere, who, in the last day of ‘Hi? (a. », 1,101), eoilret- 
ing the Huzamhs and the Xukdurees, placed the intention of taking 
Kiibool before his mind, and he went in that direction. Me era a Abd- 
oo-Ruzag, being unable to fight, fled; and Mahomed Mokcem, taking 
the country, married the daughter of Meer z a Ulug Beg. Wws ohhit 
reached Budoen-ooi-Zaraan and Zoonoon, when they were on the 
banks of Ab Umwecynh. They win pleased at it, but their anxiety 
exceeded their joy; and Meer Zoo noon, from thence wrote a letter to his 
sou to terrify him, raying: ‘♦This business of yours is not good; it is not 
good, because fou have don.- that which you ought not lo have dime- 
m>w tt is necessary that yon ore not careless of yourself, and donm ohee 
the Ameers of KabonJ you" Then Mahomed Mokeem dismissed 
rom Kabool many of the people who tmd always been connected with 

Mate, placing near him*df his own people ; and he ruled Kibooi 
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After 1)1 is, at the commencement of 91G u. 1504)* linznti Zahecr- 
QGS*Sullanut WuUddiafut Mahomed Babur Budshah, returning from 
Samarkand, took the load to Knbonl, and passing verv quickly over 
tlie intervening ^paee* he shed honour mound this city, fortunate by the 
^redness of hi* ** blessed feel ” Mahomed Mokeem, not having 
strength to go out lo fight the army of Mahomed Babur Badhhah, sat 
down in the fort. After Kabool hud been surrounded some time, the 
men of Ooloua and Ecrnog were inclined to make their Salaam to the 
victorious Babur, and the men of the city were also well wisher* to the 
king, Mahomed Mokeern, being unable to remain* wrote lo him for 
quarter, requesting leave to come to him to deliver up the keys of the 
fort. Huzrul Bach huh M a homed Bahadoor consented to this, nnd he 
took oath that when Mokccrn opened the gates he would show film 
such kindness m he might merit. 

Then Mahomed Mokcem, being an expectant of the kindness of the 
king, cainu forth from Kabool, and found the virtue of kissing the royal 
carpet; and he made suitable olFerings to the king. 

ITuzrul Babur* agreeably to hi* promise, showered upon him royal 
kindness, and then gave him leave to go to hi* country. 

As AccorwroF the Martyrdom of Mkek Zourfoox Uttmioon, 

The moon of the month Moburmm 9J3 (a. d. IbO?) had appeared, when 
Mahomed IChan Shaibaoee Oozbufc, with forces out of number, like ants 
or loenst*, crowing ihe Goorg, turned aU in Lent ton towards taking Khara* 
san. At this the royal family of Sultan Hoosoin Mecrza became greatly 
alarmed. Budftcn* 0 CH*Zumaii seat a courier to Meet Znnooon, ah owing 
the ebrcnmstancc to him, Mecr Zoonoon consulted with those of hi* 
family who were near hint, all of whom had d life rent opinions. At 
length, Zoo noon said : 14 It is necessary that 1 should go T for my man¬ 
hood docs not give me leave to sit quiet. 1 do not expect that I shall 
return, because the army of the Oozbuks is very formidable and strong, 
and it appear* that (he rule of the family of Sultan flooftaiii turns its 
face towards declination. Ft In short, fit ear Zonnoozi, taking with hint 
the troops of Urghoon, departed lo join Badecn^oox-Zumafl. lie had 
only gone two or three marches, when he received the news that his 
daughter Choc Irak Begum had given her life lo God at Herat, Although 
deeply distressed at this, he opened the longue of thanks to Cud, that 
on the approach of these troublesome times he had become free from 
anxiety on that side* ** ■« * 

At that time he sent a messenger to Shah Beg, telling him to proceed 
to the seat of government, Herat, taking with him the innocent ladies 
of the family, give to those they food, and to remove their garments 
of affliction; adding that after this he was lo return quickly to Kandahar, 
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He ordered Mahomed Moke cm to hold Dawtir. Ameer SuJiun Ali 
to stay in Seestm, and Ameer .funfur Urgboon, Abdool Ali Tarkhnn, 
and other* to remain at Kandahar. He imp rested upon nil these to 
place great care and watchfulness before 1 heir minds, and not to in: 
careless* Mccr Zoonoon then quickly in arching on, joined Bndecnooz- 
Zumnu, whose hand he had the honour to kiss. All ihc princes and 
nobles look council with Zoonoon ; but they were aware that ihe deli¬ 
berations of man could not be a shield to the arrow of the fate of God, 
when it should be the desire of the perpetual Master of the earth that 
the kingdom of Kliorosati should go into the hands of Mahomed Khan 
Sliaibanec, and that the cud of the reign of [he family of Saltan 1 loo sain 
should arrive ; that there would he no avail in assembling the troops of 
the cities, and that there was no' advantage in asking the aid of the 
deliberations of the nobles. A t that time the sepoys of the Qozhuks and 
Mawuranuahur, had passed the waters of Umwi-cvoh, when the princes 
and nobles of Khurasan fell into the sea of care, find again commenced 
consulting with each other. Meer Zoonoon, from his natural valour, 
thought it bent to fight; Ameer Mahomed Burnedug Hurl as deemed it 
best that they should remain in the fort at Herat. Before the minds of 
all were united upon one of these two opinions, one morning, the signs 
of the close approach of the army of Muhomcd Khan became as apparent 
as the misfortunes of heaven, and the royal troops of Mahomed Khan, the 
Bitrangurs and the Juwnngur* ail prepared, came upon the field of 
bottle. 

The prince*, turning their attention to drawing up their troops, formed 
them in n line upon the places for fighting. On both sides the clamour 
of the brave, the healing Xngaralis, and the shouts of the horsemen, 
readied above the planet in the seventh heaven. Meet Zocnoon, with 
the tigers of the jungle of baltie, fell upon the enemy, and by the 
striking of the swords of the design of the crocodile, numbers of the 
enemy who trod the path of valour were thrown into the waters of 
mortality, in this manner he several times fell upon them. But the 
forces of the Oozbuks were double those of Khomsun; they followed 
each other like the waves of the ocean ; therefore the two could not be 
won in tight. In short, the princes Inst all heart in fighting with them, 
and they turned the bridles of their intention towards the jungles of 
flight; Slid all ihe bodies of their iroops, with great dispersion, fled 
towards K boras an. Zoonoon fixed his foot on the battle-field, assaulted 
the enemy oir the right and. left ; 'from (he strokes of his sword the 
dual on the plain'or battle had become red from the blood of the bravest 
of the enemy. He behaved with the greatest courage, till at length the 
Gozbuks, coming on all sides of that, noble ruler on the field of battle, 
be,receiving ma ny wound* fell from hia horse. The enemy unshed to 
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take him aJivPt tn convey him to Mahomed Khan, bn! Meer Zoonoon did 
m>l give Ivin (xnJy tip to inactivity, but remained iighling until he died.

After the death of Meer Zck>doou t these two brother# united nt 
Kandahar* performing properly nil the forms of lamentation. At ihi* 
nimbly Mahomed Mokecm, with all the ^jrd&rs imd troops agreed 10 
accept IS hah Beg fur the Sirdar-re. On that day* in the afternoon* Shall 
lU*g ordered the Nobub Md Nugnmh^ lobe beaten as formerly* and 
he confirmed in their flittiaitons all who held office under Meer ZtKinoon. 
fie did not up posit uny t therefore all were happy to ret main In bin 
service. Shah Beg had given the ornament* of knowledge and respect 
tu the commencement uf his manhood. He found a great tthare uf 
wisdom, always associating with men of learning. When Mahomed 
Khan had taken Khorasan f he went to Fnrol* From tile nee, proposing 
to rake Kandahar, he turned the bridle of his intention that way. When 
he reached Chirmsere* Shah Beg and Mahomed Mukrera sent am- 
IraRsadars to him, saying they won Id obey Isis orders; the merino a and 
coinage were uttered lo I he name of Mahomed Khan Sh ai fiance j and 
Miry proposed receiving the honour of making their Salaam to him. 

Mahomed Khan, being pleased with them, relumed to Khurasan, 
sending three horses, a handsome Khilaf, and a tent, in charge of About 
flndee and Kfi waja Taimoor Tosh. Shah Eeg hearing of the approach 
of these, thought,, by I wo coming, I hat it would be for two matters : either 
that they were to make a Ircaty, or cIhj that they wished to ?ec Use 
extent of the city and bis troops. At that time he >ent men in all 
directions to collect his people, and taking ninny men, be went forth in 
front to meet them, lie remained with them three days outside the 
city* and having pleased them, gave them their leave * 

During 9 Id (a, r>. lot}?), Mahomed Babur Bad>hah r raising on high 
the standard of departure to take Kandahar and Qawur, left Kaboot anti 
fihuzncc with matuy victorious troops. Shah Bog and Mahomed 
Mokeent went nut to meet* and fought with him on a held of battle. 
After many men had been slain, the breeze of victory * truck ihc umbels 
of the batmefft of Mahomed Babur, and Shah Beg and hi* brother /led, 
AH ihe countries uf Kandahar and Daw or came inlo I he hands of Babur, 
who took all the treasure which Zoonoon had collected with 
much labour, dividing it amongst hisTsoidir^y. Appointing hi# brother 
Sultan Wacir-kKRl-deeit Meenm Governor nf K a tufa bar, be himself 
returned to Kahool, inking with him Mali Begum, the daughter of 
Mahomed Mokeem. Some month#* after ibis Shah Beg and hi* brother, 
wilh a numerous force, fall of bravery, came upon Kandahar, freeing 
JO 












that country from Nasir-ood-deen, who retreated to Kubooi. Shah Big 
and Mahomed Mokcem turned ihcir heart!* in putting to rights the 
arrangements of the country. 

At that time the ungel of death came upon Mahomed Mokeem, who 
pulsed from this to Unit world. Afterwards Mahomed Babur married 
Mali Bt-gum to Kasim Kofcuh, agreeably to the rules and forms of 
Mahomed. After a space of time, she bore a daughter, to whom was 
given tiie name of Nahced t Be gum. Kasim R'ukuli was afterwards 
killed, fighting against the Qozbuks,

VYIiihi Shall Beg came to Shawul from Kandahar (Kitnudhar), Mcer 
Paxil Kookoulfindi and AbdnoJ All Turkhaii went to meet him, taking 
and showing to him for Service many iribes of the neighbourhood, to 
the Sirdars of which Shall Beg gave encouragement, and they Ik- crime 
expectants of liis kindness; but the tribes were afraid of the army, not 
knowing whore it was going. At length, they discovered it was going 
against See bee, and by degrees this news reached the descendants of 
Snltun Peer Wnllce, who governed in that country, upon which they 
wnl some of their confident in I men with presents to Shah Beg, assuring 
him that they were his most sincere well-wishers. After some time 
they were allowed to return, Shah Beg remaining at Shawn I, io make 
arrangements. He spread the carpet of consultation before Ids nobles, 
all of w hom were of opinion (hat it was best to go against Sec bee ; and 
Shah Bog thought so too, because in 1 he year 915 (*. ». 150^ Shalt 
Ismael had taken Khurasan, and Sultan Babur was at Kabool, and 
between these the door of warfare was constantly open; and if in this 
dissension Kandahar should pass from ihcir hands, where should they 
go to? So Shah Beg scut a body of troops fromShawuJ towards Sccbec, 
and following these, lie by successive marches arrived there, and took 
the fort, Of the men who were in it, some mode their Salaam, others, 
who had houses there, lied to Finch poor. After this, Shah Beg sent 
Meet Furecd Urghoon and others to Kandahar; he himself’went 
towards Fntchpoor, 50 kos from See bee, in the direction of Sind, now 
deserted, but the fort and houses Mill remain. When the descendants 
of Peer Wullee heard of this, they advanced to give him bottle with 
1,000 horse and two or three thousand men of the Dowtfutsbaw*, the 
Burgudace*,'the Koozpac-s, fhc'Noorghaces, Bcloochces, and other 
castes, f a tire battle. Shall Beg was victorious. Some of the enemy were 
slaia, lire rest tied to Sind. Shah Beg, after making the needful arrange- | ‘ 
n.em>, returned to Seebte, where he* stayed same lime, giving orders to 
build a house and to make gardens. He built another fort, placing in it 
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some uf his veterans, and he himself then returned to Kandahar. After 
hia return, lie went to take exercise in Dawtir, and towards Gurmnerc, 
giving encourage men l to the inhabitant* of all the places he railed. On 
arriving ui Pavmr, the mother of Mali Begum, named Beetle Zureefab, 
placing a coarse bhick woollen cloih round her neck, stood before the 
door of hint house, and on Shall Beg's arrival, she placed her hands fiat 
ihe hem of his garment, saying : M Mali Begum is the memorial of your 
brother; tl is necessary that by some means ur ol her yon bring her back." 
On hearing this* a fresh bum of the allliction of separation fell upon tin; 
heart of Shah Beg, wlio > inwards the recovery of Mali Begum, consul tud 
secretly with those behind the curtain, Fatima Sultan Begum and 
Xlntnuzud Begum, the two wives of Shah Beg, advised that Bowl at 
Kul iih, who was a slave girl in the Harem of Mahomed Mokcem* 
should be sent to Kahuul, and that by some device she should meet Mali 
Begum, and bring the nows ; that after this, a party of I heir I rusty near 
relations should go, and secretly inking her out of Kobool, and proceed¬ 
ing by the rooti through the Hnzarah country, bring her to Kandahar. 
Shah Beg, approving of tltia advice, married Dowltit Kutuh lo Dowlut 
Khan, and sent her to KabooL By great ingenuity she got into Mnh 
Begum’* house* passing herself off as one unknown ; but when there was 
no one el*e presciil, she spoke that which was in her heart. But Muh 
Begum would not agree, fearing for her life, because she bad been taken 
away by Babur Shah, saying: “God forbid I—but after my arrival at 
Kandahar, my relation** for the sake of their reputations, may destroy 
me/’ To remove this dread, Dnwlut Kutuh was constantly taking oath* 
of weight before her, when she at last agreed to escape secretly* 

DowUit Kutuh conveyed this news to Shall Beg,, who, on hearing ig 
wa* very happy. Me seat Baba Mecrkni H urban, Bowlut Khan* and 
others to KahnuL These* going through Jiuzarab, took more men from 
i he nee, and arriving at Kubool, they pul up outside the town. In Iwo 
or three days, having rested their cattle, and having shod their horses 
with reversed p{kiup t they were rdl ready lo depart. One day Mali 
Begum went to the bath in the afternoon; at sunset she left It, and 
with Dow tut Kutuh she joined her friends. But she did not bring her 
daughter Naheed Begum, then a year and a half olds. »After joining 
her friends, ahe remembered her child, and was much alfUoted ; but 
tlicHc thought it a great blessing 4 hat she herself' Is ad come, and at once 
moulded, biking her with them. They marched that entire mg hi, 
hailing In the afternoon of the following €hy to cat food- After going 
another night and day, they got over the paJb of fc.w T and arrived in the 
Huzarah country. Here they stopped some clays to-refresh, and then 
proceeded in Kandahar. Shah Beg came to the door to meet her, 
showing great hmdnes* to ber, and taking hex in hi* arm^ he carried 
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her into the house. He gave homes and Khilals to those who attended 
her, mating them all happy. One year after the death of Kasim Kokab, 
Mali Begum was married to Shah Hooswin. 

Ax Account of some of tub, Cihcumstabcbs of Sn.ui Beg. 

When Shah Ismael in 917 (a. ». 1511), took Ktrnnsiia, 'he star of his 
sovereignty shone forth brightly. He killed Mahomed Khan Shnibance 
OuKbnk, after which he attained great strength. Those who were near, 
and those who were far away, when they heard of his army, they all 
feared. At that time Dermi^h Khan, coming towards Faret and Serbian, 
raised the standard of his authority on high. Shall Beg, un hearing 
this, was alarmed, and look counsel with hi? friend!-, saying: “I am 
fallen between two kings such as fire and water: on one side is Shah 
Ismael, on the other Babur Shah." His friend* in ihdr wisdom settled 
that he should go to Shah Ismael, through the introduction of Dermis]i 
Khan; and that it was necessary to make friends with Babur UmL-hah, 
So be sent Ksure Abool Koosnin with many presents to K a bool, declar¬ 
ing that he was the very great friend of the king, and he himself, through 
.Donnish Khan, went to Shah Ismael, who was very kind to him, 
excusing him from bowing his head, and ordering him to make his 
Salaam in the manner of Cluightiyuh, bending the knees. 

Shah Beg remained in attendance a long time, the king premising 
that he should have leave to depart on the first day of spring. Dcrmisb 
Kfmn was sent to the fort of Kfchliyar-ood-dcen, when the flatterers 
turned the temper of the king from Shah Beg by evil words. As the 
spring drew near, on the pica of som* pretended business, Ismael 
withdrew his face from Sluth Beg, and confined him in the fort uf Zufur. 
His attendants, being helpless, some remained secretly there, others went 
to Kandahar. When Shall Ismael went to remain at Irag, Meltiur 
Soon bool, a slave of Shah Beg’s, went to Zufar, setting np a sweetmeat 
shop underneath where his master was confined. Through his sweet¬ 
meats he became acquainted with all the prisoners, and sometimes he 
ventured inside, when by signs he understood what Shah Beg wanted, 
and it was arranged between them, that twelve of his trusty men should 
come, and taking him from thence, convey him to Kandahar. Mefatur 
Sonnbool told these men to come, and then he cooked some sweet¬ 
meat, with which he mixed intoxicating thing?, which he gave according 
to custom to the door-keepers, ttjio^after curing it, loosened the bridle of 
alertness from their hands. 4 " .liter this, the twelve men tame to the 
slave's shop, and he, taking two of them, went to the tower where Shah 
Beg was kept, and with a rope they lowered him down; but the rope 
being short, he let go, and felt lo the darth, when, on account of the irons 
on hi* legs, be fell on his face instead of on his feet, breaking one of 
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his teeth. He then mounted a horse, and tificr marching all ihat night 
and the next day, he by wmc mean* got another hum. In ihi* manner 
lift arrived where there was no fear. The keeper* of the prison, cm 
coming !o their senses, made great search, bm not being successful, 
with great vexation they relumed back again.

When Babur Badshnb heard of the imprisonment of Shah Bug, he 
determined to lake Kandahar; bin from many impediment* which 
existed in the direction of the towns of M a wraith, I’nur, and Bncliikshurr, 
lie could not bring forth i hat which was on his breast, Em when ho 
had put his heart at case with respect to those, wills a very large.- force* 
he raised on high the standard of march against Kandahar Shah Beg 
collected in the fort all the necessary articles of subsi*U"Dce that he 
could find, and making up his mind to hold and fight the city, Jis 
repaired the lowers and defences placing men of trim over these* He 
sent spies into the royal army, lo discover and let him know daily fresh 
news as to their condition, strength, Ac. When these arrived there, 
and saw the army, they sen! word that the king, with a large Ibreo, and 
great monitions of war, had turned his face that way. Shah Beg, with 
much valour, declared it as his opinion that they ought to go hue io 
fight on the plain; and he consulted whh his friend? mi this, all of whom 
decided that it was accessary for them once to try their strength on the 
battle-field, where, if Clod allowed the face of victory in the loqjgng- 
glass' of their desire. It would be m they wished ; if not, they could, 
return to the fort and fight ifiere* But* ns Hubur Eadshah drew near + 
he became indisposed, so mo eh so that his sepoys 11 hearts lefi their 
places, and their hands let go their work. Shah Beg, hearing of ihis 
sent a valuable present to the king by influential men of ihe city, laying 
the foundation of peace between them. Babur sent a horse and a Khilal 
to him, and llien, turning his face, he look his army back to KubooU 
Shalt Beg went to Seebce, remaining in that country some time* 
telling his nobles that “ Babur Bods hah had come Ehis time to see 
the ibad to Kandahar: it is probable that be will again raise on high I he 
banner of march against it next year; for until be has turned me out of 
iny place, lie will not find repose* 1 * To confirm ibis, he advanced two 
proofs, one of which wu, ih&V 4 Mahomed Mokecm having (tone that 
which he ought not to have donc t that shorn rankled in his {Bn burs) 
heart. On ibis account be taok\^my -MokeetnV daughter: he nW 
thinks that if he does not take Kandiihar, the Urghoons"(Ciod forbid!) may 
iigida do as Mukeoin did. The other proof is, ihat the king hm many 
pibceis who have not strength t» .fight the Oozbiiks and Kyzalbashccs, 
but they arc strong enough to war against me; on ibis account, tome 
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day they will lake Kandaha r; m is ia necessary for itic lo be alerE, and 
care flit on all sides/* 

In the early days of the cold season, he sent 1,000 horsemen from 
Secbce towards Sind. These looted the villages of Kahiirx and Bfigh* 
bunan in the month Zilkut 921 {a. n + 1515), Mukhdnnm Jan far, who 
was one of the well known men of learning of Sind, says that he heard 
from Meerm Ecsa Tnrkbau, that in this expedition 1.000 eamoJs 
bdangiug to the wells of the gardens fell into the hands of that fores. 
From this the produce and cultivation of dial country may be under¬ 
stood. This force remained a week in the vicinity of those places, 

During that year, as Shah Beg had foretold, Babur Badshah come 
upom and surrounded Kandahar. He commenced digging mines, on 
account of a famine that season. This siege eaused very great distress 
to the foisens. In Hhorr, peace was made. In the early days of 
the monlh Peer, on account of fever attacking his troops, Babur 
M as forced to return to KubdtiL During this year, Shah Hoosain. being 
displeased wilh his father left Kandahar, going to Babur Bud shah, who 
received him with the cye*of kindness* He stayed swn years near the 
king, during which period Babur wan constantly saying that he had not 
come for service, but to learn the customs of kings from him. 

In 922 (a. d, 1510),, before (he eg I lections of tribute in grain were 
made, the standard of march of Babur Euddiah arrived at Kandahar, 
when he encircled it. By bis coming at that tiine T Shah Beg became 
ntijgli distressed, so he went Shaikh A boo Sunced Poomnec \o make 
terms of peace, upon which Khwaja Abdool Uxeen came into the city, 
when a treaty was written^ to the effect that in the following year Shah 
Beg should deliver op the city to Babur Badsbab, who returned to 
Knbool after this was settled, 

Shah Bog then strengthened Shawn 1, and he remained there and nt 
Scebee* In 923 (a. d. 1517), agreeably to the treaty, he sent the keys 
of the royal palace and fort of Kandahar to the king, who much approved 
of this conduct. Shah Beg passed the nest two years in Bhawul and 
See bee, with great difficulty : one season hi? sepoys had noth Lug to cat 
bui carrot? and turnips. At length, being helpless, bo turned Ids faco 
toward? looting ^tnd, and a second time his troop? came to the fort of 
Mac bee* and to the country of Chandooka. During that year. Dtiryo. 
Khan, who was called the son of Jam ftiiadah, the mlcr ofTaila, taking 
a large force, arrived near Seeboe^ At ihi? time Skill Beg was not 
present, having gone on hit expedition against Secstaq* There was 
much fighting between the Moguls (of See bee) and the Sindee?, ia 
which A boo Mahomed Mecrzu drank the sherbet of martyrdom- 
flozec Reg; and the few men of die L-gboons and Huxatahs who were 
there, did very good service, and the Sindees went back Iq Tatta again 
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In Sliat year Jnm Nindah, taking the n Nicies of his Wing, went ro 
the world of everlasting life, nnd Jam Pheruz ml in )iis* place; and ibis* 
1 hare mentioned heibru. 

During 1 tit- life-iimc of Jam Nindali the mrn of Dowlntshajr-r am] 
A T oorghnec t coming to Tail a* wept into his presence* Rat Beg 
Ltrgfaoon, with some followers, also came them, because he had spilt 
blood with his hand : to these the Jam assigntrd a quarterto live in, railed 
Mognlwara. Mcer Kasim Rtibkec also came in secret, and slopped 
some time in Tntta, and having made himself acquainted with all its 
circumstances, lie wen I hack to Shall Beg, to whom he gave temptation 
lo go and lake it, and on what lie s:iid Shah Beg prepared n force for 
thill purpose, in the latter titiya of that year, Historian* say, that when 
he began to collect men at E ? ntehpoor f great numbers joined him ; that 
from thence he seat a large body under Beg AI hue Mecrssa and other Sir* 
dars, to Show til, to protect his family and the fort; he left Sullun AiaJio- 
med at Scebce, and placed some men an Fiitclipoor and Gtinjubuh. 
He placed under Mcer FaziJ Kookofdtash *10*200 brave men, sending 
him itt advance towards Tatta* he himself following. 

When Bhali Beg hailed at Baghhaaan. the head men enme and paid 
their respects in him. It was the wish of Shalt Beg that all the people 
should come of their own accord and obey him, but these would not do 
so; then he marched upon Tatla by I ha wav ofOoondee T nnd by succes¬ 
sive marches he arrived on the bank of the Khnnwah (canal), ll kos* to 
the north of Tulin, where lie halted- Hhah Beg remained some days, 
considering how lo eras* the canal, where one day a poor man was seen 
coming over on foot. He was seized by the men on ehok.ee (guard} T and 
through iuiimidiiition he agree J to show the way, and Abdoor Rahman 
Dowhitshaee, pulling Ilia horse into the water, followed hint, and 
after having crossed over he came back again* and gave the news to 
phah Bog, On the 11 1 li Muhurram* 11^6 (a. d. leaving many to 

take carts of his camp, he himself put his horse into the canal, hb army 
following him, 1 ri short* the whole crossed over* and arrived near 
TaJltt- Bury a Khun., leaving -Tam Pheroz In the city, went forth to I he 
figfn J t with many mefl. The batik' began between the two armies, trad 
they fought to such un extent, that it cannot be described by the pen. 
At length victory came to Shah Beg, and Jain Flieioa* turning hb face 
in the direction of Eight, ermaed over (he river to the oilier side. Bury a 
Khan, after being made prisoner, was slain with the men of Summah, 

sShrth Beg gave Tatta np to plunder till "idth Mohnmjm, his troops 
throwing the tins! of vilhmy on the heads of the inhaiHLinn*.

Shah Beg seized and confined many of the families of the men of

note of the city, for he was angry* His anger ceased through the 
exertions of Kfflse Kazin, who was the Kazec of the town, in thia 
manner:—Hia family wan eonfined, anti he* like one mil of lit? senses, 
went about the streets seeking, as if Looking for something he had lost. 
In Ibis condition he wrote a letter, in which he showed forth the 
unhappy state of the people. This was given to Shah Beg by Haft* 
Mahomed Shurecf Kmani. On reading it, Shah Beg*s heart was 
affected ; he gave orders to have it promulgated by tom-tom, that none 
of his men were to lay hands on the citizens, and taking an arrow from 
his quiver, he grave it to Kazee Kuzin* and sending a man with him, 
directed that such people as he should point out were to In; made over 
to him. 

Previous to this. Jam Pheroz,* with a small body of followers, went to 
the village qf Pcmr* where he sat under great atHiction, for his family, 
and that of Nizam-ood-dcen, remained in Tatlft* and he knew that bis 
allbirs could only be improved by his attendance on Shah Beg. So he 
sent a well-spoken man to him, by whom he conveyed a most hum We 
verba! messages 11 My degree m »n small* that I could not fight with 
one of your sepoys, Thi* business, which Ims come to ihis result, has 
been brought about by fear for my life, and by the instigation of others: 
if the water of voiir kindness and forgiveness washes off the dust of my 
fault*, 1 will place the ring of snbmi^irm toyour order. 1 * in my ear, and, 
as long as I Jive, my foot shall nor swerve front the pathway of 
obedience to you ; and when your honorable troop* shall leave, and 
encamp outside the city of Tultn, I will come to your presence, and give 
light to mv eyes, which arc clear-eyed by the dust of your doorway ' 1 
tshab Beg, with great kindness, which was in his original nature, at 
this humility, pitied him greatly: to those who came from him he gave 
Khilnt*. sending mensagea full of kindness Then Jam Pherox, with his 
brethren, came to the waterside at Fentr, and suspending Ills sword 
from his neck, he rmide humble submission. tShah Beg directed LTo-ood- 
decn, the mn of Moobarnk Khun, to permit the fa mill sof Jam Pheroz 
and his relations to go to him* In the latter end of Sufnr T Bhnh Beg 
left Tattn. At his first encampment, Jam Pheroz sent him many accept¬ 
able presents,-and, through the iniTodaction of the nobles, he attained 
the honour of kiting the hand of Bhah Beg, and, in his presence, the 
Jam much lamented what he had donp, Shah Beg gave him a large 
sum of money Ln a present, and nbo the Khilat which Snltan HDomain 
had conferred upon Mecr ZoShooii; cm receiving which, Pheroz beenrue 
very happy* lie also gave to him all the chief buildings in Tat la, 
dcatrlng him to go there, and lake his people to their homes. 

Shah Beg then held consultation with his chiefs* proposing—‘ b Stad Is 
a. large country \ many mett will be required to take care of it- — a few 
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ennnol do so; it seems proper to make one-half ofh over to Jam Photo*, 
and to leave the rest under our men of trust,” i t came into the wisdom of 
the council,. that it would be preferable to make over to the Jam the 
country from Lukee, near Srhwan, to Tatta, and that ihe country 
above Lukee should remain in the hands of his {Shah Beg'*) slaves, 
After setlliiig ihe treaty, Shah Beg, by successive marches' arrived at 
Sehwistan, the men of which, before his arrival, had gone off to Tnltih- 
tue, where numbers were collected—among them, many of the tribes of 
Shubin, and Sod alt, all of whom had agreed Mint they would not with¬ 
draw tin* hand from war as long as they lived. Shah Beg took the fori 
of Sehwan. He then *enl Kazee Kuzin to the sons of Darya Khan, in 
try and Induce them to leave the jungle of i nniny t and 10 bend their 
heads in the path of fltubmiedon* When he came to these, they would 
not agree to what ho said. Shah Beg then came* and halted opposite to 
Tu!uhtoe, and three days oflur, ft m an + coming from ihenee f showed 
him the strength of the enemy, saying Mahomed Khan and Muton Khan 
(the sen* of Ditrya Khan) proposed coming in bis presence, font that 
Mnkhdoom Buhl, (lie chief priest of that country, had prevented them 
from doing so, instigating them to fight* This wan in this manner— 
when Shah Beg conquered Tatta, he placed a fine on this priest. 

Shah Beg that night collected boats, nod in the morning Meer Fazil 
Kookoollitah crossed Mae river by Michc, and the Irghoousp the Tnrkhans 
and the whoh 1 ! army. At breakfast time Shah Beg followed Ihcm. All 
the men of Tuluhtee came forth from their fort + Run mu I and Tcidoh, 
Kndalu being in advance* Mcer FazU t with the vanguard, began the 
at lack, breaking the enemy's force ; and when Shah Beg came tip, the 
brittle was taken to the gates of the fort, and hh men, falling Ppm the 
enemy with great impetuosity, many of the Smuntahs were killed. 
Siime, throwing themselves into the river, drank the water of the ocean 
of death; some fled to SobwUtan* Shah Beg remained three days in 
TnhihteCj giving to the winds of death the harvest of the lives of those 
men; In this battle the Sadahs fought well, filing their feel of valour 
on the battle'field, Most of them were slain.

When Shah Beg, having eonqnfn.nl Tatta* gave the government of that 
ecumtrv to Jam PheniZi and ret timed towards See bee and SShnwul, and 
when those men of I he Jams who through f^ar had fled were now again 
collected near him, at that time Jam Sutah-dod^en (who formerly 
hoisted on high the standard of war against Jam Pfmro*, after the death 
of SiiH father, and who for some *hort lime ruled over Tatta, and waa 
defeated by the *tmiagem of Durya Khan, mud went to Guzerat) again 
11 
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mining Ehe desire ofgovernmenl on hia head, with 10,000 horeemen (com¬ 
puted of lire three iscciw of Jharcjaf*, Sndnhs, and Kiingnrs) turned his 
(tier, towards Sind. Shah Beg had left in Tana ftfeer AWk Urghoon, 
Sulliin Mahomed 1 Scg Lur, with others* to give confitieoce to Pheroz, 
who, hearing of thi?, wrote a letter to Shah Beg, which they sent by a 
Kusid, The Jam also sent with much despatch Uhk-tiod-deen the son 
of Mooharak Khan,, saying ho needed aid. When iIiih news came, Shah 
Beg called hh nobles, asking their advice. They said it waa best that 
he should send his sun Shah Hoosain with a good force, and that he 
should arrive quickly to the help of Jam Pheroz. On the I4lli 
Alohumftzn t 927 (a. d. 1321 ) t Meerzn Shah lfoo«Uti left Shawn), and in 
twenty days he got over the road, and arrived at Tatta* and Shah Beg 
>ent other troops and supplies after him. When the new* of the 
arrival of Shall Hoc sain reached Sulah-ood-deen, he retreated* and going 
to Joon t halted there. Jam Pheroz left the city, and went out to meet 
Shah lloosain, bringing him presents ; and having an interview with 
him, Shah Hooaaiu, according to what life father had told him, showed 
much kindness and distinction to the Jam. These two, col I acting 
oh many men as they could, marched again*I Sulah-ood-dcea, and when 
they liad got some marches, he also gut ready, sending life son Ifcubut 
Khan, the sun-indaw of Sultan MoozuiTur Gazeralec, in advance. 
Meerza Shah Iloos&in had in front Mcerza Fksst Tyrkhan, and others, 
and ihe fight commenced. The Mogul sepoys stoutly fixed tile fool of 
bravery on the plain of battle, slaying numbers of the men of Jam Sulah- 
uod-deen, and Shah Hoo^ain, corning up, broke hia army. The son of 
SiiIah*oucbdcen fell, hearing which Ida father* with many mcn+ fell 
upon the forces of Shah Hoc sain, fighting gallantly ■ but at length he 
also was killed, and then those who escaped the sword fled to Guzcml. 

Meciza Shah Hoasain, the conqueror, remained three days on the 
field of action. He then turned back with Jain Pheroz* 

la the month of Rnbnc-oos*Sante f Shah Beg. coming with all the 
families to Bughbaimn, wrote a Firm an to Shah Hoosain p calling'him 
and all the nobles. Willi Shah Beg were some of bln relatives, and 
raking these alone* he went against the men of M&chec (those who 
were disobedient}, all of whom he killed, looting their property, entity 
A:c. rind razing their houses and fort to the ground^

When Shah Beg was in Baghbanan. Meevm Shah Hoosain came with 
victory : hfe father embraced him with great affection, showing him every 
kindness. He aW directed kindoeA lo the chiefs of the army* He 
remained there some lime after the arrival of Shah I loo sain, that he and 
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I ho troops might have repose. Thou, leaving him there, lit himself* 
with the chief Sirdar*, and u large force, and having lfits principal men 
of BaghbanflU with him, wont in SchwisLaa. Having Inspected the 
fort at Schwan* he placed a Thnna there, under some of his men uf 
experience, directing thnt nil the tribute paid in kind should be col¬ 
lected in it. He told the Sirdars remaining there to build hou>e* for 
themselves, dividing such as were there among them. He then returned 
to Baghbautm. From thence he strengthened the bridle of his intention 
tii go to Uukkur. At that time Kazcc Kli/.Ui came: he received a large 
present in money from Shah Beg. On his first march from Boghbaiiuti, 
men from Jam PIicrox arrived, bringing petitions from him : they placed 
in front of Shah Beg offerings of a horse and prase n is sent by their 
master. Shah Beg, giving them KhJlatx and presents in return, gave 
them leave to depart, giving them a letter for the Jam, writing as fol¬ 
lows : ** It is ray intention to take the country of Guxcrai. When it 
-hall tome lulu my hands. I will certainly leave Sind in your posses¬ 
sion* as before." He iheu want towards Bukkitr. 

A* Account of the Dt^Tnccnos pc tnr. People of the Tribe of

When Shah Beg arrived at Chandooka, which m 30 kos west of 
BnkkuTj Sultan Mahomed Khan, the sou uf Meer Fazil ICookooltash, Mi ni 
Baba Chochuk tJlkuh to ilia father, telling him ail the drcmaslnnce* of 
the country under him (Bakkur). Meer Fuxil made this known to 
Shah Beg, who gave him leave to depart, with 20Q horse, So tea vmg 
Cliandooka* he croesed the river opposite to it. To all the head men of 
the villages who came to him he gave great encouragement taking them 
with him. When he got to Bhlryaloe, Sultan Mahomed proposed 
going to meet his father, but he, hearing of this, sent word to hte son : 
“On no account put your foot outside the fort, ad Like a brave puttu 
get into your hands all your anemias, ^d imprison them in Bukkur, 
When Snium Mahomed Khan was placed in authority over Buktur, 
ihe SiMlnts (Synds) became surely for Mni t and Shah Beg directed that 
the chief men of the Bhafcja* should live in the fort' but these* front 
want of wisdom* broke these orders, and withdrew* and, opening the 
gate of war, they wished to annoy Mahomed, exerting themiehe 9 10 
gel him ont of the fort. TbfJ ccosod paying tribute, and when 
Mahomed's men went 1o them* ihev were treated with Indignity, and 
sent back again- Collecting many tnefl, t^y prepared 14 hold of liaiilr 
near Lome (Eoree), Al that time Snliart wtw twelve'years of age r and 
being voting and hasty* he wished to go against them ; but the Synds 
forbade thi*, and would not poftnit him io go to fight* giving him 
fucfipumgcment and confidence The Pbatepi^ iwice made great efforts 
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to cross the water to take him, but the Sbduls, finding this, stood up to 
figiitj manning the lowers and gateways; but the llliarcjius did not agree 
to fight with them. 

Meer Paxil arriving near Bukkur, Luke Mulviir, the head man of the 
Zemindars, with his brethren, came to pay his respects: he received 
honour. The bend men of the Dharcjiie, being helpless, also came in 
to him, to such an extent, that on reaching Bukknr there were forty, 
seven of these with him. Sultan Mahomed received honour bv kiting 
his father s foot, telling him his grievances, in revenge for which he 
(Meer Fazil) slew twenty-seven of the Dhnrcjas. When Shah Beg 
heard that Meer Pastil had reached Bukknr, he quickly started, ami 
halted on the plain near Sukkur, Sultan Mahomed had an interview 
with him, kissing l»s feet, and receiving great kindness from him. 
Kazce Kazin, who, previous to Mahomed coming, had spoked lo Shuh 
Beg, now arrived, bringing some of the townV-people with him. Sultan 
Mahomed told Shah Beg of the conduct of ihe Dharejas, on hearing 
which he turned Ilia face towards Razee, who said : “ This country of 
Sind becomes inundated, and from the waters many thorns arise: to 
root these out, it is necessary that you take an axe in your hand." On 
hearing this, Shah Beg gave orders for the destruction of the Bharejas, 
and Mahomed, going to the town, in that night he struck ihe necks 
of those people, casting them out from a tower which was culled 
Khoonce Burj (the bloody tower). The following morning, taking the 
Syuds with him, he wot to Shah Beg, obtaining an audience for them, 
speaking to him favourably of their good will, Shah Beg, on hearing 
this, addressed them kindly, asking after their families, and giving ifiem 
honour. When the assembly broke up, he called Mahomed on one side, 
asking him about these Syuds. He repeated what he bad said, adding 
that although well-wishers, still it was not proper that so many of one 
caste should remain in the fort. Shah Bog laughed at this, sayinu he 
had given n good recommendation for them. He then sent word lo 
these Sodats by liniim Beg, that the Moguls had all brought their 
families with them, and that these must lie placed in the fort; that 
it was necessary, therefore, that all the Syuds should go and live fn one 
or two of tho- largesi houses, and that all ihe other buildings must 
he given up to them. The Syuds did not see fit to remain in the fort, 
making it known to Shah Beg that, they would leave it, to which 
he agreed, giving them ground in lloree to build upon. 

The Syuds are inhabitant there to this very day. 

After Ibis, Shan Beg went into tbe fort, and wjis pleased on seeing it. 
Me distributed the houses amongst his chiefs and soldiers. He then 
measured nut the fort, and dividing -at into separate parts, he aliened 
these uuer to bis nobles, lhat they might each build from hand to hand 
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(quickly). These, breaking down the fen of Afore, which was formerly 
the scut of government, brought the burned bricks from thence, They 
also pulled down many houses of the Toorks and Summahs, which 
were about, and with these materials they built the fortifications of the 
fort of Bukkur. When the foundation of thin fort was about to be dug, 
Shah Beg said to Shuii Hoc sain : 11 Those two hills which are to the 
south arc against this fort: first uf all we must care for them, and then 
put our hands to building this,” In about an hour afterwards, having 
thought upon it, he remarked: "It in best to build the fortifications of 
this fort at once, in the first place, for the river being on all four sides 
of it, it is not necessary to have much fear for those hills, because the 
king who is powerful to take this fort, he will not surround it, and the 
king uad chiefs who are defeated will do nothing. ’ In short, after sonic 
time, the works of the fort reached their end, and he arranged that Shah 
Hoosain and himself should live in the citadel. He also gave room 
there to a few of his nobles, such as Mew Fasti and his sister, Snilan 
Boejah, Mulik Mahomed Kokuh, Mew Mahomed Suvhan, and Sultan 
Mahomed Mohnrdar. 

Those fortifications arc standing at the tints of writing tins book, 10OD 

(4. n. 1000). 

One year afterwards, when Shah Beg hud put his heart at rest 
regarding this fort, and by his arrangements with the Ryu is, be turned 
his attention lo punishing those Beloocbee* who would not lake their 
hands out of dissension, and he determined (hat the fire of their discord 
must be quenelh-d by the water of the sword. He saw the face of this 
business in the looking-glass of deliberation in till* manner: to place in 
every village of those Jbdoochecs bodies of his tried men, who should 
Slav’there some time ; that a certain period should be fixed upon, when 
at one end the same time those bodies of men should destroy each of 
those villages. 

In short, as he proposed, he sent these troops to every village of these 
Beloochces, and going there, these waited for the appointed unie; when 
it arrived, all taking their swords in their hands, they brought the afluir* 
of ttase people to an end. In these encounters, forty-two villagers 

were killed and wounded- * ... 

In the beginning of the cold season of 939 (*. » *>f>; 

Pavundah Mahomed Tarkhan a? Governor of Bukkor, Shah Beg, with 
a very laree force, marched to take Guierat. At every bulling-,dure 
he punished the disturbers of the r eVe'on-Wih sides of Oie river, clear¬ 
ing the country of them. He then arrived al CbandoMm, where Mew 
FariI became sick from fever, so, obtaining leave to return, he went 
bark lo Bokkar, and Baba Ahmed, hi* “I®* 1 had permission In 
accompany, and atiend upon him. Shah Beg, seeing the sickness of 
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Meer Fazil, became very sorrowful: in this affliction he became aware 
that Meer Fazil bad heard—“Oh my tjuiel people, return to your God 
with pleasure!” (Korun); and that he bud joined die people of Paradise 
Shall Beg and Shah Hoosain, on this account, become much dejected ; 
and that aight Sultan Mahomed Khan, and oil the near relatives of 
Meer Fazil, had leave given to them, and these, in the hope of finding 
him alive, went with great haste, arriving at liukkur the next morning, 
when they found that he had left this world, so, pulling on ihu winding- 
sheet, they placed him in his grave. On the third day, Shall Beg came 
with haste, performing all the customs of mourning, taking olT the clothe* 
of affliction from the members of the family, saying: « The death of Meer 
Fazil shows me the road to death, I shall follow him!’' The people of 
the assembly, hearing this, begged for mercy, saying—“ May you live !” 
He went from thence to the Harem, to the attendant* of which he said 
the same. These exclaimed as the others had done, saying—“ What 
words are you bringing upon your tongac ?” In short, Shah lieg, with 
Shah liuoKiin, and ali the .Ameers, having done everything that was 
oecesi-ury, marched away, and punishing those on either bank who were 
troublesome, he set his heug. at ease, and by the way cifTntiu he went to 
lake Gazcrat. By successive marches he arrived at Aklium, from 
whence, sending to call Jam Pheroz, he remained there sonic time.

The decree—** Upon every one death will come'” (Koran) is ap¬ 
proaching all; and the decree—“All that breathe are the drinkers of 
the sherbet of death!” (Koran) is coming down on each. 

When Shah Beg had set his mint! at case with respect to the affairs 
of Bukkur and Sehwistan, he proposed to take Guzerat. After leaving 
Bukkur, the news reached him that Babur B&dshnh had arrived at 
Bhcerah, and Kbooshab, and that he intended to take Kindoosian. 
Shah Beg, on hearing this, said to those nt the assembly : “ Babur 
Badshuh will not even permit me to remain iu Sind. Some day he 
will take this country from me, or from my descendants: it is lit for me 
to go away to,some other place ” When this care fell upon him, some 
disease was bad within him: such medicines a* were given made no 
impression upon him, and he made the journey to that world before 
reaching Gaze ml. It is written, that whoa near death, he called Ha£z 
Mahomed Hhitrcef, saying Jo trim—“ Read a chapter of the Yaseen” 
When Hafiz came to “ It is not proper for me that l should not read 
prayers to Him who created me, to whom we ail shall go,” Shah Beg 
became revived, Haying—“Oh special leader of the Korun, read that over 
again!” Hafiz did so, and, when he came to ‘‘Said it would be good 
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if my people knew what kindness God shows to me/ 1 lie (Shah Beg) 
made over His Life to God. This occurred on the 22nd of Sbaban* 92H 
(a. d, 1522), On that night the Ameers and till the men of consequence 
agreed to obey the orders of Meerzn Shah Hnosaln, as they had those of 
His father, Shah Housed it Lind his friends performed all the customs of 
mourning, and took his corpse to Bukkur. Three years afterwards his 
eodin was taken to Mecca, where it was placed in the Monnlln + and a 
tomb wtL& built over him. After the death of Shah Beg T the news 
arrived, that on hearing of it Jam Pharos was very happy, beating 
Nugarahs. When 8hah Hoos&in heard this., great perspiration of 
enmity came upon Mm, and the fire of anger became lighted in hh 
body. The Ameers did not think it right to go to Gurarat then, and 
the standard of taking Jam Fheroz out by the roott? T and of conquering 
Ttttta, was raised on high.

At the commencement of his youth, Shah Beg went into the presence 
of Khwuja Abdoola, saying he was a humble man, and he repented 
before him. At that time be brought perfection to himself, spending 
much of his lime in prayers to God. When he was with his father at 
Herat* he always attended the assemblies oT the learned, and he was 
in the habit of calling these lo hia house twice a week. The results of

One of the wonders of the country of Seebec is, that to die north of it 
is seen u cupola* which is called, id Sliidce tongue, Mtiree.or GurW p 
and when anv one goes there* it disnpprears from the sight. One time 
.Sultan Mahomed Bukrec* taking two or three thousand people, went 
nil over those hills, but he could not sec anything of it * he did not find 
this cupola. It is said that it is a talisman* made by former people, 
and that beneath it there is treasure, A DurwUh once went there* 
when he found something : after that* on the strength of this many 
people went there ; hut none of these found anything. The fori of 
See bee is upon a small hill, the stones on which arc all round ; and as 
much as the earth is dug, such round Tories are Jound. In Kore 
Ziimeen* which is a part of Scebec* the cotton plants are as large an 
Bheree trees, and the men there, gelling on liorsfback, pluck iho cotton. 
On each of these pleats there ai*> always one or two hundred ■makes* 
which are knocked otl by sticks* when the cotton in gathered tifa 
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person is billed by one of these, the part h pricked ot the Lime with the 
point of :i knife, and ihe blood drawn out, and he generally recovers, 
A small river near Seebee ran over brimstone : if any one drank the 
water* he became sick—many have died of thin sickness; but il did 
not njFeei ihe inhabitants, because Jt had become habitual to them. 
Suhau Mahomed every year sent people to Iry ill is water* and the 
greater part of them always died. In Ihe time of Khilafut Punaher r a 
great Hood of waters came, and taking this brimstone out by the roots, 
washed it away ; from which time Ihe sick ness has been less. The 
water of this river rami 50 kns beyond Seebee* collecting at Sarah, 
where it is taken away for the fields j that which is in excess Hows 
into the lake of Munchoor, which is near Sehwam. On the banks of 
that lake there are many snakes, the bite of which few survive. The 
men about there wear very long, wide drawers, to defend themselves. 

f went there, and .saw the men irrigating their fields * and as 1 was 
going along, 1 saw snakes at every step of my horse. I wished to dis¬ 
mount, but for fear of these I did not do so, going off to a distance 
in X lie plain for that purpose* lit the country of Seebec, there were 
formerly many forts, and much cultivation ; but all has now become 
deserted. The hot winds blow there* The country between See bee, 
Debra, and Kushmonr is culled Bargun, the hordes of which are not in¬ 
ferior to (hose of Irag: w p bcn n foal is born, they place il upon gravel, 
upon w r hich it walks for one year, and its hoofs become like stone ; so 
much so, that it is not necessary to shoe, and these go amongst the hills 
without shoes* 

A tribe remains at Chanttr T cal led Kuheree, The reason of their having 
this name is this : Kuheer is the name of a tree T on one of w hich one 
of their ancestors mounted* and striking it with liis w r hip* it moved like 
a horse: in this manner the name Kuheree originated. Near Gunjabah, 
which in part of Scebec, there is a place where water comes forth, and 
with this, fishes s much ground is occupied by this water. Amongst 
the bills at Gunjabah there is one very high and perpendicular: from 
this bangs an iron ea^o, in which, se is said, there is something—the 
hand cannot reach it : if any one, by getting to the top from tbe'olher 
side, tries to g^i hold of it, goes far from him, and if one attempt* to 
get up tott from below, it rises* or goes to one side* the earth underneath 
appearing to recede far away. Secbep and Gtinjabjih arc in this way : 
the hills of Sitorc and the river Ab Kuseeduh (drawn w ater) fro m Sccbee 
and Gtmjatnjfi nra to the ri*cr Sind. All this country is desert. The 
road to Kandahar lays over this Bhonn, which is 100 kos in length 
from the river to See bee, and it is G0 k os in breadth. For four months 
in ihr days of the sun, the hot winds prevail here. 
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An Accohkt op thu WoKDfiftfl OF KaJCDAUaA. 

At 10 km to the west of Kandahar there is si village called Eckh* 
bailee, near which there is a hi!l + in which there is a cavern, with 
running water an all siJps, BuL* T like rots, are very numerous here : n 
room has been cut out of the rock p and a!her rooms appear to those who 
go forward; hnt h m so dark that no one can go without lights and 
when there are taken, these batt< coma upon yon, and the lights tu sne-h 
numbers that it is very difficult for a person to proceed. They say 
there En] [small there, and a revolving wheel, around which there are 
bricks of gold j also that Baba Ilustin Abdool went there, amt throwing 
a hide upon the wheel, he went forward, nod brought out one gold brick 
1 will presently relate the circumstances of Bnbn Hnsam 

Another curiosity is, that by I he order of Babur Rad shah, at a hill 
called Seepooz&h, the rock was cub and a recess made, which he calk'd 
Penh tag-. It is a very lofty recess: For nine years eighty stone-cutter* 
were employed, and then they finished the Work. Certainly it is ji spot to 
delight the eyes, close over the fJrghooadab, with many fie Id- and 
gardens about. On this account, during the' spring, many go there ; 
but the recess is very high up, on which account no one gue^ there, 
being afraid of falling. In the inscription in this reeearn are written the 
names of Mahomed Babur BadsEiah, Meerza Karnmn, McrriEi l skorec s 
Wecrza H undid, and that these were oJ I men of good spirit, Ac , But 
Hoomayoon Bad shah, not bring of the kings there, his name wu> not 
written, and of all bis country Kandahar alone appeared. When 1 went 
there, seeing that the names of Hoomayoon and Ukhnt ^huh, naid their 
countries, were not men lio lied, and this when ihnnuanda of countries like 
Kabool and Kandahar were in the hands of their slaves, it came iriio 
nty heart to write the names of their countries and cities. For thin 
purpose, I called from Bnkkur good writers and stone-cattery who 
wrote the names of Hoomayoon BsuJshab* and Iluzmt ^haEicm Shah 
Ukbar t and also of their countries and cflif*, from Bengal to La here* 
Bunder (Tnttn)* and from Kahool and iihujtnee to the south. In fmir 
yearn this was finished t and it certainly was well executed, so that 
many went to see it Nrarihc hill in Which this recess is, there is 
a eaverttj the end «f which Clod only Known. This is the cavern from 
Whence, it is said, Baba Hnsu* brought the brick of gold. The 
rfiHinncc between these is seven or eight to*. On Ihc hills near 
Kandahar. Mookhtisnh island, which <lV* ftom the poUonon* hiteof a 
snake, and from other poisons. Phis is not fan ad anywhere except on 
these bills. On the top of one of ihese hilts there is a fire*remplc. 
This budding is made M srni-hofnt bricks, each of which is 2 gnz 
aqtiifr, and t -pan thick. It dsrf* now, not m the least decayed

frs Knndahdr there was formerly sickness every yeur, when Shiift 
Tsihmasp ordered Sultan Ho-main, who was governur there, to pliant 
rants on the banks of such riven? la the vicinity whose w liter? the inhabit* 
a tits used for drinking and other purpose s T lie did us he was direr ted; 
after which the yearly sickness abated much, Inti in Home seasons 11 
broke out worse than before. Many people die from passing blood* 
which also conies from the uumEli, nose, and ears- In the lime of 
Khilafui Fumcliec Ukbar Slmh f when I went to Kandahar ns governor 
in the year 1007 d. lo9S) t 200 men, horse nnd foot, of the T liana, 
died of this disease, 

The men of Ilumrah in Kandahar are not in the habit of wearing 
clothes coloured red, blue* &6.; they are plain men, wishing only for 
simple cloth and shoes* 

About Kandahar there arc many graves of the workers of miracle*. 
Amongst these is that of Shah Mu snood Abdul* On the hill aide (at the 
base of which is this grave} vines, apple trees, f|oince trees, porne- 
gmnaies# and many other frails grow of their own accord: there arc 
many springs of water running there. Snell ns this is only to be found 
ai Kandahar, nowhere vise. Shah Mu snood planted a vine there, 
which remain? still, Near this hill there is a tract of land culled 
Tnnbeelr where the melons and water-melons arc particularly fine ; 
they are watered from Kareezes. Wherever these are sown, hailf of the 
fruit, more or less, have insects in them, the fruit becoming on that 
side as hard as a stone; but this is not the case wish those grown at 
TunbceL 

Another grave is that of Baba Ihistin Abdoul, of the true family uf 
the Syud* of Subzwar. 

At the beginning of bis life he had an inclination toward? God. He 
made a journey to Mecca, performing the pilgrimage to both that shrine 
and Medina* remaining there some time. He came to Sutra war in (he 
time of Shah Rookti Buds hah, who placed rrfeat faith in him. On ibis 
account he took him with him on hi# journey to Hindoo*tan, and when 
he returned Baba Husua remained at Langur of Kandahar. When 
there, he said to his disciples; From this earth the&mHl of friendship 
comes lo me ! w He remained there all his days, dying there* His 
grave is on high ground, beneath winch is ihe Lrghoondab, with many 
villages; and on Friday* the men 5*nd women, the little and big, the 
good and the had, nil flock there on pilgrimage: but few remain in the 
city on that clay—ail go lltere* ft certainly is a delightful situation and 
those who come from other parts say there is no place like it. 

His (Baba Hqmo'j) miracles are many; from amongst them these 
%rc a few—1 have related how he went into the cave, bringing out the 
cold brick l— 
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In front of the door of liis tomb There Is a temple of a conical shape,- 
made of stone, but the stones are not cut, and each weighs S Kanda¬ 
har maunds j there is not any plaster or mud between them. They say 
this was his cloister, and that with one disciple be built it in doe night, 
Thi clones ore m joined, that water does not pass between them ; and 
yet, what is most extraordinary, the sky is to be seen between through 
the crevices. On the peak of the lull, on the base of which stands this 
Tomb, there is a temple built by Baba Husnu AbdooL All who see it 
say one of his miracles, because there is no way for a man to get 
th.cre. and it must have bees most difficult to convey material* for 
building there. 

Sy lid Meet Hoosain Zunjeer Eai is also of the true family of Sub* war; 
there are nineteen generations between him and Imam M-oo&a K&xim, 
His mother was the risler of Baba Husnu AbdooL W he a Baba Hu sun 
returned to + Subz\var from his journey to Mecca, he married lgs lister 
Fatima Beebec to Syud Uuin-ood-deen, who was of the chief family of 
the Syud’? of Subxwur* ft is said, that nineteen years after this marriage 
Mecr Hoosain Zunjcer was bora, and that at the age of seven years he 
dl nap pen red from the sight of his friends, who ran about in every 
direction, but they could not find him- On this account great sorrow 
came upon hi* parents. After seven years all at once he came To their 
door, crying out. When this reached their ear*, with great hapjpiueis 
they ran out, and cured their eyes of the tears of Bepaifttioa, They 
risked hint why he had left them : he replied that the Mosul men 
Genii, at the desire of hi* maternal unde. Baba I lustrn. had carried 
him a way So him in Ilindoostain, whore ho had rem aided one year with 
him, when he gave him leave To deparE,and the Cicnii brought him back 
to a prictft’* monastery, where he stayed six years, Ending inclination to 
learn the tradiiion* of Mahomed, and the ordinances of God. After hi# 
return home, he followed The path of the jungle of theology of the 
Soofees ; he chose to go about, wandering, gathering from each harvest 
(of their travels) one ear of corn; from every comer (of inquiry) he 
found bread. When the fire of the love of Clod commenced burning 
in hisVea?^ he began to seek a perfect priest: in this search he came 
to his uncle Baba Mu sou. 

It is said That one forenoon Mcer Syud Mqonitt was coming to visit 
Baba lEusun at Llingur, who fc^tcame lost in, rapture. Faying lo his 
disciple# : ** I perceive the scent of jk man from whose earning the eye 
*if my hear* wall receive light: do you go inTrontto meet him/' These 
Fakcera hud gone bul a short w ay, when they met Synd Floo*ajn f whom 
they brought to Baba Huh no, who embraced him, kissing hb face and 
bead, and aerating him in his o^n place. Hearing of the arrival of 
Sytid lloanaid, all the priests of Kandahar came to visit him ; many 
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were collected to see him. Then Baba Husnu said to him s « Oh sen ! 
many good people have come lu see you; it is accessary that you give 
them something lo cat^ McerSyud Hoosqjn arose, and placing a vessel 
an the fire, he pni inio it five seers (Klsandnliarec) of meal, and ten scots 
of Hour* which began Jo cook* When it was done. Baba Hu sun snid— 
14 Am you able to fid the bellies of the Fnkcers with tliia 1 Pf Syud 
Mcer Hoosain said he could# and he got up. 

Many men of truth stale that from this vessel he took out l5f> dishrs 
hlled ; that the stomachs of all were satisfied, and the vessel remained 
fnll as before. 

It is also said that ho was one day standing on the rend non? Langur; 
when a man with a loaded camel passed by* going towards the town. 
The Syud asked him what there was upon the eamel. The man T in fear 
that he would beg something of hin* r replied “ stones.” The Syud 
exclaime*!—'■ It will bo so ” When the man got to his house, and 
unloaded the camel its his enclosure, he opened the load, and found 
that it had become stone ; he took it up, taking it to Syud ffoogain, 
excusing himself, and placing these stones at his doorway. These 
atones were placed over his grave by his disciples, add they arc there to 
this day. His praise is beyond what 1 can write: I have left all, having 
written but a little. 

An Account of Syud Mahomed# called Syud Site re K^lukbub. 

Syud Mahomed was the son of Meer Syud Hoosain Zunjeer Rai. 
From infancy he ran in the direction of the ways of abstinence; he 
brought himself to n very high degree. He spread the carpet of the 
ways of God, to show them to the people. He quenched the thin! of 
the jungle of desire from the fountain of the knowledge of God. Hi* 
miracles are beyond the geometrician of knowledge, who cannot encom¬ 
pass them. I mention a few of them. 

This i* the reason why he is called Syud Sherc Kukindiir, because 
he changed his appearance to that of a tiger, in thi* way 

When his. miracles became well known, lhe men of Kandahar* 
BtilooLd, and Hitzarah, became his disciples, giving him offerings and 
prerenta* At-that time one Syud Kudinuh spoke against him before 
M«f Zooftoon, who become so angry with him, that he sent a man to 
call him. Meet Syud Mahomed, coming from Uekulchuk, met Meer 
Zoouoon in the Jam in Muajid on Friday, On going away, Meer Zoo- 
noon ordered him to be confrned!

One day, for the sake of examining 
his miracles, he went to the Synd, silting down like one without ruspcei, 
when the Synd looked towards him with earnestness, upon which 
Sultan Ali arose, tearing lib clothes. He shaved his beard and head, 
going about naked for some days. His sister Becjuh Junnul and her 
husband went to the Synd, asking bis forgiveness of Knllna Ali, when 
he gave them the water which remained after performing his ablution* 
previous to prayer, for him to drink. On drinking this, he became as 
before, and a disciple of his. A* long as he lived he brought firewood 
on hi* head for bin kitchen. Sultan AH says, that one very cold night 
MeerSyud Shere went out for exercise with his disciple? that he *icpt 
an hour, when he hud a dream. Awaking at the time, he told Sultan 
All that such had happened to him, and to take off his clothes. Mccr 
Syud then placed a cloth around him, and breaking the ice on tic: 
water, he went into the canal. At this time, says Sultan, “ I was 
shivering all over, when the Syud said to me— 1 What, ore yon cold ! 
Come and behold the secrets of the men of God!' So I arose, and went 
to him, when I found the water so warm, that my body censed to shiver, 
and getting out, I did not find it cold.” One day. this Synd went to the 
village of Sofaid rowan, w here the air was warm, Kbwaja Shnhub- 
ood-deen So fa id m wanee, who was fine of bis disciple*. sny« that on 
account of the heat lie went forward to meet him, requesting him 
to coma 10 bis garden for an hour: the Syud, agreeing to what he said, 
Kbwaja went in advance, to prepare a place for him near a a.iter 
reservoir. He says: “On account of the smallness of the doorway, 
I proposed tying*his horse under a true outside; when I *aw him 
entering on horseback.

It! the beginning of 93* { 4 , n. 1521), Shah HooflttJn hoard that ihc 
Duhurs and Mncliceg of UubnwruFi anil BEriltee Wnhttu were always 
fighting With the Mohura nod other Ryots of Matholuh. Upon this, he 
directed Baba .Ahmed, 1 lie son of Moer Fazil Kookooltash, to take a force 
10 punish them. Preparing his troops, he made foray.* upon On&aw* 
ruhubad and Bhlttec Wahim, tooling both plates. lie then returned to 
the fort of Mftlheluh. The Dfthurs then said to the Beluochires in the fort 
of Sewraee; “The Moguls have come *npon tut, inking our cattle and 
property ; if you do not stretch forth yotir hands upon them, this will 
always be their mad." Thase Feloochees, then, collecting their men, 
**** against the 'Muhors; hearing of which, Baba Ahmed went in 
pnmuit of, and came up to them close to Oobawrah, where a bank took 
pine**, in which the Ih-loocheei! were defeated, many of them fell, and 
*«ren- Duhurs being taken prisoners, were confined. Shah floosuin 
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uftti rwafds sent another force as far as Koodhee and Diiruwitr, who 
pun i slu'd the Bcloochees severely. 

As Baba Ahmed was returning, he killed and confined many 
Machccs of Oubawruh, severely twisting the ears of these last. This 
tribe ilien gave him a present, and one of their daughters; and having 
put that country to rights, he left some men there, and returned to 
Bukkur, During the inundations, the camels belonging to Shall Hoo-uin 
were sent to Mat he luh to feed under Mahomed Furash, and the Duhur<t 
and Multure were called upon to tend them- The Bdoochees of 
Sewrnee, and the Juts uf Darawiir mid Fulehpoor, hearing uf this, 
assembled and looted the whole of lbeta. The news of this reached 
Bukkur, when Baba Ahmed started with H00 horsemen- He reached 
Dam win with great speed, killing many of the people, and recovering 
the camels. When he arrived near Bhittec Wahun, the Beluoehees of 
Sewmee and the Dullure took possession of his road ; there was a severe 
light between them, when Baba was severely wounded. He withdrew 
from the field, and had nearly reached Mattie!ah, when he fell from 
his horse, and the bird of his life flew away from his body. When Ab- 
duol Futeh, the son of Meer Fav.il, heard of the death of his brother, he 
was greatly afflicted, and dejected. He received permission from Shah 
Hoosain to go there, und he sent with him Meer,Kasim Kubuk Posh, 
who was his father-in-lav, that lie might not itnh headlong on the 
enemy. Abdool Futeh arrived, and sent the body of his brother to 
Bukkur; he himself waited there for an opportunity of revenge. 
Qrte day he found this, falling tif^n Rahman Duhur's host, many of 
whom he slow, pursuing them as far as Mow, dispersing the 
whole- Men then came between them, and peace was made, the 
border of Sind being extended to Bhitiee VVtUiuu, where Abdool Futeh 
remained some time- He placed near himself Meer Mahomed Kuo tee, 
the son of Baba Ahmed. One day the news reached him there, that the 
flattie of Ooimwnib had been looted s he at once girded on hie weapons, 
and went forth. At that tirm- the hot winds were blowing, which 
entered his nature, so much so, that by the time he got home be was 

After these two deaths, in the year P30 (a. t>- 1523), Shah Hoosnin 
summoned all his Ameers to Bukkur, when he gave Hi cm orders to 
prepare every requisite for two yeors, to go against i. oo tan.

men of Urghoon, Tukditree, anil Huzarah, who had brought their 
families and lived at Secbee. 

Ill one week, with I,01X) horse, he arrived m Seebec, the fort of which 
he repaired and strengthened, placing it in the hand* of twenty men ; 
and then, with his mind at cawe, he returned by the road of Ltilirec and 
Chtuiiir, looting the Rindh* and the Mugscos on the way, inking many 
of them prisoners, all of whom lie released after having made strict 
arrangements with them. Their Sirdars he took with him lo Jlukknr. 

When Shah Hoosain heard that Babur Eadshah was going against 
Ilimluostan, he sent ambassadors to him with valuable presents. He 
also wrote a petition lo him. 

At the lime when Shah Huosain went (as formerly related) to Babur 
Badshah, he made the friendship of, and was betrothed in the relations hip 
of son-m-Law to, Mecr Kfruteefnh, who was the minister and Dewan 
B e gee of Babur Bad shah, who approved of the proposed connection. 
To renew this engagement, he sent Shah Sultan, the grand mol her of 
Abdool Bakee, of the family of Syttd Jan fur, to Babur, to make this 
known to him, Huzriu Babur becoming the cause of the onion, 
Goolhurg Begum, the daughter of Mew Kuleefuh, was given in marriage 
lo Ueerza Shah Hoojaiu, being sent with her younger brother, Hnosain- 
ood-deen Mccruk, Lo Bukkur, where Shah Huunain received her into 
his liou.se, giving lo Hoowniii-wd-decu the Furguna of Bnghhamin for 
his cipenyeH during his stay, Shah ffoosain then proposed going 
towards MooLfan* Babur Badshnh gave in marriage lo Mohib All 
Khan, the son of Mcer Khattcfuh, Nash end Begum, the daughter of 
Mali Begum, whom I have previously mentioned as having been left 
behind in KabooL when her mother secretly lied from thence. This was 
brought about to strengthen the friendship on both sides. 

It will not bo secret that the conquest of Mooltan was effected by 
Mahomed the son of Kasim Suknfee, in the lime of Hnjjnj the son of 
Yoosoof. After thi*, It was again taken from the Topihln by Sullau 
Mahomed Ghaxee, and it remained a long time in the hands of his 
descendant*. When the rule of the Kings of Ghuznee had reached it* 
limit, Mooltan went into the hands of the Kimniituh. From these, ekgain, 
it was wrested by 8 ill tan Muni-nod-dee a Mahomed 8 ham, and it 
remained under the King* of Delhi till 800 {a. d, lS97) t from which 
lime, There being dissension amongst these, the Hakeem became 
rebellious, and U passed away from Delhi. 

After this various men ruled, over lhat country, such an Shaikh 
VooMof for two-vycars, Sul tan Kootb-ood*deen for thirty-four years, 
then bis son Sultan Hocmnin for lw<inty*neven years; Sultan Mahomed 
(nr Himfl months ; after him Sultan Hoosaiu, 

When Sultan L'Ja~cH>d-deen T the son of Mahomed Shah, the son of 
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Pheroz Shah, iJh> son of Moobnruk Shah, the son of Khiznr Khun, 
became King of Delhi, troubles arose in the affairs of that stain, and in 
the country of Hindoastnu there became many kings. 

On account of the oppression of the Mogul?, Mooltatt Ifceaine without 
any ruler: throughout that country, with the great and humble, there was 
much faith in the family of Shaikh Ru ha-nod-deed Zukreeya. On this 
account all the good and weighty men assembling, placed at the head 
of the state Shaikh Yoosoof, who was the superintendent of the Mouarkeu* 
ofSIinikh Unha-ood-deen Zukreeya, and his name wa? read in the sermon 
in the pulpits of Moollan, Ooch, and other cities. He turned his atten¬ 
tion to pul in order the affairs of the kingdom. In ihe first place, he 
increased rlic forces, he brought the hearts of the Zemindars beneath 
his orders, and he gave ornament to the matters or the mate and country. 
One day, by chance Rai Sultccruh, the Sirdar of the Lon gaits, and who 
lived at Riprce, sent this message to Shaikh \onsoof:—*• My father and 
grandfather formerly placed faith in your family: now there is much 
dissension in the kingdom of Delhi; so much so, that Mulik Roohlool 
Lodhee has taken it, reading his own name in the sermon: if at this 
time yon will take into your service some of the Lungahs, I will be 
your servant, and in such duty and business as you may show to me, 
I will not excuse myself from giving my life. To show you my fa'th 
f now send to yon my daughter, and f accept you as my son-in-law,” 
The Shaikh, hearing this, was very happy, and married his dang liter. 
Rai Suhcernh occasionally came to Moollan to visit his child, bringing 
handsome rarities for Shaikh Yoosoof, who did not fix upon any plat e 
of residence for him in the city, but was in tbs habh of encamping 
outside, and leaving his people there, he went in alone- One lime, 
assembling all his people, lie went there, with the intention of wiring 
Shaikh Yousouf,and of becoming king himself. When he got near the 
city, he sent weal to the Shaikh, that on this occasion he hud brought 
all" the men of Lungah that ho might inspect Ihcm, and give service to 
such as were tit- Shaikh Yoowof, being free from suspicion of treachery, 
with carelessness treated him with attention, aad Rai Suhecruh showed 
him his horses and men. At night, leaving his men outside, be earn.- into 
the city, attended by one servant, whom he told to bring a kid, winch he 
was to kill id secret, and bring the blood to him in a cap.

In the year 931 (a, d. 1524) Shah Hoosain, marching towards 
Mooltan* passed over the intervening space* and arrived near Sewrace. 
He then gave the order* to plunder ; so his troops looted, and wherever 
they found an enemy they put him to the sword. The Beloochees, 
hearing of this, fled to Ooch: some few went \a the fort of Scwraee* 
where they determined lo fight. Tills wa-n the strongest fort in all that 
country. Shah Hoosaid encamped near a lank, and Sultan Mahomed 
Bukree, galloping to the front, towards the fort, commenced fighting 
with those men who were near, and outside of it, At that time he had 
with him eighty men. I have myself heard* from the longue of Sultan 
Mahomed himself, that in this battle of Sewraee thirty men fell to his 
sword alone, and that his men behaved most bravely, slaying two 
hundred of the enemy. 

"When the Bdoochees saw this, they fled from the fort. In the mom* 
lug, when Shah Hoosain heard of it, lie gave credit ami praise lo 
Sultan Mahomed, but calling him in private, he struck him three limes 
with a stick* rebuking him, saying: ^This bad gallop of your*, and 
your going in advance, was not good,” The next day be marched, 
coming near Svwniee* the destruction of which he ordered : and in seven 
days it was level with the ground- He went from thence to Mow* 
encamping at a tank near it. 

Shaikh Ron-coldnh* the son of Shaikh Hi-mad Kornishce, a great 
Mu sill man saint, eame to visit Mcem Shah lluosain-, saving in lib pre¬ 
sence, that the men of Mow were very weak, and had no heart to fight. 
Shah Hoosam ordered Meerza Mahomed Mhikecn Turk halt to take some 
men and go into the fori, and sec- what was in ii in the way of provi¬ 
sions, and not to raise the hand of violence against any Lungtiha arid 
Beloochees whom lie might find there. He went as directed, nod he 
did not touch ttese; but he seized and sent hound lo Shah Hoosajn 
all the other limn whom he /found there. Shah Hoomin remained 
arttside till the third day, when he entered the fart, making pilgrimage 
the tutubs of many saints there. He arranged with the Shaikhs of 
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the plate, that if any of his men passed and fro. they were hoi to 
annoy them, him) that they were not to admit amongst them any or his 
enemies. Shaikh Roo-ool-lnh afterwards requested him to forgive the 
faults of Rahman Dakar. Shah Hoowin replied that Sultan Mahomed 
Khan knew him, as two of his brothers had died through the opposition 
of him and his people. At length, seeing advantage, ha called him and 
Rahman presented himself with his sword snspeiidfti from around hi* 
neck. Sultan Mahomed Khan forgave him the blood of his broth era, 
and after this Rahman said lie would give the daughter of his brother 
in marriage to him, which was agreed to.

He gave order* to hi* attendants, that from that 
tunc there was to bo no violence offered to any one?, that such ft* hail 
been lakeii prison mta wore to bo released, and that the heads of those 
who disobeyed I he if orders were to Ik; raised on high on bamboos. He? 
directed the fort and chief buildings in Ouch to bo destroyed, and 
[placing the timber of these Latter on founts* lie sent il in tiukkur* 

When the news of the strength of Mecrtfa Shah IFoosain, and of his 
capturing Ouch, reached Sultan Mahomed Lungah, the King of 
Mocdtan, he sent men* through his conn try, to collect the tic loach ees t the 
Juts* the Rind ha* the 1>odnees p the Kornces, the Chnndeeyuha, and nil 
lighting men. In the space of one month he had assembled 80 P 000 
men, horse and Foul, in Muoltan* With this large force* Sultan 
Mahomed Lungah, with great arrogance* went forth from Mooltan 
towards the held of action, intending to fight. Shah Hoo&aiu, hearing 
of his collecting troops* encamped on the fihuro. looking for his 
approach. Sultan Mahomed spent one month near his city, putting hi* 
material* for war in order. Having prepared thi*. he marched from thence 
with greater pride than before ; he did not know tlinL u The Creator of fate 
makes Hi* decree* behind the curtain/ 1 Certainly no one has gathered 
the flower of fortune from the garden of the unkind ness of heaven until 
tiie thorn of the non-oblainmc.nl of hi* desires ha* pricked the fool of hi* 
heart: what man has drank one sip of good fortune in the pleasure-Imnse 
of ihi* world* without finding the sickness of bad fortune ? The produce 
of tin* is: Shaikh Soojnn Boo karoo* the son-in-law of Sultan Hocwrin, 
held in his hands all the alTairs of the slate. On some account he 
became treacherous with the attendants and slaves of Sultan Mahomed, 
wlio, on hearing of this* became very wrath. These, seeing that their 
Live* depended on hi* death, girded their loins Lo kill him, and forget¬ 
ting Id* kindness, gave him very potent poison, which was in the 
treasure chest for some one else, anti be, drinking half a cup oj ihi*i 
became so intoxicated, that hi* eye* did not again sec the face of 
wakefulness. When the mother of Sultan Mahomed heard of this, she 
said in her licari that it was right for her lo remain there, and lo get all 
the troops lo her aide. This was kepi secret for two or three dayH, when 
It became knew’p, and all^ the^ tie-1 oochees and Lnngah* assembling, 
placed Sultan Hoosain p the son of Sultan Mahomed, un the throne of 
the kingdom; and they did not find any olher medicine save to make 
peace. ]n short, they placed between them as mediator Mahomed 
Shaikh tiuhaH>ud-dccn, winch honorable Shaikh had an interview wilh 
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Shaikh Hoosaiti on the tlhara. The Merriso received him with great 
disiincl ion, how in.s; before him, ami showing him much veneration ; and 
on what the Shaikh said, he agreed to make pence. He wrote a treaty 
to this effect —“The boundary of the country of Moallan is the water of 
ilie Gliaru: from thin day no ruler of Moollan is to go beyond that 
limit.” He then gave the Shaikh his dismissal, presenting him with 
nine horse?, a string of camels, wi th some ready money, and lie returned 
full of happiness. Shah iWain gave order? for anolher fort to be built 
with groat expedition at Ooch, which was done as directed, and that 
building is standing at this time. A Tier this, leaving men of trust there, 
he prepared to return. At that lime Ikbal Khan, the servant of Sultan 
Mahomed, came and made his Salaam to him, saying he wished him 
happiness. Shah Hoosain showed him kindness, agreeing to meet his 
wishes.

Ooch having been token by the Mecrtt, Ikbal Kliaa came to him, 
toying that there was much treasure buried in Dilawur; that the wealth 
collected by many kings was concealed there. Shah Hoosniit wrote a 
letter U> Ghaxee Khan, saying: "Now I have come to the country of 
Ooch, it is proper for you that you and all your people, putting 'he 
rings of obedience to me in your cars, present yourselves before me 
without any dttlay.* 1 

But Ghnzee Klinn wrapped his foot in the sheet of independence, mul 
gaining support from the strength of his fort,he did not go to him. The

On the morning of Friday the 1st of Rojuh, tlm Meet** issued orders, 
that it was necessary for tho troops to provide themselves with gr.un and 
water for one month’s cons nrn pi ton.

agitation came upon the hearts of the garrison ; fruit* no place, did aid 
arrive, rind many days had been passed in fighting and this sitII continued- 
Their distress fur food was so great that a boded skin was not to be had, 
though wished for a hundred limes, Soonbool Klmn, having made mines 
on two sides, blew up the town in front of a gale. The garrison, see¬ 
ing the face of death* began to throw sheds and fireballs. When the 
battle was raging very fiercely, the brave men, losing their heads, 
ascended the lowers, killing and wounding numbers of the garrison; 
making prisoners those who escaped from the sword. Having taken 
the fort, Shah Hoosain placed men of trust over the treasure, and ihe 
following morning he divided much money amongst Ids *epoys; and 
placing his own share in the treasury, he Euftfcd Iris bridle in the direc¬ 
tion of Opeh and Bukkur. He arrived at Bukkur in fifteen days, and 
getting there, he was very happy. 

A 7 i Account of Mekrza Suaii IIcjOsain going against** mu CiFfUEiifa 

MuOUTASf, ANU OF THE Ma&SACB^ OF THE IN IIABIT A NTS . 

In the latter days of 932 (a + n, 1526}, on account of the death of 
Sultan M&homcd Lnngah p quarrel* and ili&sciadona arose amongst the 
Ameer and Ids relations. Every one strengthened himself in his own 
place, nnd all took ihemsetves away from listening to the orders of 
nsher^ At that time Snltan Honscrin was young, and in the hands of 
shaikh Soojnn Baokaree, and the ladies of Lung&h ; he was unable to do 
anything. On this account* much discord, violence, taking away other 
men's wives, &c. arose. Seeing this, the influential men amongst the 
Zemindars wished for some other ruler. At that rime Lungur Khan 
went in Shah Hoosain. describing to him ihe slate of the country. 

The Meemi had previously eonsideled how be could throw the noose 
of conquest over the parapet* of Mooliau ; and on hearing what Lungur 
Kban said, his wishes no this subject were strengthened. 

Having made up his mind to march against it, he sent Mahomed 
Mi sheen Turkh&ti in advance. 

The Lungahp, hearing of the approach of the Urghoons, after deliben- 
tion, sent Shaikh fsmoel Koraishee to make peace. Tie arrived ni^Mow, 
where he had an interview with Shah Hoosmu, who showed him ad 
the honour and reverence he could, giving him money for his entertain- 
rnent. The Shaikh spoke to strengthen the root of peace, but no benefit 
arose from this. He then said to Langur Khan j “ My relations are at 
Tana; send uic there.*' Lungur mentioned this to the Meerzo, who 
complied with t]jc requestr and the Shaikh obtained leave to proceed 
io Sind, and a village near Talta was given to him in Jageer. Front 
then<-c Shah Hoonin proceeded toward* Mooltan. When iris force- 
drew near, much anxiety fell upon the men of Ltingah, all of whom 
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betook themselves inside the fort* Ai ihal time Lungux K!kiti p who 
wa* with the Urgboons looiing Tbultee Khnlwan, brought much grain, 
cattle, and oilier tilings to the army. Mutdiun was surrounded, stnd 
fighting commenced on both sides. The king sent one of his bmihtrs 
to Shah Uoasain, with Shaikh Soojsiiij saying that he would obey orders. 
Mccrza received him with much kindness paying— ,s Tell your brother 
io c.nrnc out of the fori to visit me* \o agree to obey my orders, and I 
will show him every kindness* I will then leave the fort hi his hands, 
and tarn the bridle of my intentions to return back." Thrsc, return in g p 
told what bad passed * bu^the Lungahs, with much pride, would not 
leave lire forU and they jlrli be ruled how lo get rid of their enemies. 
They lighted the fire of war by throwing open the gates, and inking in 
their hands their bows and arrows, and swords. They fought very well, 
killing some of the L" rghuuns. Thus the fire of anger became ignited 
in Shah Koosain: lie pitched hi# tent to the eastward of the fort, 
opposite the Shams gale, creeling batteries around the city. Prom 
butlf sides the file of battle blazed, and ihe arrows and builds began lo 
fall like rain. There was fighting daily. During this iime T grail) 
became very scarce in the oily, fo ranch so, lhat one maund (Mooltnii 
weight) of it was priced at 100 Tunknhs, and one cow the same } in this 
manner things were srdd + Many men eat the hides of cattle, which 
were not fit to eat* and if the tlesh of dogs and enis fcLtinm their hands, 
they looked upon it as the meat of kids. Shaikh boojuu Booknrce had 
placed Jadith Mnliehrc in command over !J r ftQ0 foot soldiers, (Kusba- 
iees f lighting men of the town*) who were the garrison. This man of 111- 
fortune, without consideration* entered those houses where he even 
snspecied there was grain T looting them. On account of this conduct, 
the ]h'h \j people raided their hands in supplication : Ji t hnnge is good, 
however it comes upon us!” Tliey prayed for the decline of ihe rule 
of the Lungahs. 

In short f the men of Moolian strengthened them wives for death, 
casting themselves from ihe walls into the ditch below. Shab Hootosn* 
heating of this distress on account of hunger, forbade the destruction 
of tho^e who ueled in tills manner, a 

By reason of the scarcity of supplies the Ameers of Mod tan prohibited 
any from eating to the fall ; they ordered the people to hiL*i*e ihettt* 
selves upon the water in which, grain was cooked* When they had 
been besieged for one year, they became ch>>e ujMjn r — ki. i.

plunder being then drawn forth from theslccves of violence, commenced 
looting and massacreijig. 

All the inhabitants of the town from the age of seven lo that of seventy 
were con Rued T mud such occurrences befell the Mooli antes, that it 
reminded them of the last day: they secreted themselves in the 
monasteries of their most sacred saints. 

Ten or twelve days aficr the place had been given up lo plunder, 
Mchib All Turkfian, taking some men with him, went to ihetu monas¬ 
teries of the saints* looting the people, and setting fire to the buildings. 
The blood of many was spilt ip these. Numbers of the Lunguhs and 
Mooltanees were destroyed in that general slaughter. In the plunder] 
many precious jewels* and money not to be counted, fell into the hands 
of the Moguls. After this, the fire of auger was cooled in MeerzaShab 
Hoosaint he showed pity to those who had escaped, giving orders to 
take up the bodies of the dead from the streets, and to bury them 
in pita, and from that lime none of bis men were allowed to lift their 
hand a against them. Mukhdoom Shaikh Bttha-ood-dm& brought Sultan 
Hoosain and his sister to Shah Hoosain, who made them both over to the 
care of Mahomed Miskeen TmShan, who married the Lady* taking her 
brother into his bosom* ns if he had been his own son. 

Two months after the conquest of thi* city, intending to return eo 
liukkur, Shah Iluosuin placed as governors over M noil a it, Dost Mcer 
Akhoor, and Sliuma-ood-decn Nakhwanee, with 20(1 horsemen, 100 
to pee lice* (men with fire-arms,) and 200 footmen. He fined Shaikh 
Soman Booknree, and the slaves of consequence of Sultan Mahomed 
Lungah, taking from them all the money they possessed. lie then 
turned towards Bukkur, w here, after his arrival, a petition arrived from 
the Ameers of Tatta, with these ronteutst « Khangar has the inten* 
lion to bring a force against Tatiu/’ On receiving this news, the 
Moerza marched to go there. Dost Meer Aklioor and Shttms-ood-deen, 
who were left at MooUan, remained there nearly eleven months, when 
Ltingur Khan, separating himself, went away to the presence of 
Mahomed Barbu r Bad shah, who received him with honour. A tier this, 
Bliah Hoosain wrote a petition to Babur Budshali, making M&oltnn 
over to him afpa present, and Dost Meer AJchoor and his companions 
eame to Bukkur, Babur Badshah placed Mooli mi in the hands of

l have before mentioned, that at the time when Shah Hoosain had 
returned to Bukkur, a petition came ^roui the Ameers of Tatto, saying 
Thai Khun gar was preparing lo come against (hem. Sbah llnosain 
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immediately wont in that direction with expedition On arriving near 
it, ambassadors came in him from Khungur, saying: “My relation 
Afnci'r Amravec was formerly, siain in your quarrels: my people 
collected lo fake their revenge, but you had gone to lake Moulton, and 
I preserved your reputation in nor coming upon your families nl that 
time. Now if is necessary for you to make peace, amt to give me a 
portion of Sind; if not I will make war with you.” Meerza Shah 
I]nosaiii replied: “There is no other language for me except war. 
The plain which I coloured with the blood of Ameer Ammree still 
retains the mark of the blood of him, and before your arrival, I am 
coming there.'* Shah Hoosain, leaving some troops at Tall a to protect 
the families, marched against Khungnr. Having passed the intermediate 
space, he came near Kntch, where the failure of grain came upon his 
army, from which his people become much distressed. Shah Hooaam 
and all his chiefs agreed that it was advisable for them to .iTi.uk 
K hit n gar from four directions, and that whoever by chance first f< It him, 
those who were near should come to his assistance. The first of these 
bodies directed upon the enemy was that of Sultan Mahomed Khan 
Bukrec ; the second was that of Meer Kurookli; in the centre was 
Shah lloosain himself; and with the fourth were Mterza Ee#a and 
Meer Abcck. Klutngar only received news of Shah Hoosain alone 
coming with a weak force, so he marched with 10,000 men, horse and 
foot, in his direction. By chance, marching along, the noise of the 
heating of Nugarnhn reached the ears of Sultan Mahomed, who said 
to his men: “The noise ofthe Nogarah comes to my cars” All expressed 
their wonder at such being heard in the jungle, lie then again heard tire 
noise, and sent some people to tlm fop of a hill, to look about, and 
bring tbe news. Those brought word that Khungnr was moving with 3 
large force towards Shah Hoosain. The Mccrstn, having heard of U.c 
approach of the enemy towards him, marched quickly with It*# troops to 
meet him. In the mean time Sultan Mahomed, having come across, 
arrived in front of Khungar. He then sent a stirrup.holder b bU 
Hoosain, saying : ** Pc not advance from where you are; f.od «jllirig, 1 
will dot allow him to come upon you.** He also sent a mu <> * 11 r 
Furookh, to come up quick.

In ihe year 912 (a. d + 152-5). Hoomnyoon Badsh&h, Inking numerous 
forces from Delia (especially against Infidels), marched upon Chit tore, 
near which were made fixed places for ilse royal tents. At that lime 
Sultan Bahadoor Gtixeralce wrote a petition to the Bad shall in behalf 
of the Raja of Chittorr, showing forth his sincerity ; but at the latter end 
of this, some harsh word* appeared; seeing which, the heart of the king 
was ofTcnSed, and he ltimed the bridle nf the intention of fiis horse 
towards warring with Sultan Bahadoor in Gnzerai, and getting over the 
country, he arrived there, looting and kilting as he went* On this 
account Sultan lialortoor went to a bunder. 

During Hoorn lyoon^s progress, he wrote a Firman to Mecrza Shah 
Hoosain, Telling him to preserve the ways of friendship, to turn his face 
in that direction, and to hall near Pnttun, from whence he was to write 
a petition to him, when he must do as he might be ordered. Shah 
IToosnirt, with a very large force, marched from X usurpoor by the way 
of Rad h unpoor, on Pultun, Khiznr Khan, who was the Hakeem in tlic 
fort there, on the part of Sultan Hahadoor, retired within his fortieth; 
seeing which, the Ryuts drove their flocks and herds to a distance. 
Sultan Mahomed, taking 500 home, proceeding in advance, arrived at 
7 kos from PutUin, where he halted, ending Jan Ali back to Shah 
Hoosain. He also sent Jonaid and Joonuh, Bhatojas, to Khiznr Khan in 
the fort* saying : Ai Shah Hoosain has come with ;l vast force ; it is hetlvr 
for you to go and make your fort over to him t and remove your families 
wherever ytwi please.** Khiznr Khan sent back word, that Sultan 
Balmdoor was alive at Gurmd (Joanagur), and that he did not i-iTe how 
it was necessary for him to give up the fort of Pultun to rise Moguls of 
Bind, These two then w ent to the mother of Khiznr Khan, telling her 
what Sultan Mahomed had said* adding that they did nut think it proper 
for them to return without taking some present from her to him. The 
rriother of Khixur Khan saM— + *Wuat is your advice ? 1P These replied 
that it was fitting for her to send one lakh of Ferozshahees for the cn- 
tert a lament of Shah Hoosain, and thirty thousand for Sultan Mahomed ; 
and p if you wHl give this, tve will take sway the army* In short, she 
-rtit one lakh and thirty thousand Ferozshahees by her men of trust. 


The following morning Shah Iloosain arrived ai emne high ground 
near Pntlnn, when Sultan Mahomed came to him, request!mg permission 
to proceed in advance. Shah Iloosain replied that it was preferable to 
send some one to the king, to acquaint him of their arrival there, and 
that we will go wherever he orders ns. He sent an Viy.cr by AIkIooI 
Koodoos lo the king. At lhal lime men arrived, bringing present, 
from Khizur Khan to him. He remained ihere fifteen days in which 
time Sultan Mahomed went to Mahomedabad, plundering the country, 
when much money and valuable properly fell into the hands of the 
sepoys. Mcer Furookh at that time represented to Shall lfoosnig that 
When the royal order* arrived for us to go and encamp with Iris 
highness’ armv,’there will be no other medicine for us but to do so, nod 
it is not proper for us to go there, because the Badshah gives much 
money to his Hoops from the wealth of Guzoiat, and there is much 
valuable property with the Cbnghltecynh Ameers. If our Urghoons 
and Turk bans sec this, they will not remain with us, many ttfcn will go 
away.

Roth of shese were good sepoys, men of wisdom and council 
When Meer Abeek presented himself to the king, seeing his carelessness 
and pride, he understood that the foreign sepoys in a short time would 
write in iheir hearts the words of mutiny. Without asking the 
permission of the king, he lefs his army, conveying himself with great 
diligence to Shah Hoosuixi, who, on hearing of his arrivals became 
anxious. When Mecr A beck had an interview with him, he u^ked what 
hud occurred; lie replied: “ I found the king in such disorder, lhal in a 
short lime the rebellion;* people will find sircngih against him; 
underneath him there will be roads of discord ; a nd l have come to give 
this news, that you may be on the aloft. 11 Shah Ifoosaip several times 
summoned his noble* to the assembly, to deliberate with them. At that 
lime the news of the defeat of Huoznnyocm arrived, whan all gave great 
credit in the wisdom of Meer A beck, praising him modi. It was 
deckled upon to leave the country, and destroy the cultivation from Qoch 
to BukkuPon both sides of the river. 

When the news of the flight of the king was confirmed, he erected 
buildings in four gardens at Bah urine. and placing in those all ihe 
requisites, with munitions of war, he caused all the country nml towns 
about Bukknr to be entirely deserted ¥ In the minds of Shull ffoos&in 
and his people it became fixed that the king would come to Sind, be¬ 
cause Meersft Eammu and Mccrza Uskuree had left the paths of friend¬ 
ship towards him. When, on the 1st Kuhcc-ool- Awul, 947 (a. p. 1540}, 
the king arrived at Lahore, all his brethren and nobles were collected 
there, but these had not gained knowledge, though they had seen what 
had occurred; and they did not bind the girdle of truth around the 
loin? of spirit; so much so, that one day Kfawnja Kodawund Mahomed, 
Meer Abdool Buga, and other men of consequence In the kingdom, 
assembled together, and wrote a bond of friendship between the [native*, 
lo which all (hose Ameers pat liveir signatures as witnesses. When this 
bond was perfect, they collected to dttiberate, but their language was not 
from their hearts: on ibis account the assembly broke up, and the matter 
oti which they were deliberating was unfinished. 

In the latter days of Jnmadee-ooB*8*nec 947, Efoomayoon Badshah, 
Mcerza Mahopied Kamran, Mahomed llumdal Algeria* with other 
princes and nobles, and all the army, crossed the river at Lahore, and 
Shore Khan drew near that city, The Afghans st ret died forth the hand 
of violence against the Moguls wherever they found them, looting and 
destroying theft families eih4 prfcpe^y ; for this reason the whole of the 
Moguls, having pined Ifoomayoon, went towards KabonL When they 
reached the Chunab, Malmmed Jvamran Meerza, and Mahomed Uskfliec 
Meersa, with Khwaja Kodawund Ala homed and Kliwaja Abdool 
Huk f without the permission of (he king, turned their faces towards

K a bool. The King, being helpless, went in the direction of Bheruh, 
ivhun Mahomed Sultan Mu era a, and Ulng Meerza, &c. also separating 
themselves from the kins', joined Mahomed Kiimran Meerza. Hooinu- 
yoon, seeing the enmity of his brethren, ert the 1st of Rtijub of that year, 
turned the bridle of his intentions towards Sind. Iti the last days of 
Shahan, the royal army arrived at Ouch, near which lived Bukshoo 
Liinguh, to whom the king sent by Beg Mahomed Bnkawul, and Koch uk 
Beg, a handsome Khilol and Finnan, granting to him the title, of Khan 
Julia nee, and presenting him with a standard and Nugarah, Oil this 
account he sent to the Badshalt many boats full of grain, but he did not 
lake the fortune of an interview with the king, Hoomayoon, with his 
nobles, and some of his forces, proceeded towards Bind, and the places 
for ihc tents of his troops were made about Rorcc, He himself, wilh 
mudi happiness, went to reside in the gardens (C har Bagh) of Baburloe, 

which have ho fellows in verdure and elegance. Previous to this *"n tan 

Mahomed had cleared all the country about, strengthened the fort of 
Bukkur, underneath which lie had collected and secured all the bints. 
When the royal nrmy came to Roree, the king sent a Firman to 
Mahomed to "this effect t « You must come nud find fortune by kJ**'ng 
the royal threshold, and deliver up the fori to the king*!* sepoys* 
replied: H I am the servant of Meerza Khali Hooaain; uniil he comes 
1 o the royal presence, my going there would not be in accordance with 
the rules of eating ealt, and without ihe order of Mccraa Shah Homuh. 
it is not proper that I should give tip this fort," The king held h.m 
excused. Grain beginning to become scarce in the impemil camp. 
Mehtur Udiruf, the Meer Bazar, went to Suit,in Mahomed, informing 
him of this circumstance, who then sent 500 kurwtw of gram for the 
army, and something for the consumption of the king, who approved of 


this atlrptkm. 

In those days Ooomuyoon sent Ameer TahirSmlur and Imtnutidur 
Beg, who were hi his confidence, In M««a Shah Hoo*ra «»J^ra, 
writing and pointing out the strength of his good vttt ’ 

bringing to his ^collection his sincerity to Babur Bud*l*'■ <£ ^ 

arrival, Shah Hnosain received ihcm with tmm h li <>«onram 
He determined in his heart, that ns the king m< come familv' 

it was proper for him to make over, for,he expels of ^ “JJ 

river, and that after arrangements ^ 1 r ? ' u ^Ifo pjnpum!

king. These received honour by making their Salaams to his royal 
highness near Bilk kill 1 , representing to him the goad failh of Shalt 

flooFain, add delivering his petition. It* contents were ihcse :_ 1u The 

ronnlry of Jjiikkar affords small produce; the territory of Chaehgutl b 
superior to all in cultivation : it is proper for the kingdom (king) to turn 
the bridl^of intent ion that way, and to lake possession of it, as there the 
sepoys and animals will experience no distress and I ahull be in 
the vicinity of die king. Wealth and fortune are my friends hy your 
coming to this country t in a short time, removing suspicion from 
my breast, I will gather fortune by kissing your stirrup,” Badahah 
Hoomayaon in the first instance gave orders to write io Shah Hoorn a, 
to inform him that he will act as he suggested ; but afterwards, in 
private, the ministers petitioned him in opposition to what Shah Hoosain 
had written, saying : »What is the meaning of this, that he mentions 
the names of towns and villages ? If he was at heart the well-wisher uf 
the king, why does he not make over fort* as a present, that we may 
leave in them our families, and go to conquer Guzerat ? Does he not see 
that Shore Khun, our enemy, is fritting over onr heads at Lahore ? That 
which he proposes is distant from rccliltide and concord.” lloormiyooa, 
after this, turned his face towaicU surrounding Bukkur, on hearing the 
news of which* Shah ffoosam remarked; ts M y heart is at ease with 
respect to Hnkkur, because I he king will nut quit the garden* af 
Baburlw, the givers of contentment to the heart, and of happiness to the 
bruin, to nil down before and conquer it himself, and nothing will 
be done by those nobles whom lie may send Io besiege it.” Prior Io this, 
Sultan Mahomed, leaving Meerza Janec Turkhan, and oilier chiefs of 
eu n H d enci** in charge of Bnkkiir, had proceeded to Schwistan, causing 
lhat part of the country Io be deserted, as the others had been collecting 
all the grain and other tilings together under cover of the fort there- 
About that time die remainder of the royal troops having come from 
Matheluh, arrived at Rome on the 23ib of Ramzan, *M7 (a. d. 1310)i 
encamping near the hills there* Such uf the Dhurejas and Soolytoees, 
tv ho had remained outside about ihe country, came and received honour, 
by bowing their heads in the presenre of the king. On Friday he went 
to the college of Mevrzaee t the day following he returned to the 
gardens, by ihe light of the sun ul his countenance upon which* jealousy 
was caused to Paradise. * 

The king-’tiEgUy approving of those gardens and dieir buildings all 
hi* Harem uq^i his nobles resided there, and in the vicinity. Meet** 

\ adgaj 1 \asir rcnisnncd in the college m Rutee, between which and 
Baby floe there are abom 3 kos. In this space all the royal forces were 
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encamped. We hear From men of weight, that these numbered two 
lukhs of men. On Friday Ifoonnayoon went to the Musjtd, saying the 
prayers of the day there, ILis name was rend in tile discourse in the 
Muspd, On that day a poet in that assembly presented to the king this 
Kytuh, by which gift he found much honour 
*< When the impression (on coin) upon its heart wrote the name of 
Jioomayoon, the sun, for friendship of him, filled the face of the 
impression with gold. 

*' That pulpit which from the naming of his titles receives ornament, 
“On the top of that pulpit, Jupiter scatters pearls!” 

From the presence of the royal army, and other circa instances, grain 
became very dear in the cold season of that year about Bukkur, so much 
so, that the people gave up their lives in the search for bread; bearing 
of which, the king gave much money from the treasury to his sepoys. 
One thin bread (Chupatee) cost 1 Miskal, L c. 4 Mashas and 3i Rutlees, 
or about 6 annas. When grain had become so scarce as not to be pro¬ 
cured in the Whkiir, Hoomayoon sent Mcerza Hiadal towards 
Raitur, he himself remaining at Char Bagb for five or six month*, 
because he thought the Shah Hoosain would come and niakt- his tiiltuni, 
and do that service which it was proper for him to do, since he had 
in the first instance pursued the path of submission. But the UrghoOtt 
nobles who were about Shah Hoosain, did not allow him io go near the 
king, turning him away from the road to friendship; and seeking the 
ways of deliberation, they found that the arrangement of their affaire 
laid in enmity to the king, so they pursued that road which leads io war. 
Hoomayoou, leaving Baburina, wentto Do rbelah. After remaining there 
some time he proceeded to Pattor, when lie married Hu meed uh ^ anon 
Begum, the daughter of Shaikh Ali Ufcbnr ■!»»*«. one of the M««* 
Hindal’s Sirdars. She was equal to Bilkecs (the Queen of Sheba). W hen 
all the grain and supplies were consumed, the king again turned tiro 
bridle of his intention towards Bukkur. From not obtaining, gram, 
much distress fell upon the troops. A iter this Meeraa j a _ a ' 1

The nest duv be passed from this world of death to the world of life. 
Frcmi Ilis death great sorrow came upon the king. The following 
Wednesday* Meerza Yudgur Noeir, crossing the river, came to the 
presence of Hoomayoon, finding fortune by his interview with him. 
At that time the king gave Iris permission for the departure of Mecrza 
Shall HLfosala's ambassadors, Shaikh Meerut Fooranee and Media 
Kasim, sending by them a Firman, on which he wrote with hh own 
hands — ^ AftcT Salaam To Meerni Shah Hoosain : In this matter I will 
agree to you* proposition, when you come to iny presence with si clean 
heart. My Salaam to you. Enough 1 TT Meerza Shah Hoosain was 
inclined to visit the Had fe huh, but the wisdom of the 0/ghoon nobles 
was averse to Mich a proceeding. Shah Hoosuia considered much on the 
subject, thus delay occurred ; m much so, that the king, leaving jMcerzft 
YadgarNasirneat Biikkur, returned towards Sehwiston, clone to which 
his standard full of victory came. At that time Fad Beg* the brother of 
Momam Khan, and Tursuon Beg, with about Iwenly followers, going on 
a boar, preceded the king; feeing which, some of the men in the fort 
gallk-d forth against them, who, dmunbarking, attacked and drove them 
back to I he Kills* 

On the I 7tEi Jlujub* Hoomayoun Hadshnh encamped round the place, 
where there were no buildings trees, or shade for the sepoys ; ns, previous 
to his arrival, those who had charge of it, namely Mrer Snltan Koolce 
Beg, Meer Shah Mahomed C'rghoon, and others had cleared away all 
the gardens and buildings about it. The king having beleaguered the 
fort, Lhr inhabitants became much canGned—their affairs were overturned* 
Hearing of this, Shah HoosaJit, marching from Tat to, came to Sunn, 
where he timdr entrenchments* and collecting many boats, he encamped 
there, sending A leer A beck Urghooit to Sehwistan, who in the night¬ 
time, with some tncn+ passing through the royal army by the bazar road* 
reached the fort. The news of his having arrived reached the king's 
forces, after he had gained the f^ri : he went sosecretiy+ that information 
of his approach did not precede him. In the morning, TloonmyDon gave 
orders for mines lo be sunk : in short, one b.^tion waf blown up: but 
the garrison, gji ir fell, threw up another defenc e. 

The ktop then knew that the resources of the Urghcxms were full of 
strength. Besides this, the npparalu^ for opening the fort was not 
present. In short, having besieged it for seven moruhs, ihe time of the 
inundation, aifd the season Jet bad Grinds, were approaching; moreover, 
£kah Hoos*mi h£d cloved all the roads by which supplier could come. 
For these reasons many sepoys had deserted ; and even some of the 
men of- consequence, such as Meer IjiMr Scdur, Khwaja Ghuyas-oad- 
deen Jivmce, Montana Abdool Baker, had left* and gone over 10 Shah 
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FTousain, who gave them much honour, and then writ them to Tilt a Mt'f t 
Kasim, and llnosain went off to Mooria Yudgnr, and die king heard 
ihrft they would go off with him to Kandahar. After the king !efi ^ ndgar 
Na-nr near Eukkur, the men in that for! twice went forth, and attacking 
hif= troops when impreptircd, slew Mahomed AH Kaboovbee. and 
She re I)il Bcrr. besides killing and wounding many others. Tin ‘ two 
affairs were conducted by Kokuh Turkhan, Dost Mahomed, and others. 
The garrison sallied forth a third time ag :in*t their enemies, falling 
upon them on the sandy ground, near Rorce; but this umc Meorzn 
Yadgar, going forth lrim?elf : Stretched forth his hand in such a manner, 
that the attacking party turned their faces in flight, some throwing 
themselves into the waters of the river. Many got on boats, which they 
loosed, and allowed to go with the stream. When the news of this 
defeat of his men at Kukknr reached Shah Hooraio, lie Relit Ameer 
Koolcc Mohwrdar to Meerra Yadgnr, dm king the rope of friendship, 
sending this message to him: “I have become old, and with the 
exception of one daughter. I have no other children. 1 anke the 
betrothal of her with you ; for a short time 1 may have to live, and alter 
my death all this country will be yours. I will give youmuch wealth 
new, and both of n», uniting, we will go and conquer Gtixcmi. fa 
short, Mecrsta Yadgnr Nasir from this deceit of Shah Hoosato, 
becoming misled, turned hi* heart in enmity toward-Hoonmyoon, who, 
seeing ihc ruinous state of his army, had sent many successive umes to 
call him; but he always sent back the messengers with some «on« 
or other. When the news of his enmity reached the king, he a race 
left Sehwimn, proceeding toward, Bufckur, and on the way kdm 
Beg Crghoon, leaving him, relumed .o Sehwtsjni., and rnan> sepoy^,

When the extremity of hunger came upon them, tov k W - ^ ^

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(here was no apparatus Tor opening fort's on llib account he could not 
conquer these* When the ■will of God’s power, the wish of the Eternal 
Wisdom, (which shows ihe countenance of misfortune? in the midst of 
happiness, and which brings in the midst of these the apparatus of 
happing.®*} agreeably to the desire of the king, hod not placed upon the 
stool the painting of his wishes in the country of SSud, and upon the 
test of fortune the gold of Hoomnyoon had proved counterfeit, he saw 
the infidelity of Ids army, and the unkind ness of his brethren. Then he 
wished to place upon him self the dress of separation from others* and 
placing his foot on the road of those who love to walk after God* to go 
and seize the knocker of the door of Kunbnh (the Temple of Mecca}* 
and there to remain sitting in a corner But hi* confidential nobles 
represented, that although this wish which had entered his breast was 
very proper, yet the king was aware how much hardship and distress 
had befallen his people ; that with these evils they were sull at his 
stirrup ; that if he placed hi a foot on that path, they would be entirely 
deserted and rained, and that with so much distress they could not 
accompany him to llijaz. Their opinion was, that he should remain 
where he was some days. 

The king, on account of the absence uf grain, determined lo leave 
that place. At that time a petition reached him from Mai Dcwe, the 
Raja of JadhpoQr p sayingi — H Unknown to you, I [place (he ring of 
submission to your orders in my ear, I wish that the fortunate foot of 
the king may cotne to my house. If the royal army will do honour to 
this country, by coming lo it, I will attend in service to you with 
20,000 Rajpoots, and wherever the king goes, I will be present with my 
life and fortune. 11 After the arrival of this petition, on the 21st Mohtir- 
rum, 249 (a, d. 1542}, the king marched upon Ooch, and passing over 
the intervening space, he arrived there. On the 20tb Rubee-ooUAwul 
of the same year, he proceeded, and, on the, 141h Rubce-oos-Snnee, be 
reached the fort of Dilawnr, and on the 20th of the same be arrived and 
encamped at B^ekancire, Some of the royal troops went into thb city, 
and returning from thence, they informed the king that the language of 
respect was not heard among the inhabitants* Upon this, the king sent 
Sumundtir Beg to Rstja Mai Dewe, before whom lie arrived, and return¬ 
ing with great expedition, he represented to Hoorn ay oon, that 14 Although 
Mai Dcwe openly speaks strongly of friendship, yet underneath he docs 
not place the Light of truth /* Thep the royal army, going by the way 
of Phutodec, Cvent on two or three inarches, and encamped on the banks 
of a lank. '"Frttfn this place the king sent spies to bring intelligence. 
These returning, showed the perfidy of the Raja* to the effect that, at the 
'nttigadoQ of Shere Shah, and seeing the strength of his forces, Mai 
Dew.* wm sending an ottny m loot that of the king, Iloomayoon, on 
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hearing this, became much astonished, and full of anxiety. Spreading 
before his chiefs the carpet of deliberation, lie then decided that iuw 
necessary by all means to turn the bridle of their in tea no ns from 
JodhpooT. 

In short, the king retreated towards Phalodee, from whence he was 
coin- to Sam bur, giving orders to his chiefs whom lie left behind to 
bring up M, rear, to take ran- th.it the Raja’s army did not come upon 
h\m~ Bnt another force from another direction encountered the king, 
when he himself mounting, and going against the enemy in person, 
with only a few men, showed such bravery that he routed and dispersed 
them. He then with great expedition turned his face m the direction 
of J&isulmere, where he arrived on the 1st Jumnd«-ool-AwuL, 9» 

(V n 1542). Here the Ameers, whom he had left behind to bring up u* 
rear, closed tip, and joined him, but many of their people Imd punched. 
Sankumo of Jaisulmere, from badness of disposition, forbad their taking 
water from the tank, placing his men on the banks for its protection ; 
■hillking that, ns the king’s army had come dragging ^iung' r ■'i [ > 
from the jungle of mirage, it was better for them to die there for want 
of water. The noble* and sepoys, collecting, attacked and drov _ 
those men, encamping on the banks of the tan , an In. ‘ lr - ° 
royal host left them there. After xetoaio.ng ^ne d 5l y s lloomay i 
marched towards Omurkcte, reaching it on the 10th Jumadee-^A^ ol 
With exeat difficulty and distress from the want of grain. Rana I ret □

All who had remained at Horce after the departure of the 
king Red. Meor^a Shah Haosaiu, in the beginning of Kabee-oo*-Sanie f 
went [p Sehwisian, remaitiirtg them a week, repairing the broken, p;trLi 
of the fort* He then proceeded lo Sunn, where he stayed some time. 
On hearing that the king w as coming back again,, he quickly went to 
Tat to* 

Ou account of the country about Omurkole Ewing unable lo supply 
the royal host with the necessary supplies, it appeared advisable in the 
wisdom nf the nobles to go to Sind, and in a few days the whole went 
to Jeon, the cultivation of which is on the banks of the river. There 
are many gardens there t stick as the heart rejoices in, with fruit trees, on 
which account it raises its head above all the oilier towns of Sind, 
There are many other things pleading to the heart there, Iloomnyoon 
remained at this town a long time. Shah Hoot-tun, with his forces, 
came and encamped on the opposite side of the river. About Iknt 
time the king was informed that there was much grain and other sup¬ 
plies in a fort in the Purgtinu of Buthonih, and that it would fall 
into his hands without much trouble. The king feat Shnikh A Si Beg, 
Tdimoor Sultan, and Turdce JEcg Khan against this. fort. Shah Hopsain, 
hearing of this, named Mccrzm Eeaa Turkman to go there, bat he 
had not the mind to agree to this, because he was aware that 
people had told the Meeraa thal he was favourably inclined lo the 
king. Shah Hoosain did not insist upon his going, and called Sultan 
Mahomed Khan, who was sitting in sorrow on one side, by reason 
of the displeasure of his chief, and giving him much encouragement* he 
sent him on this expedition to old Moolia Boohlocd and the garrison in 
this small fort. Then* constant lighting between parlies of the 
rova! troops and those of Shah Hocsmn about Juoa. The forces of the 
kilter were assembled on the land, and in boat* opposite to that place, 
ready to attack the enemy. 

By chance* ^one day, Taimoor Sultan Shah, All Beg, and Turtle® 
Khan, arrived with their men at this fort where the grain was, but 
Sultan Mahomed had previously reached it, and he had assembled ihc. 
Lund u rub * T the Mundumh?, and the Sakars. The royal troops approach* 
ed, without having heard »f tsiis, Tbomiug upon them unknowingly. 
Fighting commenced, in which Turdee Khan behaved negligently, 
Shaikh AU Beg, with bis brethren, fixed his foot firm I j on ihe battle- 
field, falling there. Shaikh Taj-ood-deen whs mortally wounded, and 
many gallant men of the royal army in that buttle took the apparatus of 
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iheir lives la the other world. Of Shall Tlcwsain’s people, there were also 
many slain. When the news of the destruction of Shaikh Ali Beg, Taj- 
out!-deea, and his other brave men, reached the king, he became fall of 
sorrow. Ollier matters pressed heavily upon him also; thus his heart 
cooled towards Sind* and he strengthened his determination to go to 
Knndahur. About that time, on the 7th of Mohumint, 950 (* ». lo 13), 
Bahrain Khan mmc alone to the king from Gnzerat: he placed f-nlve on 
the wounded heart of his royal highness, and he brought about negotia¬ 
tions for peace between him and the Meerza, who, dccmingllii? good 
fortune, became satisfied in his heart, lie sent lo Hoomaywn b.ulshah 
one lakh of M legatees (about 6 annas each). 300 horses,300 camel*, a mi 
other requisites for marching, and he threw a bridge over the river 
opposite to Joem. At the time of making peace, and when this bridge 
was completed, Hoomayonn became aware that 050 l rghoens had 
vexed his royal highness and his imperial troops, as to subsistence itt 
Sind, for the space of two years. By renson of this making of peace, 
the Urghflojja were so pleased, that they extended their hots of happi¬ 
ness to the heavens, looking upon it as an unexpected blessing, making 
many excuses for their conduct, and sending all things needful for 
marching to the Bud shall. On the 7th of Hu bee-oos-Sauce of this same 
year, the king, leaving the town of Joun, crush'd the river by the bridge. 
This occupied two days, and on the 9lb, he commenced his march upon 
Kandahar.

When BuKshoa Lungali had built a fort in Moot!an opposite to J un- 
poor, he caused the city of Mcoltan to be deserted, gathering people 
of all description® in lira I fort, such as the men of Uingah, Beloochccs, 
A'ahnrs, and all kinds of factious men were collected within In® ring. 
Then, making up hi* mind to attack Bukknr, he wW constantly ending 
spies there;'so muck so, that at length a succession of lbe« arrived, 
bringing intelligence lo him of the unprotected slate of that fortr^, 
and that Shah iloosain was nl T.Utii, with ali hia nobles nod tmop*. On 
licarirg this, Bukshoo Lnngab. placing his men on Wd boats, ho 
started, sending fiftv of these in advance, ordering thetp arrive ai 
Bukknr in the middle of the night, and by same device to convey 
themselves upon the wall-, an* by breaking down tlm g^ o epea 
a road for him toentcr by. When these arrived at midmgh of Fnd*y 
at the foot of the fortress, they lighted n fire beneath the gate opposite 
Kukknr, and commenced shouting- The people in Ac port, hearing 
this, were aroused, and mounting the lowers and walls, commenced 
throwing atones and arrows. Tbfire were but few sepoys there. At thi* 
time the mother ol Sultan Mahomed Khan, coming o-« the gateway. 
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having had a large mat soaked in oil, cast it down upon the heads 
of the assailants, who by this were separated and broken. Meer Jane* 
Turkhan, Humzuh Beg, and Kazee Ecaa the son of K azee Kuzin, 
exerted themselves greatly, so much so, that some of their enemies were 
burnt, many drowned, and a few, throwing themselves into the boats, 
thus escaped. Early on the following morning, Hukshoo Lung ah, with 
Nugarahs beating, approached, with the thought that hi^r men had taken 
the fort; but when lie drew near, and the garrison commenced firing 
cannon and guns upon him t lie then knew that hte people had not 
succeeded in their work, au he turned and landed near Roree, where he 
remained three days, Looting the country of Bukkur, after which he 
retired* When Meerzn Shah Hon sain received this news, he sent 
Shah Mahomed Urghoon, with Kazee Kazin, to lake care of Bukkur. 
The above attack occurred on the night of the 14th Jumadee-oos-Sauce, 
950 (a, n. 1543), 

An Account of tdk Coming of Meeuza Kamsah to Sind, 

When, in the beginning of the year 951 (a. ». 1544), on account of the 
unkind ness of his brethren, Hoomayooii Bmjshah proceeded to Irak* 
then Mecrza Kemran &unt Shaikh AbdooJ Wuhab Poorance, Meer 
Eelah Dost* and Baba Chochuk, on a mission to Meerza Shah HooBaiD, 
making known hU wish to form a connexion with hb daughter- Shah 
Hoosnin agreed to this, giving leave to the messengers to return. 

When Hoc mayo-on returned from Irak to Kandahar, Mcerza Uakurce 
retired to the fort t becoming submissive to the king, who iheu marched 
towards KabooL Mecrza Ktimmn stood up in enmity, but his chick 
deserting him, went over to ihe king. Thus hi* strength Lq light left him* 
so turning the bridle of hi* intentions from war, he pm his face in the 
direction of Eight, and by the way of Herat he came to Sind. Hearing 
of this, Shah Hoosaim made a place of residence for him at P&ttur, 
sending Durwcah Mahomed in front, to meet and escort him- Arriving 
there, Kam ran shook the cord of marriage. Shah lioosain sent Meet 
Furookh to make the arrangement* in this matter, and he gave in 
marriage to Muerza Katnnin, Chochuk Begum, the chaste daughter of 
Meerza Shah Hoosain.

When 
they greatly enlarged upon it t the Meerza wrote a note to Shaikh 
Meeruh Pooramsc, the chief of Islam, at the lime in Tatto, saying: 
“ Inquire into this quarrel agreeably to the law, and after it has been 
proved, punish whoever is worthy of punishment.” Shah Jloosaingave 
charge of the fori of Miisrntabad to Shunhahaml RufL'ez, who wore 
his purchased slaves, and he himself turned the bridle of his intenlkuui 
towards Bnkknr, and in the early part of Ziihnj of this same year he 
arrived nl Babnrlne, remaining there twenty-five days. On the 7th 
of Muhumim, %I (a. d. 1553-54) he entered Bukkur, sitting in the Had 
of Audience from morning till evening. 

AH the Urghoons and Turk bans, seeing the predominance of the men 
of low birth about Shah Hoossiin, became full of vesation; they were 
ihinking that the only medicine fur their affairs was the destruction of 
these. They and all the other nobles assembled in the house of Meet 
Shah .Mahomed lieg Lar f who was the Hakeem of the fortress, placing 
before him the state of affair*, good and bad, backbiting the slaves anil 
attendants uf Shall Hoosain; declaring that H was necessary for them 
either to leave the country, or else to destroy these people* They risked 
for counsel in this subject, viz : li That now Shah Hoosain is siek wilh 
the palsy, he lias not strength to ride, going about in a travelling throne:

They did not place their ears upon this, and some of them, rifling 
from the assembly, went outside with rtle purpose to go to the HaEl of 
Audience, and^kiSl and wound all lh« attendants they might find near 
the Meerzo,^nd to place* him mfder starve Ulanov ; but before they 
reached the hall, Shah ltoaflain t having gone on board a boat* had pro-

Loolfee, and lie sent the keys of the fort to HultaJi Mahomed, 

On the 1st of Motiumiittj 9G2 (a. d. 1554), all the Urghoous and 
Tarkhans in Tatta, being of one mind, agreed to obey the orders of 
Mecrza Ecssi t and they turned their heads away from listening to the 
commands of Mcerza Shah Hoosam. They slew Urabce Gahecj 
Shunbuh, and Rufecg, seizing and confining Mali Begum, the Humm 
(wife) of the Meer™; and extending iheir hands to the treasury, they 
distributed much money to the sepoys, Shah Ilonsain had appointed 
Meer Shah Mahomed to the governorship of Tatta, but before his arrival 
all the people had agreed to obey Mecraa Eesa* bowing their heads 
before him; and Shah Mahomed, being helpless, likewise became 
submissive to him. Hearing of this, Shah Hoosaio was much afflicted: 
he neat a messenger la Sultan Mahomed, directing him la seize all the 
Wighoona and Turk ban* in Bukkur country, and to send them 
prisoners to him. After being attacked with the palsy* the Mcerza 
constantly drank wine T remaining intoxicated. At this time his attend* 
ants were backbiting the Urghoonn, saying : u They are very Keemuk- 
hitmm (faithless), because they have killed all your followers, who had 
passed their lives in your service, committing no offence : it is advisable* 
for the preservation of yoar government, to give ns orders to destroy 
them, and to seize and confine Ahmed Wulee, the head of this dissension, 
and he is now present hem in yoar force/ 1 They then began crying 
and lamenting. The Meerza had Ahmed Wulee seized, sending him 
to Schwistau in charge of Mustec Barban. He killed Ali Hoosain, who 
was the near relation of Ahmed Wulee, and placing his head on the 
point of a spear, had it paraded on ail sides. Hearing of this, the 
rebellious enmity of the Urgboons increased* Seeing their imposition* 
Shah Hoosain gave the charge of Bukkur to Sullan Mahomed, directing 
him to slay all the Urghoons and Tarkhans wbo were there, Sultan 
Mahomed toqjc this Firman 10 his mother, telling her of its coutents- 
She said—* 1 I give you Mnobarnk on being made Governor of Bukkur; 
bat instead of having these killed quickly, it is belter to seize and send 
them to ihe Meerza, who will do as he pleases with them,” 

Saltan Mahomed confined Meer Jai^ee Turk ban, Ahmed Turkhau, 
and other?, who were in Bukkur, to take to the Meerza: he pat to 
dealh Yadgar Mahomed Kotwal,*\vho had incited Meer Shah Mahomed 
to rebellion, and tie turned out of the fort the family of Kazee J£azin T 
and all who were on the side of Shah Eloosaio* and making over the 
charge of Bukkur to hi* mother, he proceeded to Meerza Shah HoossIp- 
Al hi* M.-eond inarch, he met Syud Jan fur, and other Syuds T who had

On the 1st of Rubec*»l*Avml» Shaikh Abdool Wohab Pooranec, and 
Mcerza Kasim, asked forgiveness for the errors of the Turkhans, send¬ 
ing ft letter on this subject to Tfttta. On the 2nd, there w as ft meeting 
between Mecrzn Eesft. Turk ban and Sultan Mahomed Khun, when each 
of them, placing a band on the Koran, agreed a* follows—“Tint ihey 
would be of otic heart, keeping enmity at a distance : that as long as 
Meerza Shah Hoosata lived, they would belli remain obedient to him ; 
that they would not enter into any dissension during his lifetime; that 
when the Meerzii shall depart from this to that other world, (hen they 
would divide the country of Sind into two parls* when that above 
Imkhce should be in the hands of Bui tan Mahomed, and that below 
Lukhce should remain with Meerza Eesa ” 

Belli of them, agreeing to this, they wrote an agree me nl t to which 
were affixed both the it ^ea|s t and those of their men of consoqucnte. 
They then embraced each other twice, and separated. After ibis* 
orders were given for the men of the two armies to go into each other ? 
comp, so that the idea of enmity might be removed from the minds of 
all. The following day, Meerm Kasim Beg Lnr* going to Tat In, 
brought Mahomed Saleh Turk ban, the son of Meerza Ee«u f io Shah 
Hoosam, before whom ho placed many valuable presents. From this 
side (Shall iloosainV) Abdool Wnhab took Ameer Sultan the brother of 
Sultan Mahomed to Tultn, for an interview with Mecrza Ecsn, Meats* 
Shah Hoosain t presenting a Khilnt to Mahomed Saleh, gave him leave to 
depart, and hc^sent a pair of NngnJtafas to Meerza Ee*u. The next day 
he presented to Sultan Mahomed a standard of iMeer Zoonoon s* and his 
own seal, On that day Ameer Sultan came back from Tatta. After 
lids the sepoys of the two forces went to and fro with confidence. 

Shaikh Abdool Wtihftb, who was learned in medicine, from 
observing the countenance of Meerza Shall Hooimin, became aware that 
his long standing disease was increasing its head t he therefore deemed 
It proper, now; that pence was made, dial he should go to Schwisian, 
and that the troops should be allowed lo depart to their homes, Suliao 
Mahomed proposing this lo the Meerza, lie assented, and that morning 
he matched; but his malady gained strength that day, increasing every 
hour, fin the lltli RnbeC'Ool-AwuE, encamped at the village of 
Ha lee Potrcih; the following day, Monday, in the afternoon, the bird of 
his life heard ftie sound of*— L( ®o y*ni come to your God with much 
pleasure 1” (Korun), and (led towards the Garden of Paradise, At that 
time Shaikh Abdool and Meerzn Kasim were sitting at his head, uud 
they Mem to call Sultan Mahomed, wh<*, coming on board the boat* 
s-eemg what had occurred, tears of affliction came into his eyes, and a 
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minute afterwards, aneovcring llic face of Shah ITnosain, he wept much, 
iuiJ kissing his feet, sat down there, saying: **Oh Shaikh Abdool 
Wnhnh I Oh Mcerzn Kasim! You are my witnesses to God, that 
during the lifetime of M«rn Shah Huosaw l committed no aei of 
comity towards him. I have always been faithful to him ; *o much 
that see, 1 now sit at hie feet— no one else besides myself has found this

Sliaik Abdool, taking him by the hand, went with hnn to Mnh 
Begum, desiring them to sit together, and that hr would do what wo* 
customary. Having performed these duties in the early purl <>i the 
night, he placed the corpse on a bed, reading over it ihc funeral prayer. 
Sultan Mahomed Took a little of the treasure, and much of the property, 
which was then belonging to Shall Hootoin. He said to Mali liegmn : 
“find forbid ! but the Urghoon* and Tarkhans at Tattn may commit 
errors with respect to your honour: on this account do you route to 
Bnkkur, taking with you the corpse of Mt-orza Shnfi HoosJin. 

Mali Begum replied: « It is nectary to convey hi* remains m-a 
those of Shalt Beg at Mecca, which is nearer to 1 uitn-M t* [;‘ rfr ™ n 
Bnkkur.”

Three months 
afterwards, Meersn Eesa coming, took if from the house of Meer Ahmed, 
and buried it there, Meersa Ee»a t and all the Utghoons and Tarkhans, 
wearing the apparel of affliction. One day they all went tu his tomb to 
rend the Katih.ih (prover for the dead). Two years afterwards, the 
remains were taken up from thence by the nobles, and conveyed to 
Mecca, by whom they were placed on one side of those of his father 
Slmh Beg, erecting over them a very handsome tomb, which is well 
known, 

A Summary of tub i.tfb of Mf.bhxa Shah Huosaim. 

Meerza Shah Htwnin was the son of Shah Beg, the son of 
Zoonoon. He had no equal in bravery from his youth, till ln> was sei^d 
with disease. He was victorious in all the battles he fought; in these 
his arrangements were good. He was born in the year S9fi |*< k ' T 
- he died in the year 962 (a. u. 1651), having lived sixty -hx years, 
prim childhood he mi motion? lo attain knowledge, and all ptaise 
him for the extent of his wisdom. His mind was always intent upon 
ihnt which was good ; his knowledge of all ancient traditions war* 
great ; he understood poetry well—sometimes the result of his thoughts 
came forth in verse.

In hid youth he found instruction from Moerza Shuh Be^, being in 
the rank of hfo nobles. When Mcerza Kesa was with Meerza Shah 
HoomIq in Mpoltun, Ameer Amrance c:sme to Tana, tooting the people. 
The nobles then wrotr to Meurzn Shah Hoosmin, acipiainliitg him af 
thb- Meerza Eesa T placing the foot of bravery in frooi, asked for leave 
to go and punish the intruders, He arrived with great speed near 
TattOf where he fought well* slaying many of them. The survivors 
dispersed. 

After the return of Meerza Shull Hoo&tain, Ameer A in ranee, with 
40,000 men* came, and putting in order a field of battle* an action was 
fought t in which 10,000 of his men were slain. After tike death of 
Meerza Shah Hussain, in Jam&dfle-ool-Awu) 962 ( a. o. 15A1), Mcerza 
Ecfca. sat on the throne of the government- The Urghoons and Tor* 
khans approved of him as their ruler* placing in his hands the power of 
lying and loosening, of gathering and distributing. 

Meerza Eesa was a good man in every sc line of the word, always 
being indulgent to the Kyula and Report*. One year after he Eiad wit 
on the throne, at the insUgation of the Urgbooias, he became ai ramify 
with Sul San Mahomed tvhan, marching rat Bukkur with a large fcucc T 
intent on waf. In the month Rubee-oos-Sanec 963 (a, n. 1565}, he 
encamped opposite to it, but Sultan J^ahotncd Khan was inside the 
fort. There were two lights between them.

jtfeer Farii had five sons, Bnba AbniccJ, fiulun Mahon*] Khan, Meet 
Abdool Fureb, Am.-er Sultan, and Ameer Abdoolln. A ^ d di. se were 
bv different mothers. The mother of Sultan Mahomed Khun wm* of 
The daughters of the Kashee Afghan* of Shawn! and Pishing. In hi* 
volltli, when fourteen yearn of ho appeared to all W be good in 
everything, and ho came under the kindly cye nf Shah Beg. When 
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Shah Beg went against Bughbanari. kalian, Tuinhlec, and Toifa, he 
wm always In the front* On returning to Kandahar, Shah Beg wished 
lo leave some one at Bnkkiir All hi> nobles refused to remain, when 
Sultan Mahomed, though so young, volunteered to do m. Fur eleven 
months, he look cure of that fort with 70 men: (here was such bravery 
In his heart* that no four of bis enemies canw upon him, and frequently, 
inking a few men, he sullied forth, attacking the Dhnrejai* and Sodah*, 
on all lit' which occasion* he wtis victorious* When, in the year H37 
{*■ 1520-21), Shah Beg died, and Mi erm Shall Hoosain sat in his 

place, Sultan Mahomed displayed great valour in the war against 
Ameer Am ranee, smiling wilfi I lie sword In the presences of all. Tic also 
showed gallantry towards Ouch, ni Dikwur + ami Mooltau. 

Jn 940 (a.d, 1533), raking a large force against I bo people of the fort of 
Salhulmere, and having plundered it, and seized some of the people, he 
retreated, He remained one night on the road, when his enemies made 
a night atlack upon him, rescuing the prisoners- Sultan Mahomed wcis 
awoke from his sleep by the noise, ond rushed forth on fool, when, his 
Pugrcc failing from his head* one end of il remained in his hand—(he 
other was seized by Jtigmnl, the Sirdar of the Sudahs. Sultan Mahomed 
began twisting his Pqgree round his head t when lie name near the end 
held by Jugraul, seeing Urn armed, and having no weapon himself, he 
caughf up a hand filler sand, which he threw into Jugmii!** fnce t who, 
letting go the Pagree to rub his eyes* Sullem Mahomed escaped. Sultan 
Mahomed has himself told me, that at that lime he fell in with one of 
his men who carried horns, whom he ordered In ^ound ills instrument, 
when his sepoys eo Heeled about him, and Hu sun Ali Poomner, dis- 
mourning from his hatsc, Sultan Mahomed got on him r when he attack- 
erl and slew number* of the Kafirs, recovering the prisoners, and all 
^ the stolen property. He shawm! great bravery itt Giisfemt and Khan- 
gar. To no bat Me was ha ever known to be idle. When Houma vooii 
Bad^hah came to Sind* he displayed valour and skill in the defence of 
the fort n! Bukknr. He also distinguished himself in the action on the 
hills near Ran&e n with the king** troops under Taimoor Sultan and 
Shaikh Ali Beg; so touch so, that he slew with his own band the latter 
chief. a 

When, in [U0 1 (a s p. 1-7-13), Mcena Shfib Rmhio appointed him to 
the charge of Sccbcc, he took several jorts, which had been held by 
Bcloochecs for. many years. He severely twisted the ears of those 
vicious proplu^if^Kohisian. ?* ringing them under 4ubjcc|jan. 

In 9iii (a . 0 .1763-54), when the irrghoana and Turk bans were opposed 
to Shah Hnosain, he came front Svbre with a large force, and by his 
endeavour* flic sc were brought hack to** objection. 

Wl]en Shah lloosam wm seized with ihe pa|,y ( becoming jjowcrlc" 
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in Id* limb* and body, Sultan Mahomed made an agreement With 
Mecran Eesti. b y wliitdi discord was prevented- In Rphee-ool-Awul 
963 (a. n. 1554*55), after the death of Mccrza Shah Iloosain, having 
lamented for him according to custom, lie took possession of Bitk- 
kur, and its country. This had been much destroyed by the violence 
and oppression of the Bdoofibees, but very euon after his coming 
there, by the arrangement* he made, it been me fruitful, and by ihcw 
arrangements the disturbers of the peace remained quiet during hi* 


rale, 

in the latter clap of 0fi3 (a. 15S5-5fi) he SIihIl Abdool 

MituaUee, confining him in Bukkrtr for seven months. When the 
prisoner came for his release, he gave him his liberty, sending him m 
Die king {Ukbor Shall) by Mooltan. In 964 (a. i>. 1556*67), Mccnt* 
tiesa. sit the ins ligation of the Urgboons, came against Bnkkor with 
a large army. For fifteen days he remained encamped opposite Miskeea 
Tarkhan's terrace. There were two or three coni bats between the 
panics tit this space of time. The friend* of Sutton Mahomed advised 
him not to go forth from his fori to fight, Haying that if lie did *». many of 
the Sirdar* with him would go over to Mccrza Eeaa, nnd Mali Begum hud 
nlM written to him cm this. Therefore he did not leave his fort. Such of 
Mrereu Eesa’smen who fell into his hands were slab, whilst tteMecrsa 


saved and liberated those whom he took. After their _lavt engagement, 
Mcencn Eesn sent Mecr Muksoud a* ambassador to SulKm Mahomed, 
writing n letter to his mother, sayings ‘‘Tell Sultan Mb burned to meet me, 
iliat enmity again®* him may leave my breast, and that 1 tuny depart. 
But Sultan Mahomed, being confident in liu strength, wrote a harsh 
reply. About that time, through the slander of Moola MohiU Sultan 
Mahomed Yaked, Mecr Lootfee, Dnrwcsh Mahomed with his wb, 
Ahmed Gbuznuvce with his son, also Moola Moonshcc, Were killed,* 
ami nt this same lime, some Furinghe*#, whom Mcoren Ee*a bad Called 
m hi* aid, arrived at Tmta on n Friday, when nil thr people had gone 
It. the Jnmin Miisjid. which there I'uringheea entered, throwing pnn* 
powder uhoat in it, and in the street*, which they ret on-fire, by winch 
nil those in the Mt,*jid were desire jed r and mam m the town were 
burnl. They looted the whole pL.re, and thru Went away M- -ran 
Rest, wuh much dejected at hearing of tbi*. and returned 
nflnr he had left, Sultan MaboSted, having collected m«»- followed hit i 
B , far a* Hchivistan, destroying the spring crop- «f that .-.matron hu h 
Ini,. Of the river. Re wished to do the same by lb- * 
withdrew his taad from this on the representation of *yud ku, in ' 


lbdool SVuhrih Puonmee arrived « amha^ador from Mm«a be .a 
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Finding So Jiao Mo homed near fhirbeluh. he strengthened l be room of 
(wneo and friendship. Agreements were drawn up. to which the seal* 
of each being affixed, they were exchanged, sothat from Shut date there 
should be no alterations made iu this treaty. 

tn the latter days of that year («v. n. lOSC-jS?), Khwajn MouEzurn 
wa* sent by i he agent of Ilirum Khnn to Bukkctr. In six months he 
had leave to proceed to Gazemi. In that year Shah Mahomed Khan 
Kn n d a h a re e made K a uda I tar ove r to Sul la n Hoohc i it H tc e t? a t he li i rnse J f 
goin^ to llindoostaii. In fifr-I ik 1557), Wulee Beg, the father of 
Khan Jcfcui, came to Eukkur, with whom Saltan Muhomed made 
great friendship, In this year he married Gochijr Taj Khan am. the 
daughter of Shah Boordee Beg. At ihh* time be received a standard, 
Nngumlip a w&istdoth, &c. from king Tuhmasp (of fntk) + In 965 
Muola Mohib went ns his ambassador to the king, who, taking Omrh, 
Jojbnhwtthtm, and BiiiUea Wiihnn, from the Brloonhees, gave them to 
Sultan Mahomed. 

A quarrel arose ibis year between him and Khan Nalmr. about rent 
and taxes, so ia 9bb (a. d. 155S). Sultan Mahomed went to Sect pore 
(near Ooch) t besieging the fori for two months. Many of the enemy fell, 
and ail in tile place became much disife^cd j when Khan Nalmr Wtm 
induced to goon the walk with his sword suspended around h\> neck, 
and to Iw?g for pardon mhm^hely. Ho paid dow n four lakhs of Tub- 
i^Lttree^. Peace being made, Sultan Mahomed returned to Bnkkur* 

In the J after day* of thnt year, having tmspicioD.^ of hi* brother Ameer 
Sullen, he ^eni him to llindooMau, where tic was followed without 
leave by his relative Mccr A bool Khnir. This year he heard that 
Hlnam Khan intended toga to Mecca by Bukktir, therefore he destroyed 
the Char Bngh at Bnburloe, thinking u that an account of the happiness 
^ Hoomayoon Bad shah enjoyed there be remained so long, that grain 
became so scarce that pearl* were given for jowarce ^ number* had 
perished from hunger, and with affairs in ibis state, his heart had still 
no disposition to leave the place, God forbid that this place should *o 
picnic Hiram Khan that ho should remain in this manner V* llirum 
Khnu r hearing of what had taken place p went in Mecca rifi Putt urn la 
(a* d. 156(1), Meerza Mahomed 8ogee Turkh;ui, being displeased 
with his father, conic to Bukkur, when Sultan Mahomed received, him 
kindly, giving a good place to him to reside iu. 

In 969 (a. n v i56l) 1 Huk Boordt c Beg came tc Bukhara* ambassador 
from Shah Tubmnsp, bringing a ruby ring, a crown, a wai^eloih covered 
with jewel!', a Khibl, :i knv, a jfcdg.mh, and a *word + with many other 
things, Sultan Mahomed Khr,in’went in front m meet him, showing him 
all honour* He kepi him -one year; iffr neii Jic sent him to Irak, with 
A bool MoknrinJi wilh great gifts, Shah Tuhmosp again oeat them hack 





ii> liim, "with oilier presents, giving him (Sutlftn Mahomed) the title of 
Khan Khan, 

In UTO (a. d, 13ii$), Mewaa Mahomed Saleh, the son of Mm« Ee»o, 
was killed by a Bcluoch; therefore Sultan Mahomed sent confidential 
men to y-ympathize with Meeno Ersn. Thion^i tlieee bo usknl (or 
pardon for Mcerzu Mnhomed Eagee, which Metre* Ecsa gronfrd, nnd 
lie sent men of trust lo Sultan. Mahomed, who allowed Meerea 
Mahomed B;igee to return with those, giving him rich ppM-nts. 

In 973 (a. a lo(ro). the LVghiJons were at enmity with Mrcni Etsa. 
They remained In this state for one month, when it was arranged 
sc(lle stun b Purgiinas upon them for their subsistence. A* they were 
crossing the river, Mecjtu Mahomed Bjgfc fired upon them, by wht< li 
many were slain : the rest, being exiles, wont to Rukkur, when Sultan 
Mahomed confined them, but at the intercession of his mother he 
afterwards released them, giving them horses, and other presents. M 
llieir instigation, he sent them with a force against Sdiwistaa* to which 
they laid°sicge, when Mcisrea Ecaa, coming with many troops, raised 
the siege. There was a battle between the parties at Rufvnn, in which 
Sullati Mahomed’s forces were defeated with great Ins*. Meerin Ecsa, 
expecting more fighting, entrenched himself at Dnrbclnli. Alter this 
letters passed between him and Saltan Mahomed, peace was made 
between them, and Meet** Eesa returned to Tattn 

I have previously given alt account of Mreran Ecsa's death, and of 
the succession to the throne of Meem Mahomed Bagec. 1 hire ai*» 
related, that Mah Begum was taken by Mahomed Babur Badshuh from 
Kandahar to K a bool, where she hud a daughter called Nahecd Regain, 
whom she left at Knbod when she csfenped to Kundalwr. 

When Jnlal-ood-deen tlkbof Bodshah Cure** had taken the wool.: 
country of Hindoo*ta% N'ahr cd Begum proposed going to Taita to her 
n,other; so, obtaining the king's permission, she wont thrra wtfh her 
daughter. She met her mother there, and hr married her daughter m 
Mt-rraa Mahomed Bngw She was killed in the night attack made by 
Mcma Jaa Baba, the brother of her hiishntid. * , 

Mccr/.'i Mahomed Huger sent Ms daughter to tl.r king with Nahecd 
Begum, but at that time the Urghoons were rebellious and these met 
her on ihe road, and. taking her with them, they went to fall*, where* 
they faoght with Mahomed Barer, and being defeated by him, they 
went to Rukkur. Meenta Mahomed %gre theft wired *nd placed m 
confinement Mah Begum, giving her nothing to eat or^wnk^ *o much 
so that on this account she died. 

’n tt Uaa Mahomed Khan roul to Xnhced Begum: “ If you will get a 
Firnuo front the bins. I will go aht! into revenge for yon against Men* . 
Mi homed Bagcc.” There (ore. on her return, she related to L’khar Shalt 
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all I licse circumstances. The king wrote a Finnan to Sultan Mahomed, 
with which Kaheed Begum went hark towards Btlkkiir* She did nol 
ask the king for any troops. trusting entirely fa what Sultan Mahomed 
Khan had <uid ; hat at her request, the king sent her husband Moliib 
Ali Kfom* mid Mujahid Khan whh her, having given to them in Jagfer 
Fulfil poor and Cioohrore in Moo I Ian, 

Sultan Mahomed having suspicions against l ho 1 rghcK>ii0 t turned 
them out of llukkur. tending them to Hindoostsiii. These mot rvabeed 
Begum* mnl her friends who took them into service. Sultan Mahomed, 
hearing of this* became much incensed. He was in this angry mood 
when loiters came to him from Nabend Regtiiii, and her companions to 
ih!^ effect: *" We arc coming, having confidence in you,” SttJtail 

Mahomed replied to \hi$ in harsh, angry terms t at which \aliercd Begum* 
Mohtb A Up and Mojahid Khun foil into much ftatoaishmentp saying to 
each oilier : * J It j& wonderful! On wlinl he said we have come, without 
bringing with ds any of the royal troops; and here he is opposed 
against us** Calling their attendants, and the 1 rghoons they consulted 
with them as to the course 1o Ik; pursued: these said it was better now 
lo go to Goohrore, and to send a petition to the king, asking Uis assist- 
since. KuUich Khan Ouzbuk, who had lately came from the north, and 
joined them, was present at this council, His opinion was asked, when 
he replied : u l am a traveller; whatever you decide upon doing* I ata 
willing to agree to it*” They asked him a second time, wlieii lie said : 
«1 am a sepoy; give me some men, and I will go in advance?! and have 
one fight with Sultan Mahomed Khan : if I urn slain, do you retreat; if 
1 am. victorious that which you desire will be in your hands-/ 1 Mojuhid 
Khun, being a brave man, approved of what he said, declaring that ii 
was very proper; ihui lie hail spake a like a sepoy; that in his heart he 
himself had held that opinion* turd that he w as now ready to advance. 
In short, 34) men had offered to proceed in advance, the remaining 300 
were to follow in a body. They then left Oobawruh, marching toward* 
Mutheluh. On hearing of this the 2*000 min who were then under 
Muabanik khan, a slave of Sultan Mahomed* went forth from the fnrt» 
prepared For battle. Mojuhid Khan and Kuiuch hlian, with their 30 
m^n, meeting'he^ t fell upon them wilhsneh vigour, that God gave them 
*thc victory' before their main body hud arrived. Meoboruk Khan with 
his troops* running away, got into the fort. 

« In many places, by God** assistance, small numbers of mt*n 
overcorac-gre-vt numbers !” 

Mnobamk Khun remained in his fort* making a petition to Sultan 
Mahomed, relating all that had occurred* So he -cat Zoittneilm a-bidden 
Salt an. with two nr th re c thou s acid horse, to nasht the Malbcluh people. 
When hr- arrived at Jjunjnree, from Btikkur* the news of hi* 





coining rcm-bed .Mojiihid Kliviii, who sent Mccr A bool Kluur, who wax 
related to WtiHun Malmmed Kb an. and who had first lately joined them 
from Mwltuii, with 150 horde, to fight Zain-ool-rm-bidcen, who beard of 
Ilia approach a* he was preparing to leave Lnujauf; so, ipiming his 
baggage there, he advanced one or two ko» to give him battle. They met, 
hot hb men did not fight properly, and turned their faces in die 
direction of itiglil. Their leader stood atone, wiifi a few men ; amongst 
these there was ore named Huidttr Beg. a relative of Sultan Mahomed, 
who fell there, after having greatly distinguished himself. Sfoin-uol- 
nudmlecn, finding that nl! the Juwangors, the Bdratigurs and Mogul', 
had lied, retreated to Lunjaree- Mojnhid Khnn's men. having gain' d 
thu victory, sent him news of their success: and hearing of this, the men 
of Math cl ith Install heart, undent the 1st Sufor, 1)^0 (a. i*. 1572), Moofoi- 
ntk Khan asked for guiltier, und encmitcd the fort, which was entered 
by Mojahid Khan, who took possession of nil that district. 

On the 20th of that month, Moosnid Mfulee Juolmad Khan, win* had 
been sent by Mahomed Ukbnr Shah to bring him the daughter of Sullen 
Mahomed, arrived at Bukkur, bringing si Kliihit befitting a king, ft 
waist ninth, and sword set with precious stones a bor*<- with csipari- 
sons, and four elephant-*, ns a present from I'kbar Shah for Sultan 
Mnlimned Khan; who in return prepared many valuable tilings lit tor 
the king as his daughter*# dowry, such as handsome robes of ‘•dh, 
various kinds of jewels, gold articles; and with much pleasure he 
spread out the cloth for a festival, to which he invited every one, 
expending much money in ditTercnt things for eating and drinking. 
The doth was spread twice a day for fifteen days; 5UI> animals were 
cooked doilv in the kitchen during that period. At the party, on the 
day of the wedding, many Sod ms, men of learning, priests, and noble*, 
won* present, to all of whom Sultan Mahomed made- prrtcMs according 
to iheir degree. To JntHmad Khun hr gave 30.W0 rupees and many 
other IbtngsTasa present. On the loth R«J»1b hr sent his daughter to the 
king by the way of Jaiaulmere, accompanied by Zain-ooUun-bidflAU, 
Non»x Khan, and many other confidential me#, 

A t dial time Ukbar Shah was hunting in the country of Nngw, 
having sent Mccr Mahomed Khnn tr.hah again*. *ia^ when the 
new* arrived that a Rajpoot, disguiwd ns an ambassador, had wounded 
Mahomed Khan with » knife. Hearing of this, the king quickly turned 
the bridle of hi# intentions there, and Sropi then- c he ««**« <‘iiiicr.it 
Sultan Mahomed Khan, after -ending away In* placing 

„ rent confidence in Moobaruk Kha.g who held i» hut hand* all Urn 
dfojp. of the country, gave him 1,500 well armed Jiurutmen, with 
wHmn he seat him to Afore, Bunking that, by hw being there, the faces 
„( hi* enemies might be turned away Bui it wjis the will of God u* 
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ratLfec the fall of Clio mansion of hhiltnn Mahomed Khan'* authority ; 
I lie re fere tlial force, joined his enemies, and became oppuaod U> him.

After Sultan Mahomed bad senl his daughter to the king m charge 
nf 5!ainH>oUna*bideen r and Nnttrcz Klmm the chief Sirdars in hU 
noun try, lie placed all the affairs of state in the Imndi of iVIoubamk 
k imn, and his son. Beg Oghlee, Mnobaruk Khan's wife* who was a 
good, el eve i woman, had gone with the bride. Beg Oghlee was always 
drinking wine, associating with drunkards* These used to ^ny to him; 
u Sultan Mahomed is old : after his death you will be the ruler oE the 
country.'* Beg Ogbfec, becoming faiihlcss + proposed in his heart the 
derail of his chief, and he got many of his servants to come over to 
his side. After a time this got abroad, when a Tnmachcc t n Hindoo 
servant of So] tan Mahomed, told him of what was going on. By chanue 
Beg Oghlcc heard of this; eo at the time of evening prayers he conveyed 
his wife and aister out of the fart by tike Khwaja Khizur gate, which 
was under his charge, and travelling in the night, he joined Mnubnrtik 
Khan at A lore, telling him that Sultan Mahomed proposed killing them 
both ; discovering which, he had left Bttkkur; and adding, that it wn* 
now necessary to have a care for them salves. Moobamk Khun intended 
going to Nagore t and from thence to join the BadsStab ; but Route nann 
persuaded hi In to mount and go to HnkkuT t and all being aft his side* 
to seize and place In the Harem, Snltui Mji homed, arid then to take the 
government of the country into Ilia own hand?. 1 Id approved nf this, 
and in the naming, witil JS n garafet beating, ha arrived at Roree, and 
feruied u^hii?'t*0op* opposite Bukkur. 

Sultan Mahomed Khan wrote a Purwnou to him, saying i a * 
purchased you Cor 200 LareuA-Sigah: i have rui-vd you to your 
pfTwnt position; arc you now become foil hies?- ? U better that ymi 
go to Mcvea, and thep* beg pardon for your fiiuU/ T To this Beg OgJtfee 







wrote ti lorrii reply. After this, some of Sultan Mahomed'* servants 
wbu wen; with Beg Oghlce, leaving him, went across the water to the 
fortress, and he, being himself cmifoimdcd, determined to go toOtm-rm, 
He went to A lore, accompanied by some sepoys. On the 3*2nd Bojub, 
9?0 (a. o. 1572), he joined Mohib Ali with some men, idling them of 
the enmity of Sultan Mahomed, and making friends with them. The 
following morning Mojahid Khan inarched to floree, when Moobpruk 
Klian cftifti 1 in advance to meet liim H His troops after this encamped at 
Roree. Sultan Mahomed, hearing this, bit the back of his band with his 
teeth t he called ali bis troops into tile fort, which became filled with 
men. At that lime Nuwab Spaced Khan, coming with speed, arrived 
at the distance of a cannon-hot above and from jRorec. The I rglroonp, 
holding their hearts full of the blood of enmity against Moobamk Khan 
and his sod, said to Mohib All and his companions: *■ S mired Khan baa 
come at the call of Moobarok Khan, w ho this very flight will leave you, 
and join hint, when yonr affair* w ill dot come to pass.” Mohib Ali at 
once seized and confined the two, plundering their property. At this 
time Khwitja Munaj’s son fled from Rorcc, going to .Mtikhms Khan, so 
they confined him (Mumij). Suneed Khan looted Kundrah. Sultan 
Mahomed wrote to him, asking—- What i* the rea-^n of ynur coming 
here >” J!e made some excuse, and went towards Moulton. MojafijJ 
Khan made groat preparations to war Against Snlimi Mahomed, who 
sent forth his nephlw Mahouied ffoofa* Ifog. By chance, a» the battle 
WH raging, a fire-bad thrown by the enemy fell into his magazine, by 
which he and numbers of his men were blown up, amt his troops met 
with a wonderful defeat.

MiK>bumk Khan, hi* and kbwaja Mining, tilt? cun nr of \h\* 
discord, were killed by JSIuhib Ali T $ men* 

When Sultan Mahomed Khans people arrived at Ajmere, finding lire 
king there, they delivered to him the presents find Harem. Ukbur Shah 
was much pleased, approving of the offerings. He wrote n Firman, 
appointing him the Wabee of Bukkur, sending it by Meer Haig 
Tttmnchce; bnt Mohib Ali and M aphid Khan did not lirlen la this 
Firm an. 

In the beginning of Eujub 930 (a, d. 1573), Sultan Mahomed became 
dropsical: ho had taken much medicine, hut all without avail; to, 
helpless he turned his heart in the direction of death, writing a petition 
to the king, requesting him to send an agent, to whom he might deliver 
over charge of the fort. 

When the greatest distress came upon him and the garrison, Mcer 
A bool Khair, whose sister was married to Sultan .Mahomed, with 30 
hangmen, went by the way of Seetpore to Gunjabah, where fie collected 
many men, and materials for war. On hi* getting there, Mop hid Khan 
became full of anxiety, and deeming it best to go against him* before 
taking Bukknr, leaving Mohib Ali there, be marched against hint. At 
that rime the mother of Mojahid Khun. Said Begum r committed great 
atrocities, ripping open the stomachs of the sick who came from Bnkkur, 
and filling them with chaff. The garrison* seeing this, strengthened 
their hearts to remain and die where they were. 

Sul tun Mahomed** disease had been of long standing, when hi si doctors 
advised him to drink the wine* of grapes: he called the SadaU T and die 
men of learning, to whom he *aid; u For forty years I have forsworn 
wine; now it i* preferable, in ray opinion, to keep it at n distance/' In 
>hon, he did Dot partake of wine. His bauds and feet became swelled ; 
»■ tiii* reached his heart,, and at midnight pf Saturday the 8lb Sufor, 9B2 
(a. D- 1574), his life went From this perishable world to the world 
eternal. 

On hearing of ihis P Mohib Ali, with many boats, surrounded Bakkur; 
hut ihc garrison drove them away. 

The nobles), the Sodats, the men of teaming, the priests, and *11 the 
men of eom-ccpiencc in Bnkknr, took oath that they would not give it 
— up to Mohib Ali, bui that they would deliver it over to any one sent to 
receive charge of it by the king. Alt having agreed to this, they issued 
pay to the troops from the treasury, taking great care of the fort: so ranch 
that mi Mutiny the 12tk Jufhad«-ooJ*A wul* 9^2 (a, e. 1574), Ke^hoo 
Khan approached from the Barf .drab. When lie was 10 kns finm Biikkur, 
M.«bih AH sent si boat across in bring him to hiin, instead of hi* going 
to the fort, that, after jin interview, matters might be settled ; bat 

Keshoe Khun wrote a letter to die Sirdars in Bukkur, who sent a force to 
/ 
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wort him, and, m shey did m t they had fighting with Mohib AH'* 
men. 

After Keshoo Khan T s arrival in Hie fort, day by dny happing** in ere aM.nl 
in the faces of till there. 

Mojahid Khun look the forE of Gunjahah, and made peace wiEli Meer 
A boo I Khair, whom he afterwards killed. Hearing of the arrive] of 
Ke#hoo Khan, he quickly turned the bridle of bis intentions froio 
Gnnjabah. 

A continuation of the circumstances I write in the I V. Chapter. 

A N-noEtT DnSCtlFTIOtf OF SuVTilEf MaHOHISD. 

Sultan Mahomed Khan was a ruler with Many excellent qualities. 
He was very brave, and very charitable* From the days of !tb youth, 
until tits death, he lived in plenty; but his temper was so passionate, 
that when he became angry lie could not control himself He died 
blood without cart*. If he erer suspected anyone of evil, be would 
ruin hh family. He himself would commit violence, but in his eotiniry 
no one else could do so, The sepoys and Ryu is were happy under 
him. During his life he read the Koran entire l p 00l times. 

He took great trouble in building and laying out ip proper form the 
Town of Bukkm\ He was born in 6951 (a- 1492), living eighty-four 

years. His strength was such, that many liiucp. at the order of Mccraa 
Shah Hoosaiii, he put irons on his legs, and wiih thc^c on, threw him¬ 
self from Ihe bastion of Mcerza Shah Jjtwuin's rcceivifig^rooin, Info 
the waters below, where there was a very deep dangerous whirlpool, 
from whence be would come out near the rockp with the iron* broken 
Many people have witnessed ibis^lhty looked upon it as a sight.

AGENTS OF JTJLAL-OOI>-DEEN UKBAR SHAH. 

I have be foie said that Kcshoo Khan came to Bukkur in Jtimndee- 
ooUAwul 963 (*. n. 1574)* He brought a Pbtnan to this effect:— 
“Divide Bukkur equally between Mohib AM Khun and Mojahid Khan; 
then yon are to go to Tattn, and mim Meerza Mahomed Bagcc." At 
thin dine Mojahid Khun was at Gtinjabfth. Hearing of {he arrival ot 
Keshoo Khan, he quickly went towards Bukkur, but before bift arrival 
Key boo Khan had determined to turn his friends out of Snkkur, Mojahid 
Khan's men said ibev would not leave be I ore his return, but Keshoo 
Khan did not approve of this, and pending some of Iur men there, they 
quarrelled with those of Mojahid Khan, near a wall which he had built, 
when several were killed and wounded on both sides* Three day* 
after this uifmy, Mojahid Khan camp t and taking his men to Ron*<% 
Keshoo Khan occupied Bukkur, and the neighbouring country. Mohib 
Ali and Mojahid Khan held Rorce and Tiggur T but their men were heart¬ 
broken. About that time, some of the Urghoons* deserting them,, came 
to Bukktir t when they were put to death by Keshon Khao T through the 
backbiting of Shah Kahn* the son nf Meciza Jan Baba Turkhnn. Keshoo 
Khan had a bad disposition: one day a Tnmachce, who was incou* 
aide rate in the assembly, he put in irons. Two moat ha after his return* 
Mojahid Khan went against Tatta, leaving the families at Rorre with 
* Mohib AH. 

At the instigation of the men of Bukkur, Keshan Khan determined to 
pend a force again*! Rome. On Friday the 3rd Ramzan, 962 (a. n- 
1554) s he divided his army in to two ill visions: one of them be sent 
down towards the garden* below Roree, the other he directed across 
above by the shrine of Rhwmja Khiznr, Mohib A U"r men, mounting* 
went towards i^c Bedgah. Keshan Khnn 5 * men set on fire Mqjahid 
Alhan^ boat*, seeing which. Mohib Ali Khan 1 * trtmps returned in the 
direerioa of the ground they had left. M this time* the division which 
had gone below Rome came in front of these, and commenced throwing 
fire-ball*, by n^ieh the towft was fit^d in several directions. Mohib 
Ali Kban t uTen mounting his horse, pursued the road of flight. The 
men of Bukkur, having surrounded Roree, plundered it HU near suuseh 
capturing the standard smd.Nugamb of Mohib All Khan. 

When Mojahid Khan heard of this* he quickly returned with much 






dejection, tincl for fear of ike king he did not nllcmpi lo molcfii tCeshoo 
khan, who sat in hi* government conducting himself improperly. 

When Ukbar Shall heard of wh&t Kr wlion khan had douc t he gave 
Rukkur in Jagecr ta Nuwab Tursoort Mahomed Suf-roKMootk, some 
of whose Sirdars came to Borcc in Mnbnmmi 9S3 (\, n. 1575}. They 
sent a copy of the royal Firnian to Keslino Khun* who in the first instance 
put these off, but many people com tug between, he op til some of the 
priests with them to these chiefs, to give them advice. The Bird art, 
requesting them to sit down, said: h Fbr the sake of God, write and 
acquaint the king of out condition." The priest* replied that they 
coo Id not do so, unless Ecihao Khan was present. The Sirdars said ; 
“lEefthoa JQuji’b Vakeels arc present; write the troth before them: we 
do not uk you to do more.*' Upon this?, they began to write. Kcshoo 
khan, hearing of this, became alarmed, seeing that his affair* would be 
mined ; therefore he peat word that he was willing To give up She fort, 
and there wu no necessity for writing to the king. The chief* sent 
back word to him, that the letter For the Badshah w i- written, find lhat 
the peals of the priests would be affixed, and that it would he despatch- 
ed t if he did not at ooce deliver up the fort. Kcshoa Khan* Icing 
helpless, these Sirdars entered the fortress, 

Kcshoc Khan had received the royal order lo take an account of the 
property of Biritan Mahomed in company with these Sirdars, and the 
chief priests, whose seals were to be affixed, to the account. This was 
done. Agreeably to the order* of the king, the Family of Saltan 
Mahomed Khan prepared to leave Bukkur. Him senior wife, the sittrr 
of Khan Jehan t went to Lahore, ns directed. Certain confidential 
servants of Ukbar Bbah came for the rest of his family, and for the 
treasure. They intended leaving on the 1st Rujnb, 943 (a- n. 1575}* 
and to go by the way of >Fngore. 

When Nuwab Tunodn wu preparing to suirt for Bokkiir, having 
taken Ids leave, soma of the nobles said it was no* proper iti place the 
family of a#if-aol-Moolk on the borders of the conn try. The king* 
agreeing to this* removed him from Btikknr, making him ike Governor 
of Agn. A royal order was sent to Buttwaleedas, directing him tit 
superintend Biikkar r and to make arrange meats for the eoyufry. After 
Hiis, ro Jncroue hU confidence, Ukbar Shd* seat Merer Syud Mahomed 
Uadul to govern Bufckur, He a_So made him chief of the priests there* 
because he was a Synd f and a mam of learning- 

He arrived on the llib ltmm f when he - was rceclvetf with much 
distinction bv the priests, and every one else. He Beeqt* 

of 1 and to the Syuds r the men of kanridg. and the prir^ for their 
subsistence : fhr"*e were very’ happy during his time. Hr marched a 
force to Srtke*

The Mmtguejiihs of G agree be coining rebellious. opposed his men* 
for he oppressed the Ryuts more than usual, appraising with the Kun- 
knot [the rop^ measure) the good and the bad land equally, making the 
Rynl pay five maitnds of grain for each Becga alike. The overseers or 
watchmen conducted themselves harshly, with alight hand towards ihe 
cultivators, Meer UnduPs men got into a small fort between Gunbul 
and Yejuran, where the Mimgarjuli^ without respeet* shot arrows at 
them, killing several. In this fort there waa one well* into which they 
dm si the dead bodies of both Musulmans and Kafirs. They then filled 
it up with earth, 

Meer Undid* hearing of this, was much enraged; and calling his 
troop* from Seebee, he sent them to lake revenge on the men of G agree, 
who fled* leaving their country before they had received much punish* 
ment, Syud Mcer UaduF* &on, Syud Abdool Fazul* who commanded 
the troops* followed them some way* and then came back to Bukfcur. 
Shortly after this, Mcer Uad til was bled in the arm. Much blood 
flowed from the wound: lie was in a bad s*Uite of body, and on die ftth 
^haban* (*. p. 1570), he died. 

Alter his death, the king appointed his son* Abdool Faznl, to the 
government of Bukkur, who the following year seized and cun fined the 
chief men of Gagree, destroying one or two of them, by having them 
trampled under elephants. On the 2nd Ziiknd* 985 {a. d. 1577)* 
Tutumad KhM, a eunuch, and a, confidential servant of the king, came to 
govern Bukkur. He was of bad disposition; he did not take proper 
care of the sepoys, Ryu is* and men of consequence. Many of the priests* 
tieing displeased with hiiti ? were going to the Bad shah. lie scut people 
to persuade them not to go, but these were not listened to, and proceed* 
log, the holy men arrived before and made their complaints to the king- 
^ Ukbar Slink satd* that if Tutumad Khan had behaved a£ represented he 
will be killed i and so it was. Ja this manner Tutumad Khan was 
always in ihc habit of jesting and talking lightly, speaking with levity f 
before men of consequence. His conduct towards the sepoys was 
improper, a-few of whom* collecting on the 10th Eubee-Ocd-Awul t 9841 
" (a- a. 157ft), in the reception*™*™. killed him there. r 

AftcT the ijeath of Tutumad Khan* the king gave Bukkur in Jngcef 
*+? between Fetch Khan Muhawut and Raja Fumtaatusd. These, arriving 
in Rujub. each took possession of his share of the country. 

Two years afterwards, Purmaound* being appointed to the palace 
guard, be wepf to the king. The Bhnrejas, quarrel ling with the brother 
of Pumi atm ndfA)adhodas, assembled in the foil of Alore, prepared for 
war* Thirtb were two or three ©Bgagemeiil* between these pit riles* in 
which many of both sides were slain. Many unruly men then joined 
the Ithnrejn*; therefore Futeh Khan stmt his men in disperse them* 
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whirli they did* [hiring that year, Finch Khan veiled die Bnrfsh&h, 
who received him with great honoor, promoting him in Sue degree, and 
he aligned the whole of Btikkur to him, Fuleh Khnn woe a man 
of simple habits, food of money, giving thanks with the longue alone. 
His conduct Towards the people was good, gh'ipg feud la those enrith ••! 
to receive it. He had a Voted named Shuhflb Khun, u Zemindar of 
Bnrnapnbj a mao whhnnl experience, new to business. At the 
instigation of one Forced, he look a force against the fort of Kum, 
which was in the hands of Ibrahim Kbsin (Khan Nahurju A severe 
battle was fought iberc. in which many of Fateh Khan’s men were 
killed. Amongst these were Slmkab Khamind, and his brethren. 

On this news reaching Ike king, be deprived Ftileh Khan of Bukkur, 
giving it to Jfuwah Mahomed Sadik khan, who received orders to talc 
Tatta. He arrived at Bukkur on Tuesday the 12th Itubcc-ooI-Awtih 
Q94 (a. o. lGHfl-sH}), when the priests and men of influence went out in 
front to meet him t whom he received with much honour 

Me remained some lime* putting the affairs of Bukkur in order, and 
in Zilhuj he marched against Sc h wist an, Previous to ibis, there had been 
several encounter* between his men and those of Meerza Janee Beg f in 
which many of the latter were slain, and taken prisoners ; the breeze of 
victory in ail ihoFe affairs striking the standard of Sudik Khan. 

When Sobban Koolee Urgkoon heard of ,Sadik Khau + s cnmmg t he 
collected materials for war* in a fori on the bank of the ri ver, underneath 
which he assembled many boats large and small. S:*dik Khan** force 
arriving near this* the enemyt getting into their boat*. went fn fight 
him, when they met with defeat* and Sobfaan Khan was captured alive. 
Sndik Khan was much pleasid at this victory* Me then besieged 
Schwistan. Same time? passed U this way, when. his men* having sunk 
a large mine, blew up a gateway, and the curtain before it, Sndik^ - 
had directed that 000001 bis men were to enter the fort without his 
orders, when the dust and smoke liml subsided. The garrison (instantly 
threw up another defence, and began firing cannon nnd guns. Those 
men who had been blown up from the roof of the gateway, and ike 
walls* by the force of the gunpowder, fell to die ground entire* without- 

hurt ^ 

At ikat time MeerJta Junce Beg, bringing n large fore by land, and^ 
the river, arrived at Mmhr&ti, 6 4u>s from SdiWtin. 

8adik Khan, raiding the riege* went to fidiE him. On arriving 
parallel with the Lakbce bUls* tb^ boats ef Mrm J^ace Beg came 
opposite to. and opened with cannon against him. Th£\JbiTpjt equally

Biifiihaly, and in a friendly tone It i* proper for Mahomed SuJiL 
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fibrin to return lo Bnkkur ” Sadik Kb (in l ben retreated to Bukkur, a ltd 
j«imc time afterwards he went to the king. One year after hi# departure 
tbi* Jageer was* taken from him. Daring the two Kureefs, when Sadik 
Khan held Bukkur, the locust* came, devouring the whole of the crops; 
m much so, that he go! nothing. Severe famine fell upon the counlry; 
the people leaving their houses, dispersed, and the Snmejahs and the 
Beloochees looted both sides of the river, leaving nothing. 

in Rubec-new-Sanee, 99fi (>i. n. 1597*88), Nuwab Ismael Koolee 
Khan received the Jageer of Bukkur, and his son Roman Koolee 
Beg arrived there. He was a man of great wealth; his behaviour was 
good; he gave food lo those who were entitled to receive it, showing 
much kindness to the country-people; so much so, that thruugh his 
exertions and management the face of cultivation again appeared. 

When Ismael Khan left Mooltan, going to the king, Bukkur WM 
taken from hitn, nod assigned to Slieroyoh Sultan, who came there in 
Mohurrtim 997 (a. n. 1588), He was always drinking wine, giving 
himst*If up to case and pleasures, leaving the country in the hands of 
his slaves, sitting in the Audience Hall but seldom ; the food and sub¬ 
sistence hitherto given to the Pakeers and Sod at# was slopped. He 
once sent hi* son Mahomed Hoosain to Seebee, where the Afaghiouh* 
opposed him. He was ill advance with the Eh tor dec Beloocheea, who 
run away al the first t-neounlcr, when the Afaghlntrfifi, without thought, 
fell opon the Moguls, who, being routed, (led. Numbers of them were 
killed and taken prisoners; many died from thirst in the mirage, and 
those who escaped were a long time recovering from the effects of ihe 
heat they had experienced. 

Sheroyuh Sultan, having attained the height of his oppression, God 
listened to* Ihc complaints of the poor .people, nnd they escaped from 
Jfts wickedness, becoming happy, for Mahomed Sudik Khun again 
received that country. 

On the 12th Rnbcc-ool-Awttl. 999 (a. i». 1599), his son Mcerea 0 
Mahomed Znliid arrived. He showed much kindness to the Ryots, the 
Podnts, and all, placing ointment on the wounds of those who had been 
■oppressed. He was of ti very happy disposition, frequently sitliog.wiih 
men of learning, and giving according to the Snnud* of Mahomed 
Sudik. 1 J„ turned the hand# of violence from the heads of llto*e whom

they oppressed.. * 

KUwaja Mahomed Mimsoom was Mahomed SadikV Vakeel. Hi# 
conduct was grfbd: he was capable o& managing great and small affair*. 

The BukkrST per^Ie, being happy, began cultivating, but front the 
displeasure q/r^eaven, the Rubee-cropof that year was destroyed ; every 
ihiog bnwv scarce, and .Mahomed Sadik Khan made no collections. 

The pheenix of the government of the Bui shall threw its fixed shadow 
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uvet Lahore Mccntn Jance Be" then Ijegan to follow the example o\ 
Mccrsta Shah iLiosaiu, not placing Jib neck under I hr rope of obe¬ 
dience, but boosting of independence* Hearing of ihiMbc perspiration 
of jealousy buret forth on the body of the king. He determined to 
take Tntm* and to arrange matter* with the Beloochees through Nawab 
Khan Khanun. At that lime T (the historian) went from Gazertit to the 
presence of the king. By good chance my mother had sent some 
curiosities, which I hud before him. With much kind ires* and great 
condescension, he asked me how long 1 had been absent from my 
mother. T replied twenty years ; the king then told tup to go and visit 
my mother, and then to return to him. An order wa* given to the 
minister of fiuunre to write inn a Jogcer ns pay. At tint time Badik 
Khan, with great kindness^ remarked, that if the Jngeer wan named in 
Hnkkiir. it would be preferable, as I wns going there. The king sail I 
that all Bukkor had been assigned to Khan Khan an* who bei mi tire re* 
*nrd : ib If ihe king pirates lo give him w Jageer in Bukkor, I shall he 
happy to point one out lt> him* but I sin]l be in hope of receiving 
another from the Bacbhoh in exchange/* The order was issued at once 
to give me n Jageer in Bukkiir. The financial minister, by direction, 
settled upon me in Jageer, Xhtrboitilij Gagree, and Chumdooka. On 
tlib being arranged, the king gave me a boat for my conveyance, and 
nun of his ova Fosleens, ffe allowed tnc to depart, repenting this 
single linn of a verse—“To si I down and travel tlm* is very good/* . 

1 arrived nf Butt nr on the 14 th SnfnTj J r>vH)), The N nwati 

Khan htinonn also arrived there at that lime. The wind* wem hot, and 
ihe river was rising. The Nnwsb remained then- some lime.

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from two direction ft. Hearing of the approach of ihe enemy* we

Meer^a Janes Beg had with him 10,001) tinrsamen; numbers of Font- 
men archers were coining by the way of the hills* and on the river hr 
had boats with cannolu With all thin force he arrived uE 0 kos from 
ns. Our Sirdar- saw, that if they remained u here Mn-y were* they coaid 
be attacked on ail sides; that Jance Beg would fall upon them in front, 
the archers from the hill sidr, the bout? from the river, and the garrison of 
Sehwau from the rear, and ibat thus their affairs would bo desperate: 
they therefore deemed it preferable to advance ni once, anti attack the 
Mcvrzn. Haviflg agreed U|kju this, they quickly prepared their troops, 
and went in his direction. At that time spies* gave information of our 
movement to Janee Beg* who would not believe them, saying t ■* How 
many men are they, that they should come and arrack me V 

lie? then saw our diifrt, and quickly arranged his men. At midday 
the forces met* when same of our men, in advance, turning* fled* reach¬ 
ing otir main body, purged by the enemy, and then ibe fight became 
general. Them were several severe attacks. In short, defeat came 
upon the men of Mmra Jaime Beg* who* fixing fain fiwii firmly on the 
batik-held* fought with great bravery ; but when this availed nothing* 
lie placed his face in the direction of flight. Many of his men were . 
killed, and taken prisoner* in tbb action. He retreated fo Oonurpoor* 
t0 ko* from the field, where 1m had built a small fort, in which he 
remained secure* The wishers of prosperity to the Mtvemgtfy at the 
king went there, and surrounded him. Some days afterwards, Nuwmb- 
Khan-i Khanafi orrived, who advanced the batteries 1 here wri* daily^, 
lighting; men of both sides being hilled. At length* our men* digging 
approaches, brought those clows to the ditch of the feut, t pon thfe^ 
Jtmce Beg became hopeless* ^nd proposed to make peace in thi* 
manner:— 4i I will give you 30 (goo) boat* ofJnrgc^Uee, and the fort of 
Sehwan; I will now go to Tatis,-and i will comem d inert yon al a 

future time. 1 * v \ , 

Khan Khaimn cotHMilred with hi* A meet* upon this jr^poattKm, all 
of whom wort of opinion that Jafiee Beg anxious for p ate* being 
enable lo fight; and that as they had brought nmitcre fo ihetr prrwm 
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scale, his alToir* would be Milled in a. day or two. They also said that # 
from Ids proposition ii seemed to them that he had some sinister inten¬ 
tion, and that probably lie would change Us tone when he arrived at 
Tattrt, Kliau Khanan said : “ If I do not make peace, and attack liis 
fort, of course men w ill fall on both sides, and his family will fall into 
the hands of men of violence, and from this bad repute will ensue. 1 
will make peace, and 1 will obtain for him, from the king, the command 
of 5,000 men, similar to myself." 

Without duubl, Nuwab Khan Khan ait's judgment «W of n good 
nature. 

An ambassador then came from Mecrza Janee Beg, making over the 
30 Large boats; he also sent a man to Sehwan to deliver up that iort, 
and he himself went to Tatta. 

Khan Khanan passed the season of the inundations at Sunn, At the 
commencement of the cold weather, he marched on Tatta. "V\ ben we 
reached Futeh Hugh, Meerza Janee Beg came in front to meet us, and 
be bad an interview with Khan Khanan, who, leaving him there, ho him¬ 
self proceeded to Tatta, arriving at which place, he divided all that he 
had with him at that time, amongst the sepoys and nobles, giving a hand- 
some festival. He limn went to the Lulieree Btmder,* where he saw the 
solt ocean. When he marched from thence he left there Dowlut Khan 
and Khwaja ttokoem. Previous to ids leaving this, he received a royal 

Firman t 8 this effect--Bring Meerza Janee Beg with you, and coiue 

to me.” Therefore, taking the Meerza with him, Khan Khanan went 
with expedition tu the king, receiving honour by kissing his foot. At 
bis representation, Mahomed Ukbar Shah showed much kindness to 
the Meerza, confirming to him the country of Tatta. He had confidence 
in his service, and he nominated him to the command of 5,000 men. 
He also displayed other good will towards him ; so much so, that he 
decided that Kosroo Shah shonid become his (the Muetm’s) son-in-law. 

When the king went to the Deccan, conquering Ahmednuggur and 
Asaecrghur, at that time, on the 22nd Rujub, Meerza Janee Beg died 
from inflammation of 1 be brain, and his sonMecrzaGhazecBeg received 
_ ihe country of Tatta, at the representation of Nuwab UUamcc. -
